WE have the honor, t(j triinsniit liercwitli, for your information, a continnatiou of the 
narrative forwarded willi our separate letter Nt). 272 of tl\o 22nd ultimo, taken from 
correspondence and messages by the electric telegraph, of what has occurred at different 
stations in this Presidency, in connection with the disturbed state of affairs.

Narrative of Events, dahd November 9, 1857. , 

THE nari’ativcs transmitted by the mail dispatched on the 22nd and 23rd ultimo, 
contained the news received up to those dates. 

Ayra. — All well by the latest accounts. Greathed’s column, now under Brigadiox; 
11. Grant, C.Jl., Her Majesty’s 9th Lancers, who took ( ornmand on its leaving 
reached Mynj)oorie on the 2'lth of October, ami occupied the station without opposition. 

The iiajah fled a few hours hefore its arrival, leaving behind him a good deal of 
property, a few guns, some powder, aiid 2,39,000 rupees — the treasure left there when 
outbreak linst took place. The column reached Cawnpore on the 2Cth of October. .An,’ 
cx|’edidoa sent out from Agra to Fnttehpore .Sieree was successful; mostoftiic rebels 
fltd, but some occupied the buildings on the hciglijts, and fought desperately ; ou^ loss, 
iritlmg. All quiet towards the north-west, except in Gopa district, where the rising is not 
quite (juclled yet. Indon; mutineers lied from l'’uUehpore side towards Rajpootana.

Azmtjh§r . — A party of j-ebcls, who eruSscil the Jauuporo frontier, ’ were severely 
handled by the Goorkhas ; 250 wei'c killed, 181 bodies counted next day, besides many 
shot in a tank. A snmll body of police sowars cut up large numbers, and six standards 
were taken ; our loss trifling. 

Banda. — A batch of mntiiieers, who left this place on tluj 27th of October, with the 
intention of crossing the Jumna at Chilla I’ara tmd Calpee, are said to have burnt the 
records of the Collector’s and Dcwanuce oflice. Koer Sing left, with a body of mutineers,, 
on the 20th, and another party left, on the 21st. They gppear to have left xvitU the 
intention of proceeding towards Calpee. 

Barrackpore (Fort William). — The disarmed 32nd Native Infantry have been brought , 
down. ’ ,

Carmpore. — Brigadier Hope Grant’s (late Greathed’s) column amved on the 26th 
0<^tober, The column consisted of two companies of Sappers, 260 Europeans, and 320 
Native (Punjaub) Cavalry, 600 Europeairs, and 900 Native (Punjaub) Infantry, with ten 
: Horse Ai'tillery guns, a 6eld-battcry, two 10-poundcr guns, and two 8-inch mortmrs. 

. His Excellency the Commander-in-chief arrived at Cawnpore on the 3rd November. 
Brigadier Grant’s force, which crossed the Ganges pn the 30th October, is nowTialted just 
beyond the Bunnee Bridge, by order of the Commander-in-chief. % 

Chunar. — ^Nothing new. 

Dacca. — No nows. 

Delhi. — The column under Brigadier Showers occupied Dadree on the 1 5th October, 
taking six guns, and subsequently, Koonaud, capturing five lacs of rupees, and cutting 
off about 400 of Nabob’s troops, on the 20th October. After punishing some MewattOes 
at Sonah, the column was to proceed towards Bullubghur. 

The Cashmere troops, under R. Lawrence, joined this column on the 17th October, 
when this moved towards Jhujjur, the Nawab of which place suiTcndered himself. 0])po- 
sition was expected at Jhujjur ; but the (^ntonments wore ibuud evacuated : twenty-one 
guns and mnoh aaSinunirion taken. 'I'Ue Cashmere troops were to occupy Jhujjur. It 
appears that the King’s life has been guaranteed. It does not appear under what circum- 
stances ; but inrpjirics have been made. The King will be sent down to the fort of 
Allaliabad as soon as the road is freely opened. Everything has been prepared for the 
destruction of the fortifications ; but the commencement of the work has been suspended 
pending furtlier .orders, Sjr J. Lawrence befng opposed to their entire destruction, which 
would involve an immense outlay, while some sort of wall round the place would be useful 
. hereafter for police purposes. ^

* Futtehpore. — A battle was fought between this and Cawnpore on the 1st November, 
near the village of Kudgwa, between the Dinapore mutineers and a detachment of .'iOO 
men, and two 9-poundcrgiins, under Colonel Powell, Her Majesty’s 53rd Foot. The enemy 
had three guns, were in a stron*' position, and had a numerous force. Their position was 
carried, two guns captuml, and their camp destroyed. Colonel Powell was killed. In 
consequence of our force being done up % forced marches it was unable to pursue the 
enemy; but went into Cawnpore the following day with the wounded. The Banda 
mutineei's apj)eur to have left the Futtehpore district.

Gwalior. — The 1 st Division of the Gwalior force, three regiments and three batteries, 
marched on the 1.5th, and the remainder, three more re^ments, a battery, tud the siege- 
train, on the. IGtb. The Infantry of the 5th and 6th companies of the 6th Regiment had 
remained witli the Maliarajah, the rebels forming two new regiments in their place. The 
relrels had utterly destroyed the cantonment and lines, and had marched towards Calpee 
and Cawn])ore. Scindia is reportxid to have been ovefjoyed at the victory gained at Agra 
on flic iOth of Oetoher (reported in last narmtivc). Scindia was unable to detain the 
rebels another day at Gwalior, though, by management, he had been enabled to keep them 
there a. month after they threatened to attack Agra.

fmeknow , — A report from Brigadier-General Havelock, dated Lucknow Residency, 
30tb of September, detailing liis operations from the date of crossing the Ganges to the 
reUef of the garrison on the 25th of September, accompanies this narrative. Events sub- • 
sequent to the 35tU ?^iil b j reported by Sir J. Outram, who took command on the junction 
of the relieving force with the garrison. ' 
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Sir J. Ontram reports on the 21st of October that his provisions, on s vbiijyf 'redluced 
scaie^ would last till the 20th of NoV'ember ; but no bullocks would lie kept t0 tnovCthe 
guns. ' • 

Major McIntyre reports on the 30th of October from Alumbagh that all was well 
there, but communication with Sir J. Outram was very uncertain and at ‘ long interval. 
Reinforcements hod reached the Alumbagh, and large supplies of provisions also ; and 
more were being dispatched from Cawnpore.

Mirzapore. — All quiet. A body of lobclsand mutineers, called 4,000 men, with 100 
horse and 16 elephants, was at Robertsgunge on 5th of November, marching Westward on 
the road, followed by the Dinapore men ; supposed to be the 32nd mutineers. ,

Nagode. — Bageergooguv has risen. The Ilian iiadar and other Government servants 
have been killed. The Jubbulpore road is closed ; and it is feared that Myhcre will follow. 
Nagpore. — All quiet. 

Neemuck.—An attack was made from Nccmuch on the 25th of October to dislodge a 
body of Mundisore mutineers from JowTub. Our force succeeded in driving them into the 
fort. The place was evacuated the next day, and is now occupied by us. Our loss was 
not heavy. 

.Nusseerabad. — No news. 

Oude. — Sec under the head of Lucknow. No news from the (province generally. 
The rebels appear to he concentrated at Lucknow. ^ 

Patna. — ^All quiet. 

Peshawur. — ^Nothing new. 

Rajpootana.— The Karatonutroops* treacherously murdered Major Burton and twro 
'sons on the 1.5th of October. Their object and movement not yet known. .Fyepore 
somewhat unsettled. Jodliporc mutineers moved to near Samghai Lake, suj>posed to 
meditate a flight to Rohilcuud or to join other disaffected Rajpootana troops. 

Rancegunge. — At ^ this station, the termination of the railroad,* a depdt has bcett' 
formed, for the purpose of finding means for supplying soldiers with all necessaries for 
proceeding up the country. It is from this station that they commence their jourimy, 
either by dhk carnage, bnlloek-train, or by land. The hejid-ijuartcrs and .'lix companies of 
the 32nd Native Infantry arrived here on ilie 22nd October, and (piictly gave up tlieir 
arms. The men have since been brought down to Barrackpore. 

Rewah. — ^I’lie ])resence of the Mndius column at llie Chultra Pass has had .^uch an 
effect that Rewah is now quite quiet. Captain Osborne had gone into the camp, and hud 
again returned to Rewah. The column had returned to Mir/.apore, and proceeded towards 
Cawnpore. The Rajah had expressed his regret for what had hap])cuet1 ; the SirdiU'S had 
given up their jirisoners, and thrown themselves -on the mci'cy of the Government. 
Osborne had pardoned them, <lisarmcd the prisoners, and ordt'rcd them off. All this was 
brought about by the presence of the column at the Pass. 
kavgor. — ^Nothing new. 

Sehoro. — ^No news. 

Trunk Road. — The arrangements made for 1 he transport ot“ troops and their comfort 
remain very satisfactory. The Coninumdcr-in-chicf was interrupted on the 30th on his 
way up, between Jehanabad and Mohumma, by a body of mutineers w’ho w'crc cvos.sing the 
road. His Excellency returned to Jehanabad, but proceeded on fii'ain tlu; same evening.

Brigadier-General Havelock to the Chief of the Staff. 

(Telegraphic.) Lucknow Residency, Sepiemher 30, 1857. 

MAJOR-GENERAL SIR JAMES OUTllAM having, with characteristic generosity 
of feeling, declared that the command of the force should rcm’ain in my hands, and that 
he would accompany it as Civil Commissiont:r onjy, until a junction could be effected 
with the gallant and enduring garrison of this place, I have to request that you will inform 
his Excellency the Commandcr-in-chief fl)at this purpose was effected on the evening of 
the 25th instant ; hut I must fii-st refer to antecedent events. I crossed the Sye on the 
22nd instant, the bridge at Bunnee not having been broken. On the 23rd I found myself 
in the presence of the enemy, who had taken a strong position, his left posted in tlic 
inclosure of the Alumbagh, and his centre and right on low heights. 

The head of my column at first suffered from the fire of his guns, as it was compelled 
to pass along the Trunk Road between morasses ; but as soon as my regiment could be 
deployed along his front, and his right enveloped by rny left, victory decided for us, and 
we captured five guns. Sir J. Outram, with lus accustomed gallantry, pressed our advance 
close down to the canal; but as the enenjy fired with his Artillci-y and with guns from the 
city, it was not possible to maintain this, or a less advanced position, for a time, but it 
became neccs.sary to throw our right in the Alumbagh, and retire our left ; and even we 
Were incessantly cannonaded throughout the twenty -four hours; and the Cavalry, 1,500 
strong, swcjpt round through lofty cultivation, and the sudden interruption [sic] upon our 
baggage massed in our rear. 

The soldiers of the 90th Regiment, forming ‘baggage-guard, received the charge with 
gallantry, and lost some brave” officers and men; shooting down, however, 25 of the 
troopers, and putting the wljole body to flight. They were finally driven off by two guns 
of Captain Olphcrfs’ battery. 

• The troops hdifl been marching three days, niidcr a perfect deluge of rain ; iiTCgularly 
fed, and badly housed in villages. It was thought noecssaiy to pitch tents, and permit 
them to halt on the 24th. The assault on the dtv'^was deferred until the 25tb. On that 

C 
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TOOifmng owr.bagga^je and tents were deposited in the Atumbagh, un^r an escprt^ we 
advanced. ’ The first brigade, under Sir J. Outram’s personal leadijig, drove the ^perny 
firom a succession of gardens and walled inclosures, snpporte<l by the two brigades which I 
accompanied. Both brigades were established on the canal at the bridge of the Charbagh. 
From this point, the direct road to the Residency is a little less than fcwo.tnileiB, but it is 
known to^have been cut by trenches, and crossed bj* palisades at short intervals, the houses, 
also, being all loop-holed.' Progress in this direction was opposed ; so the united column 
pushed and deployed along the narrow road which skirts the left bank of the canal. Its 
advance was not seriously interrupted until it came opposite the King’s Palace orKissurah- 
bagh, where two guns and a body of inerceniuy troops were entrenched. From this 
entrenchment a fire of grape and musketry was poured, under which nothing could live,; 
the artillcity^ and troops had to ])abh a bridge partially under its influence, but were then 
shrouded djy the buildings adjacent to the Palace of Fhnrct'd Buksh. 

Darkne.ss was coming on, and it was proposed to halt within the Court of this mchal for 
the night ; but I esteemed it to be of sucli importance not to leave this beleaguered garrison, 
knowing that succour was at hand, that I ordered the uuiiu body of the 78th Highlanders 
add the rc^inent of Ferozepore to advance. 

This column rushed on with a desperate [.ric] by Sir J. Outram and myself. 

Lieutenants Hudson and Hargood, of my stafl'; and overcoming every obstacle, established 
itself within tlie inclosurc of Bie Residency. ‘ 

The garrison may be more easily conceived than descrilred ; but it was not 

until the next evening that the whole of my troops, guns, tumlirils, and sick and wounded, 
continually exposed to the attack of llio enemv, could be brouglit, step by step, within 
this inclosure, and the adjacent Palaei.- ot’FImreed Buksli. 

To form a notion of the ob,stacles overcome, a reference must be made to the events 
that are known to have occurred at Buenos Ayres and Suragossu. Our advance was 
■through strcdls of tiat-ioofcd and loop-holed houses, each ft/nmng a separate lortrcss. I 
am filled with surprise at the success of ojx'mtions whieli demanded the efforts of 10,000 
good troops ; the a{lYantri.u;e has cost us dearly. 

The killed, wounded, and missing — the latter being wounded soldiers, who, I regret 
to say, have fiUlen into the hands ot a merciless foe — amount to d()4 officers and men. 

Brigadier-Genciiil Neill, commanding 1st Brigade ; Major — commanding Artillery ; 

Lieutenant-Colonel Bazeley, a volunteer with the force, arc killed, (’olomd Campbell, 
commanding OOtli Infantry; IJcutcnant- Colonel Tytler, my Deputy Assistant Quarter- 
master-General; and Licuteu'djit Havelock, my Deputy Assistant Adjutant-General; arc 
severely, but not dangerously, wounded. 

Sir James Outram received a ilvsh-wound in lire arm in tlie early part of the action, 
nea» Chai'bagh, but nothing would subdue his spirit ; and, though faint Irom loss of blood, 
he continued, to the end of the operation, to sd on his horse, wiiich he only diamounted at 
the gate of the Residene/. As he has now assumed the command, I leave to him the 
narration of all events subse<]ucn(. to the 25th instant.

I HAVE the honor to report, for the 'information of " Major-General Gowan, C.B., 
commanding the forces in the Opjter Provinces, and for submission to Government, that, 
learning lliat a large force of rebels had moved out from the city in the direction of 
Nujiifghur, for the [)urposc of atlacking us iu the rear, catting off our supplies, and 
capturing the siege-train, now rn route from Fero/.epore, 1 detached a column udder 
Brigadier-General Nicholson, on the morning of the 25th instant, to intercept them. 

1 inclose herewith the Brigadier- General's rcjwrt of his operations, with plans of the 
route pursued by the eolumii, and of tho action of Nujufghur, with returns of tho killed 
and wounded, and ammunition expended, as well as of the ca[)tnn’.d ordnance and ammu- 
nition. I also inclose coj)y of a field force oidcr I Ijavc issued on the occasion. 

To Brig idicr-( jcneral Nicholson’s judgment, energy, and determination, 1 attribute' 
mainly the glorious result of the expedition; and, next, to the ' steadineas and gallantry 
in action, and the cheerfulness, under great privation and fatigue, exhibited by the officers* 
and men placed under his Government. 

Tlu'v all m<»st richly deserve my highest praise, and, in forwardjng this report for 
submission to Government, I beg that Major-General Gowan will bring to the favorable 
notice of Government the name of Brigadier-General J. Nicholson, as well as all those 
officers mentioned in his report, as those to whom he was most indebted for their sCrvica 
on this occasion.

Field Force Orders by Major-General Wilson. 

Head-Quarters, Camp, Delhi, August ZO, 1857, 

• MAJOR-GEIfEBAL WILSON, commanding the force, l)q?8 to offer his most hearty 
thanks and congratulations to Brigadier-General Nicholson, and the force which moved 
from camp unddr^iis command on the morning of th6 25th instant, on the very successful 
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iestto cf the opetatiotis they if ere engaged la. This. force made a march of eighteen miles 
over a,counfiy intersected with swamps,® at the end of which they fought an action with 
the (ujerny variously estimaled af 4,000 to 0,000 men, gained a complete victory, capturing 
all the enemy’s guns (thirteen in number), And, owing to the diffieulty in getting the 
ba^^e and provisions, had^to bivouac on the ground without food or covering ot apy 
kiim. The next day the troops marched back, arriving in camp tUe same evening; 

2. The Mfyop4joneral considers he is indebted for the glorions result ef these opera- 
tions to the judgment and energy displayed by Brigadier-General Nicholson, the steadi- 
ness and gallantry of the troops in action, and the dieerfulncss with which they bore the 
fatigue aiid hardships they were called uyKin to undergo. 

3. The Major-General has much pleasure in publishing the following extract front 
Brigadicr-Genewd Nicholson’s report, and in assuring all therein-mentioned that he will 
bring, them to favorable notice in his report to the Commander of the Forces in the 
Upper Provinces, for submission to Govemincnt.

Brigadier-Getieral Nicholson to the Deputy Assistant Adjutant-Qeneral, Delhi Field Force. 

Sir, Camp 4th Infantry Brigade, before Delhi, August 28, 1857. 

I HAVB the honor to report, for the information of Major-General Wilsop, com- 
manding* before Delhi, that agreeably to his ordeiw, I marched from this at daybreak on 
the 25th, with the troops noted in the margin,* to intercept a force of the enemy, said to 
he moving fram Delhi towards Bahadoorghur, with the intention of attacking us in rear. 

On my anival at the village of Nanglooc, about nine miles from this (and to reach 
which I had to cross two difficult swamps), I learned that the enemy had been at Talirm 
the previous day, and would probably reach Nujufghur in the course of the afternoon ; I, 
therefore, decided on leaving the Bahadoorghur road, and, if posssible, coming up with and 
routing the enemy at Nujufghur before niglft-fall. 

I crossed a tolerably deep and broad ford over a branch of the Nujufghur Jheel, near 
the village of Bassrowlu, at about 4 p.m., and found the enemy in position on my left and 
front, extending from the bridge over the Nujufghur canal to the town of Nujufghur itself, 
a distance of a mile and tliree-quartei’.s or two miles. Their strongest point was an ohl 
serai on their left centre, in which they bail four guns ; nine more guns were between 
this and the bridge. 

‘ It was 5 o’clock before the troops were across the ford and parallel with the position ; 
as the enemy was so far advanced, and 1 had no guides, I laboured under the disadvantage 
of being compelled to make a very hasty reconnaissance. 

The plan which I determined on was, to force the left centre (which, as I have said, 
was the strongest part of the position), and then clianging front to the left, to sweep doAvn 
their line of guns towards the bridge. , 

I accordingly formed up Her Maiesty’s hist Regiment, the 1st Fusiliers,. and the 
2nd Punjaub Infantry (with the exception of 100 men of each corps, whom I had had told 
X)ff on the march, as a rearguard and reserve), with four guns on tlie right and ten on the 
left flank, supported by the squadron 9th Ijunccrs and Guide Cavalry ; and, after the 
Artillery had fired in a few rounds, I advanced, and charged with the Infantiy. 

The enemy was driven out witli scaic'ely any numc. ieal loss to us (though Her Majesty’s 
61st hod a most gallant and promising olMcer, Lieutenant Gubbett, mortally wounded) ; 
and t then changed front to the left, and sc turned the position in which their guns were. 
'Ilie enemy made little resistance as wc advanced, and were soon in full retreat across the 
bridge, with our guns playing upon them ; thirteen of their field-pieces having fallen into 
our nands. 

At the same time that I attacked the sdrai, 1 directed lieutenant Lumsden, Officiating 
Commandant of Major Coke’s corps, the 1st Punjaub Infantry, to advance and clear the 
town of Nujufghur, on our right. This service was well performed by Lieutenant Lumsden, 
who, after passing through the town, brought his right shoulders forward and followed m 
rear of the main line. * 

The enemy’s gnns were now^ all in our possession! and I supposed the conflict at an

end, wheal it w&s reported to sie that a few men had concealed themaelves in the little 
village of Nuglee, which was at this time a few hundred yards in rear of our line. I imniie- ' 
diately sent orders to Lieutenant Lumsden, who was then nearly abreast of the village, to 
drive them out ; but^ though few in number, they had remained so long that our troops 
were on all sides of them, and ^eing no line of retreat open, they foug^ht with extreme ' 
desperatimi. 

Lieutenant Lumsden was, I regret to say, killed, with eleven of his men; twenty six 
more were wounded, and I was obliged to send back the Cist Raiment to reinforce the ' 
Ist Punjaub Infantry; this corps also suffered* the loss of another gallant officer, 
Lieutenant Elkington, dangerously wounded, and five men killed, and several more were 
wounded before the village was in our posssession. 

The enemy’s Cavalry, apparently not less than 1,000 strong, more than once made a 
show of charging during the action, but were on each occasion driven batik by the fire of 
our artillery. Our own Cavalry 1 regretted much my inability to employ against tliem, 
but I had been obliged to leave the Squadron 2nd Punjaub Cavalry, under Lieutenant 
Nicholson, and 120 of the Mooltanees, to look after the baggage ; and I had, of Lancers, 
Guides, and Mooltanees, not more than 300 left to escort the guns and form a reserve. 

I passed the night at the bridge with the 1st Fusiliers and 2nd Punjaub Infantry, . 
and a detachment of Artillery and Lancers. I had the bridge mined and blown 
up by the Sappers, and all the waggons and tumbrils which 1 had not the means of 
bringing away were also blowm up by Major Tombs ; shortly after daybreak, 1 started on 
my return to camp, and fearing lest more rain should render the ground (already suffi- 
ciently difficult) quite impracticable, I brought the column in the same evening. 

it only now remains for me to fulfil the pleasing duty of expressing my extreme satis- 
faction with the conduct of the troops in these operations. No soldiei’s over advanced to 
the attack of a position with greater gjillantry and, steadiness than Her Majesty’s (ilst 
Regiment, the 1st Fusiliers, and the 2nd Punjaub Infantiy, No Infantry was ever more 
ably assisted by Artillery. Major Coke’s Regiment,- under its gallant and lamented \ 
Officiating Commandant, Lieutenant Lumsden, sustained its high reputation. 

The troo})s are likewise entitled to giTat credit for tlic cheerfulness with which they 
bore the hardships they were exposed to ; they marched at daybreak, mid had to cross two 
difficult swamps before their arrival at Nanplooc, and as it would not have been prudent to 
take the baggage across the ford at Baprowla, they were obliged, after fourteen hours’ 
marching aiid fighting, to bivouac on the field without food or covering of any kind. 

The officers to whom I am most indebted for their services on this occasion, and ‘ 
whom I would beg to bring prominently to the favoumble notice of the Major-General, are 
Major Tombs, commanding the Artillery' (this officer’s merits are so well known to tlie 
Major-General that it is unnecessary for me to dwell upon them). Major Jacob, command- 
ing Ist Fusiliers, Captain Green, commanding 2nd Piinjtmb Infantry', and Captains 
Remmington and Blunt, and Lieutenants Wilson and Sankey of the Artillery. I also- 
received cveiy assistance from my Staff and orderly officers, Captain Blane, Her Majesty's 
52nd, my firigade-Major ; Captain Shutc, Deputy Assistant Quartenna8tel‘-General ; 
Captain Trench, 35th Native Infantry, and Lieutenant Dixon, late 9th Light Cavalry, 
my orderly officers; and Lieutenant R. C. Low, on the Stuff' of the Major-General 
Commanding; 

Lieutenant Sarell, Her Majesty’s 9th Lancers, to whom 1 entrusted the comm'and of 
the Cavalry, with the guns during the action, and of the rear-guard on the,26th, performed 
these 4uties very much to my satisfaction. The same remarks apply to Captain Gordon, 
Her Majesty’s 61st, trlio commanded the reserve during the action and night of the 25tb. 

Sir Theophilus Metcalfe was good enough to accompany and give me the bencfil of 
his local knowledge ; he' was also present and very forward in the attack on the serai. 

Lieutenant Gefieste* of the Engineers, deserves credit for the very complete and 
successful manner in which he blew up the bridge. 

I inclose a return of captured guns and ordnance stores, a casualty roll, and a sketch 
of the ground prepared by Captain Shute, of the Quartermaster-General’s Department.'

Telegraphic.) ^ Agra, October 17, 1857. 

SCINDIA writes that, on the 15th of October, three of the rebel regiments and 
three batteries marched, and that next day three regiments, a battery, and the sicgc-tr^in, 
would follow them on the road towards Salom, Calpec, and Cawnpore ; but where they 
would actually go, no one knows. Tlie rebels bad formed two new regiments instead of 
the 5th and Cth Contingents Infantry of the former, and six Companies of the latter ar-j 
with Scindia; they had utterly destroyed the cantonment and lines. Scindia was 
overjoyed at our victory here on the 10th. 

The Nena Sahib, who is believed, at Cawnpore, to be moving towards Gwalior, 
probably intends to join this rebel force.

Sir, Agra Fort, October 19, 1857. 

I AM directed by the Chief Commissioner to forward, for submission to the 
Governor-General in Council, the accompanying reports and returns received from 
Lieutenant-Colonel Cotton, commanding at Agra, and Lieutenant-Colonel Greathed, 
cotnmanding the moveable column detached fronf '•he force before Delhi, describing the’ 
action of the 10th instant, in whidi a large force of the mutineers wais ^raplctely ; . 
routed, with loss of all their guns and camp, and the plunder which they bad previously 
accumulated. . 

2. These reports are so full and clear that little is left to be added On the of; 
the Chief Commissioner, beyond a brief recapitulation of the cveifts which , preceded 



attack upon the cantonments, and an 'acknowledgment of the services of those c^fiicers 
and troo to whom, under Providence, this success is to be attributed. 

3. The d^y coinniunications which have been made from the’ Intelligence Bepart- 
ment.will have' informed his i-ordship of the movements? of the Mhqw routineers, who 
remained, apparently, undecided na to their subseciuent course, at Bholepore, until they 
were reinforced by the. Nccmuch Brigashs when an attack upon Agra seems to have been 
finaUy- determined upon. 

4. For seveml days there was a report that an onward move would be made on the 
following day, but no actual change took place until the 6th, when the force broke ground, 
and intimation of this was received and communicated to the military authorities the 
same day. 

5. Colonel Grcatlied, wi(h his column, had by this date arrived at Ackrabad, one 
march from Allyghur, on the Tiamlc Road, in the direction of Cawnjsore, and an express 
was immediately dispsitcJied, requesting him to advance towards Agra, unless he had good 
grounds for believing that ho could come up with the fugitive brigade of mutineers, which 
was pressing towards the eastward. 

6. The information of subsequent clays proved the necessity for obtaining reinfo|oe- 
ments for the {)rotcction of Agra, and Colonel Grcathed was therefore directed, on the 7th, 
and by a suhsicquent more urgent letter on the 8tli, to hasten towards this place, and in 
case of any delay in advancing the main column, to push forward, at all events, 500 
Cavalry, and a troop of Horse ArtillcTy. 

7- On the morning of the 9th, a videtic of Militia Cavalry which had been sent out 
to reconnoitre, was driven in by tlu > nemy’s Horse, and pursued to within two <u* three 
miles of ''.antonmeuts. This occnrjcnce proving the close proximity of the enemy, was 
coinntunicaled to Colonel Greatlioc] jit cmec, and it was deemed of sullicient importance to 
render it advisable to forward the letter by an ollieer. 'J'his service was performed by 
(Captain Patton, of the ‘Ird I'juropetin Regiment, Fort Adjutant of Agra, and the Chief 
Commissioner clesircs to acknowledge his obligation to this willing and energetic officer for 
the jirbmptitude with which the dispatch was eoineyed to Colonel Greathed’s camp. 

8. The subsequent events ami their result, are detailed in the reports. The Chief 
Commissioner would only observe that to t'olouel Cotton’s liigh personal qualifications, 
both as a soldier and eoiimiander, we ow( 1 he oumploUmess of tliis success. Led by him, 
the tired troops were inspirited to eoulimio the pursuit of the fiying enemy, until the 
capture of all his gull's, camp, and plunder, deprived him of the means of furthtT aggression, 
and rendered the dissolution of his army inovituhle. 

9. lieutenaut-Colonel Grcathed, coininunding the moveable column, brought his 

men into action with a rapidity uid precision that entitle him to the liighest praise, and 
when it is remembered that Uu* (.oJumu had only just come ofi' a long and harassing forced 
march, the bteadiness of the men mid covilness of the officers entitle all to the warmest 
commendation. , 

10. It gives the Chief Commissioner much jdeasurc to bring specially to the notice of 
his Lordship the services on this occasion of: — Major Ouvty, eoimnanding the Cavalry 
Major Tuiiier, eoimnanding the Artillery; ('aptuiiis Remington and. Blunt, of the 
Artiller) ; ('aptaiii Bourehier, coinmamliug .Light Field Battery; Lieutenant Pearson, 
cotiimmlding No. 21 iJglit Field Hatleiy ; Cajitaia Anson, commanding Her Majesty’s 
9tli Lancers ; Captain Watson, eo.iiinaiiding 1st Punjaub Cavalry; Lieutenant Probyn, 
commanding 2nd Punjaub Cavalry ; Lieutenant Yoiingliusbmul, commanding 5th Punjaub 
C'uvalry; Captain Hinde, eouunanding Her Majesty’s Htli Regiment; Cajitaia Gordon, Her 
Majesty’s Zatb Regiment; Captain Green, commaiditig 2 ikI Punjaub Infantry ; Captain 
Paul, commanding dth Punjviub Infantry; Lientciiant Gough,’ commanding Hodson’s

11. The trifling loss of our troops in killed would have been a subject of more sincere 
congratulation had not the Jist included the name of Captain French, of the 9th Lancers. 
This valuable officer fell mortally wounded in a moist spirited and decisive charge in which 
his regiment, led by Captain Anson, broke and dispersed the enemy's Cavalry. 
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12. Lieutenant Jones was at the same time scVercly wounded j but he is, T trust, now 

in a ftdr way of recovery. , 

13. Subsequent information ■ shows the enemy’s force, scattered and (Iis]»hited, ' are 
endeavoring, in small disorganised parties to reach tlio vicinity of their homes, which are 
chiefly in the Oude provinces.

Stf, Fort, Agra, October 13, 1857. 

I HAVE the honor to forward, for the information of the Chief Commissioner, and 
transmission to Government, the following account of the action which took place at this 
station, on the 10th instant, with the mutinous troops from Mhow^ (23rd Native Infantry, 
and 1st Light Cavalry), increased by part of the fugitive? forces from Delhi, and malcontents 
from Dholepore and the neighbourhood, and which resulted in the most complete rout of 
the enemy, with the loss of all . heir guns, camp equipage, baggage, and plunder. 

The Chief Commissioner aware of Ihc very impcrlcct information \vc have from 
time to time received of the movements of this body, iind that it was not until about 10 
o’clock on Saturday morning, when 1 was aiTauging with him for moving out the troops to 
the Kharee river, thafintelligence was brought in that .'i, sudden atta(?k had been madt* on 
the camp of the moveable column under tlic commaiul of Lieutenant -Colonel Greathcd, 
which had arrived that moniing. ' 

I lost no time in repairing to the caiflp, when I took command, and found that the 
enemy, who wem now completely hidden by the high standing crop.s, had opened a heavy 
fire from a strong battery in the centre, supported by several guns on each flank, and weiu 
sweeping our position with a powerful cross-fire. 

Our troops had been drawn up by Colonel Greathcd in a most judicious manner ; a 
fiank attack made by a largo body of Cavalry, under cover of the Khelatee Ghil/.ie lines, 
had been effectually repulsed, with great loss to them, by a brilliant charge of the picket of 
Her Majesty’s 9th Ijanccrs, led by Captain French and I.ieutenaul Jones. 

Their attack was then soon overpowered, and tarne,d into a complete rout, notwiCh- 
‘slanding several ineffectual attempts to make a stand; our gun.s following them up steadily, 
and the Cavalry^ cutting up all within their reach on both sides of the ro;ul. The pursuit 
W'as continued during the rest of the day, for a distance of eleven miles, until the enemy 
had been driven across ^hc Kharee, ami thoroughly dispei'sed with the loss of all their 
guns, twelve in number, camp equipage, baggdge, and plunder. 

Considering that the attack was made botbre the camp was pitched, and after the 
troops (with the exception of the 3vd Eurojiean Regiment, and Licmtcnant Pearson’s 
battery) had performed a long and harassing ibreed march, and been under arms for fully 
twentjr-six hours, too much praise cannot be bestowed in this brilliant affair; but 
especially is praise due to the detachment ol' Her Majesty’s Otli Lancers, whose charge 
I nave noticed above, and who, in addition to several of their men disabled, and to 
Lieutenant Jones, who was very severely wounded, had the misfortune to lose their com- 
manding officer, Captain French, whoso xxntimely death is a great loss to the service. 

In connection with tliis action, it is my desire to bring prominently to the notice of 
the Government, and the Chief Commis.sioncr, Major Ouvry, commanding the Cavalrj'', 
Major Turner, commanding the Artillery, and Captains Remington and Bln^, of that 
branch also, Captain Bourchier, commanding Light Field Battery, and Lieutenant 
Pearson", commanding No. 21 Light b’ield Battery, Captain Anson, commanding Her 
Majesty’s 9ih Lancers, Captain Watson, 1st Punjaub Cavalry, Lieutenant Probyn, 2nd 
Punjaub Cavalry, Lieutenant Younghusband, 5th T’unjaub Cavajiy, Captain Green, 2nd 
Punjapb Infantry, Captain Paul, 4th Infantry, Lieutenant Gough, eommamiing Hudson’s 
Horse, and Lieutenant Ijang, of the Engineers, Colonel Riddell, of the 3rd European Regi- 
ment,' lieutenant Vere, and all under their eonuuand. To Captain Norman, Assistant 
‘Adjutant-General of the Arm^ffCapbiin Wilson, Deputy Judge Advocate-General, Captain 
Anson, orderly officer to Colbnel Greathed, Captain Banuatyrie, Brigade-Major of the 
moveable column. Majors McLeod and Montgomery, Brigjide-Major, Captains Patton and

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Bawlins, my personal staff, M^jor Eld and Captain Roberts, Deputy Assistant Quarter- 
mastor-General, moveabla column, I feel indebted for,^heir services in the Held. To 
Colonel Greathed, commanding the moveable column, who apparently was not aware of my 
being on the field until I had ordered the advance, my thanks are due for the assistance 
rendered in the pursuit. 

, I beg to append a return of killed and wounded, and a list of the ordnance taken, 
amongst which will be observed several pieces of large calibre.

lAeutenant- Colonel Oreathed, commanding Moveable Column, to the Deputy Assistant 

Adjutant-General, f^eld Force, Delhi. 

Sir, Camp, Agra, October 13, 1857. 

IN recapitulation of my hasty letter of the llth instant I have the honor to acquaint 
you, for the information of the Major-General oommancling tluj Field Force, Delhi, that, 
after a march of forty-four miles in twenty-eight hours, the moveable column under my 
command encamjied on the parade-ground at this station at 8 a.m., on the lOth instant. At 
half-past 10 o’clock four guns were heard by us on our right flank, and the assembly was 
sounded. I galloped on the front, and found the Artillery already in action, and the 9th 
Lancers in their saddles, formed up m squadrons. The enemy had attacked our front and 
right flank with his artillery, which i-aked the camp. On seeing this, I moved with Her 
Majesty’s 8th (the King’s Itcgiment) and the 4th Puujaub Infantry (taking with me on the 
way the three squadrons of the l.st, 2nd, and 5th Punjaub Cavalry) to the right, with the 
view of out-flanking and capturing the guns on that flank. I must not oniit to mention 
that when I reached the front, three minutes after this surprise, I found the whole* of the 
troops, without exception, drawn up on their resjiective alarm-posts, -as if for parade. I 
extended the Infantry along the road leading from the parade-ground to the Infantry 
barracks, in skirmishing order, with support!!, with order.! to advance to their front and 
clear the compounds of the enemy’s Infantry. Taking with me the Punjaub Cavali;y, 1 
then proceeded to the European barracks, and pointed out to Lieutenant Watson the open 
ground upon which I conceived he might work with eflect ; bow admirably he did so will 
& seen in his own report By this time the Agra 9-pounder battery came up, and I 
advanced it in support of the. right flank of the Infantry, on the road leading from the 
Artillery parade-ground, and the inclosures were speedily cleared. In. doing this, the 4th 
Punjaub Infantry distinguished itself, as it did throughout the day. The advance of 'the 
infantry aud battery enabled Lieutenant Watson to make the charge and capture the guns 
and standards, and after that the enemy did not make any stand, although they continued 
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to fire round shots as they rOtrcated. 1 continued tbe pursuit to a village three mil^ on the 
Gwalior road, and halted, to enable the left to come up. Here we were joined by the 3rd Euro- 
pean Regiment, who took their place in the line, detaching two companies to support the 
Pui^iaub Infantry engaged in driving out the enemy, who still ht^ng on our flanks in the 
jungle and topes on our right. 

Colonel Cotton, commanding the Agra gairison, then assumed command, and the 
pursuit was continued to the KhaiTce Nuddee, with Artillery arid Cavalry ; the Infantry 
finally halting at a village five miles on the Gwalior Road, where the enemy's camp had 
been pitched. The rout was now complete, and the whole face of the country covered 
with fugitives. The enemy fled across the Kharree Nuddee under the effective fire of 
grape and round shot from our Artiller}'. 

The accompanying Return from Major Turner will show that twelve guns were cap- 
tured, and the enemy lost the whole of his tents, baggage, and ammunition. I have reason 
to believe that scarcely a cart was taken across the river, and, most certainly, not. one gun. 

The conduct of the troops engaged during the wholesaffair was beyond any praise- of 
mine ; but it is my duty to bring to the special notice of the Major-General commanding 
their admirable steadiness at the outset of the action : wlicn, taken completely by surprise, 
and when a great-part of tlie troops were scarcely on the ground, thp quickness with which 
the Artillery came into action under a destructive fire, and its subsequent services, was 
worthy of their reputation! 

The Cavalry showed throughout the clay that they were led by officers who combined 
steadiness and an eye for ground, with the greatest gallantry. 

The Infantry drove the enemy flying from the inclosures, and pm-sued them for several 
miles with the most persevering resolution ; and the conduct of the Punjaub Infantry regi- 
ments, which had had no assistance from carriage during the march, deserves the most 
favorable notice. The Sappers and Miners were also most steady and forward in the 
])ursuit ; 1 refer you for detiiils of the operations on the left to Major Ouvry, as I was not 
able to leave the right till the enemy was in full flight. 

The Cavalry and Artillery marched over, at least, sixty-four miles, and the Infantry 
fifty-four miles of road in less.tlian thirty-six hours, besides moving through fields during 
action ; Captain Bourehier’s 9-pounder battery had marched in during the night firom 
Hattrass, thirty miles without a halt. . 

I beg to bring prominently to the favoniblc notice of the Major-General commanding, 
the gallantry and unwearied exertions of the whole of the troops engaged.* The Artillery, 
under Major Turner, was led in a manner wliich caused general admiration, Major Ouvry, 
as usual, did the most efficient service with his Cavalry. The 9th Lancers distinguished 
themselves under Captain AJtson during the whole day, and most particularly on a gallant 
charge on a large body of the enemy’s sowars, in which they rescued a gun which had 
been temporarily disabled. The conduct of Lieutenant Watson, seconded by Lieutenant 
Gough, Lieutenant Probyn, and Lieutenant Youugbusband, is entitled to the warmest praise: 
these officers appear to have all the qualities which distinguish the Cavalry officer. 

‘ I am happy to say tliip,t Lieutenant Younghusband’s injurie.?, though severe, will not 
detain him long from his duty. Captain Ilinde particularly ffistinguished himself in command 
of the 8th {the King’s Regiment) in the capture of an 1 8 -pounder at a village, and the 
dispersion of the mutineers who attempted to resist him. I have also to bring to the notice 
of the Major-General, the services of Captain Gordon, connnandiug Her Majesty’s 7.5th 
Regiment ; Captain Green, conunanding 2ad Punjaub Infantry ; Captain Paul, commanding

Thinking, under the circumstances, not a man of Ihe^ Sikhs can be spared at 
present ^rorn the ]irotection of^hc sick, woundcil, trca.sure, magazine, &c., Captain Dalton 
already requested to send a company of Madras troops from Chota Naf^iorc to reinforce 
us, but cannot do so. The state of llic district, cast and south-east, i*et]uii*e8 more troops 
than wc have alreudjr ; not a man to spart). If Government concentrates 200 
European troops at Burhee by bullock-train, should licad-quarters of the 32nd come 
within reach, these troops, aided by all the Sikhs we can collect, will attack and destroy 
the main party of the mutineers. If Sikhs be removed fj’om this distrli-t, much danger to 
sick, wounded, treasure, &c., and renewed disturbances will arise.

1 sU-ongly recommend the 
formation of a Madras brigade under the ofl&r destined tor it, as 1 understand Colonel 
Carthew, or some other good officer, as I fiavc it in. confidence, from a reliable soiuree, 
that tlie 17tli is very unsatisfactorily commanded. I have hoard nothing on this point 
as to the 27th, but a known able chief is very necessary. 1 have* just received an express 
from Captain Osborne dated yesterday, at 1 1 a.ji. ; he says, he continues still to hold bis 
own, but cannot attack the rebels, who have started the religion cry. He is very earnest 
for the wing immediately, which, he thinks, would keep things quiet in Rewah and 
Bundelcund, till a strong column is ready. 1 see less immediate hope of Europeans, even 
200, for Rewah, for there arc signs of aggressioii in course from Oude, which may make 
it inqiossiblc to hold in two outpost districts without some Europeans having a good 
soldier at their head. A good chief in connection with the Gooiklias might have done it, 
but as it is, Europeans and a new commandant seem likely to be indispensable.

■ UNDERSTANDING that there are about fifty men, including two officers, pf the 
B^mghur Irregular Chvalry, on general leave in this neighbourhood, I liavc the hoimr to 
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request that you will submit my l econmiciulution to the Chief Commissioner, that the services 
of these men he made available, for gcueral duty, in the Agra district. They were absent 
when the Infantry portion of the Itonghur force mutinied, ,and 1 am informed that none 
of the Cavalry would join the umtiny. The scale of pay and pension should, in my 
opinion, he the same as heretofore given : should the Chief C’ommissionor sanction recruit- 
ing to the extent of 300 men; I would beg to suggest. the same rale, of pay should be 
passed to rfia^lita as is now enjoyctl' by the Irregulars, leaving pensions for the after 
consideration of Government. 

2. I would also recommend that the arrcai-s of pay, or ait advance, should be given to 
the offieci’S and men of the Ramghur Cavahy now ou leave. 

3, Captain Alexander, late 53rd Itegimcut Native Infantry, was, for some years, 
attached to the Ramghuv Irregular force: he eoinuumdod the (’avalry in tlic last Burmah 
campaign, and during the .Sonthnl iu.'jurreetiou. 1 knew liiui well in both countries, and 
I beg to be permitted to recommend him to the fiworuble notice of the Chief Commissioner, 
sbpuld the raising of a body <*f Cavalry be determined upon.

Major English to the Chiff of the Staff. 

Sir, . Camp, Chuilnr, Or.foher 3, 1857. 

MY message from Hazaivebangh of the 2{)lli will luve told you of iny intention to ' 
move upon Clhuttra. On the night of that day 1 . maiclicd to Sillls Chalc, sixteen inilos, 
and heard positively that the Ramghur mutineers were advancing on the former place. 
Tlie road being very intricate, and IJcutenunt Daunt voluni,ecring for the duty, I directed 
fifty Sikhs under that officer to ])recede the colunjn two or three hours on the road, and to 
send back what information could be picked up. On the 'aflernoou of the 30th I advanced 
to Tutoohur, ten miles, anti the next uiorning, the 1st, (o Dowoonets ('hak, five miles. In 
the afternoon I went on to Doorco, six miles from Chuttra, and there heard that the 
enemy were plundering that tow'ii, and yesterday at daybreak 1 moved to its succour. 
Captain Smyth, from intelligcn<;e recoiA’ed from Majdl* Snnpsoti and various natives, havings 
sketched out the accompanying plan of the town and the enemy’s ear>i]», 1 determined to 
move round the south of the town, and on ck'aring the eultivation, juish on my, .skirmishers 
to the right, and make my attack. On cleaving lh<* jail, 1 found the enemy in position on 
the 'brow of a hill To my right. I'he n'connoittaing jiniiy under Lieutenant Daunt, 
strengthened by t('n picl'ed mcji of the .5.‘>rcl, with Captain (’aiinon, the Instnietor of 
Musketry, pushed to the Ix'ad of the riee-lielils and lik d behind some rocks and underwood. 
Captain Feudall, with the skirmishers, advanced to the right, in open order, through the 
cultivation, and were soon In.t' , engaged. The iiupports follow'cd the route of Lieutenant 
Daunt’s party, who, on emerginj. i.oiii the broken ground, came; upon the enemy, and joined 
the skinnishers; the whole, on reaching the brow of the hill, most gallantly rushed on the 
two guns t.hat had been playing n|)on us ii^r soim> linn'. Lu'nteiiant Smyfhe, rpnekly 
followed by Lieutenant llelsliain, of tin; .53v(l, iiad the honor of si'izing the first guTU the 
second falling to Lu utenaut Daunt. TIu‘ men. being now (piilc blown, stopj>ed on the 
road leading to the west to re-form, upon which the nuitiiu’crs rushi'd on us in force, and 
brought their two i-cinaining guns to hear, .sending a large number to attack our right 
flank : at this momeut Captain Smyth, with the a.ssistin)ee of laivates Nichols and Me Fee, 
of the .5.3ixl, got a gun, loaded with graj)e, to hear upon the enemy. Major Simpson, with 
n reserve of Siklis, issued out of the lam* near the jail upon the flanking party', the , 
support joined, and the whole with a shout, giillanlljjfjed by Captain Fendall and all the 
other officers, I’uslied into the; enemy’s camp, silenced the third gun on its left, and, 
throwing their right shoulders forward, stormed the rcinaluing guns, which fell to Lieu- 
tenant Daunt. Tlic enemy then lost heart and fled, leaving about 40, men dead ou the 
ground. Wc took 4 guns a»id waggons complete, the regitueuiul colors and camf» 
equipage, 4G carts laden with ammunition, 10 elephants, and 20 pair of ordnance; 
bullcfV-ks. Captain Feudall, in command i>f the skirmishers, deserves the highest jwusc 
for the skill and intrepidity with which he leil the .i(lvai)c(; , he A\as ably suj)poi'ted by 
Lieutenants llelshara, Smythc, and Daunt. It was splendid to see these last rush on the 
guns. The suppoi'ts were taken Tip in gallant style; by LieTitenaiits Taylor and Clarke. 
Captain Cannon, attended by Sq^jeant Dynon, was on the left of the skirmishers the whole 
time, dealing destruction to the gunners w'ith their rifles. 

1 have derived every assistariec from M-ajor Simpson, the Commissioner; he has 
supplied me well with provisions, and his inteliigeneo is excellent ; his arrival with the 
reserve was most opportune. 

The following men of the 53rd pariieularly distinguished themselves ; Acting Serjeant- 
Major Eunis, Serjeant Dynon, Bugler Murray, and Privates Quin, Eagan, Fan-cl, Nichols, 
Me Fee, and Ashton (since dead). 

1 aTu requested also to bring to your favorable notice the coijduct of Suhadar Utter 
Sing, Sikh battalion, and Uttuin Sing: the whole body beliaved with great gallantry'. I 
wilih .to bring to your special notice the able snpjiovt and assist tmei; that I have on all 
occasions received from my staff officer Captain Sin\4h, ol I he Horse Artillery, particularly 
in yesterday’s action, when it was mainly owing to his zeal and activity that we were 
enabled to obtain the informatkm that allowed me to hear on the enemy’s position from 
the most favorable point. 

It is now my painful duty to inclose a, list of the killed and wounded of the 53rd the 
latter will detain me here two or three days.

It seemed, for 
some time, Kkely that the fatigucKl condition of the European troops in the column, caused 
by their long exposure, to the very heavy duty before lielhi, would render it necessary 1» 
withdraw them, and send the Ord Europeann in their stead into the field. It was for some 
time highly probable that operations against Diiolepore* woubl be necessaiy, in which case, 
besides the entire column, it vvoultl have been nccessiiry to have added to it every available 
man from the 3rd Europeans. Had this been done, the Chief Coinmissioncr had determined 
that Colonel Cotton should command the column thus composed, to a considerable extent, 
of troops from his own garrison. 

5. That contingency, howe ver, did ftul occur, but a ^similar contingency occurred 

unexpectedly, which, in the end, led to Colonel Cotton’s necessarily assuming command 
of the column while in action. , . ^ 

® 6. On the 10th, when the column was attacked in its camp, Colonel Cotton hastened 

to tile spot. He arrived at tno critical point caused by the first alarm, and he wisely 
determined that the 3rd Europeans should he ordered immediately to the scene of action, 

, to aid in the impulse and support the advance. Tiie enemy wei o driven victoriously before 
our troops, but, about halfway to the Kbauc river, Lientenant-Coloncl Greathed ordered 
a halt. Had the halt been allowed, the \ letorv would bn ve been imperfect, and only a 
portion of the enemy’s guns captured ; but Cotone! Cotton, :is.iluning eominatid, directed 
the advance to be continued, and the result was that the victory was followed up in.tfie 
most complete and successful manlier. • * 

7. ‘ The day previous to the action it. was currcnlly rcpoi-ted in the camp that 

Brigadier Grant was on his way fiW Delln to assume command. The , Chief Com- 
missioner received Iroiii Major Ouvry an urgent dispateli, to be forwarded to Brigadier 
Grant, as at Allyghur, or shortly to be there. The Chief Commissioner, perhaps without 
sufficient further inquiry, was under the iinpi ossion that Brigadier Grant was on bis way 
hither, and he saw, in his early arrival at Agra a Convenient and happy deliverance from 
his cnibarrasyments, for Brigadier Grant was greatly tlu* senior of any one of the officers 
who could have aspired to the command. . 

8. ’•it was under these civcumstane.e>s that the Chief Commissioner requestediMir. Muur 

to write a letter tp Colonel Grant at Allygbur, and fo urge that ho should push forward ajs 
rapidly .as he C()uld. It wa? thought possible that Brigadier Grant misfit l>e at Sbipp^ 
beyond Allyghur, or even Khoorja, and the fetter was directed to be forwarded so as to 
meet hini at tlic earliest point, ' 

9. It was forwai-dcd in effect' to Delhi, and found Brigadier Grant in his fonner position 

there. , , 

10. It was shown to General Penny, and .was believed by him to form a suffideht 
ground for the appointment of Brigadier Grant to the command of the cblurnil. 

1 1. Biigadicr Grant .joined the column on the 19th instant, twenty-three iqiles on fdiMS 
side of Mynpopric, and his operations since .that fieriod, so far as reported to the Chief 
Commissioner, have been characterized by energy, promptitude, smd judgment, ;

Colonel Greathed commanding the column is likely to occur again. It may occur at 
Cawnpore: where, at the least, equal fitness and expcrlenee can be'aeouvt*d, with much 
higher rank, the advantage appears to«the Chief (’’oirimis'^ionor to Iw undoubted and great. 

Brigadier CJrant, C.B., the Chief Commissioner further holds to l)C an officer jajcnliarly 
qualified, by long experience in the country, for the eflicicnt (‘ommatid of tlm column. 

The Chief Commissioner has had no |)crs»)nul previous aequaintanee or fricndslrip with 
either Brigadier Grant or Li( iifen.tnf-Colon6l Greatlied. He judges sinqtly on tlie above 
grounds for the interest of the public sorviec, and his decibion is in bome degn*e affected 
by the eircurostancob detailed in paragraph 6 of this JVIpmoraiulum. 

The Chief Oommishioner lias accordingly determined to keep baik the jiarket marked 
“immediate.’’ It will be leturned, with a copy of tliib Meuioranduiu, to General Penny, 
amd a copy of the Memorandum will also bo forwarded to Major-General Gowan, C.B.

T he rebels were no less surprised tl)|m the flying coluimi, as the former expected having 
only the small garrison to deal with, and iniomlcd laying siege to the place,

SIR JOIIN LAWRENCE suggests that the following message from himself to the 
Commissioner of Delhi, dated Lahore, 2 l.st October, be communicated to your Lordship : — 
“1 have received your message of the 20th. The King’s life ha.s been guaranteed. 
There c'ui be no object in sending down the thret officers named by Government, and I can 
ill spare t'lcir services at present. As n^gards the fortifications of the town, 1 should be glad 
if Generul Penny would tlclay their destruction until Government can rcceivp and give 
orders on my dispatches of the 9th and 1 5th October ; I do not think that any danger by 
delay could arise. If the fortifications be dismantled, I would suggest that it be done^as 
was the case at Lahore ; we filled in the ditches by cutting down the glacis, and lowered 
llie walls, and dismantled the covering works in Iront of the gates and ba-stioiis. A wall 
of ten or twelve feet lijgh could do uo harm, and would be very u^ful for police purposes. 
Delhi, without any 'WalK, would be ex})oscd to constant depredations from the Meeras 
!ind Goojurs, and other predatory races ; even such a partial demolition will cost several 
lacs of rujpees,, and take a long time. Works at Lahore about tyro lacs, and occupy 
upwaixls of two years.” .

A plan has 
becti lbllowe4 kt Benares as regards men who have overstayed their furlough more ilmu 
two months, of trying and dismissing them according to the regulations of the service. 
This does Hot iheet the large question. Many sepoys liaving overstayed their leave, an? 
now waking for, or ha^e Jilready repoiied themselves at, stations where they are awarci the 
head-quarters of their regiment have never been sent ; they cover this irregularity by the 
pretext of not l)eing able to reach their own stations,- owing to the state of the country. 
To them I think we should not listen. I have ordered that the men now at Allahabad, 
under such pretext, shall find their way to their respective head-quarters, and there report 
themselves; a. memorandum being made on their furlough ccrtifie.ale 3 of the day of their 
joining at Allahabad. It appears to me that tlus course secures the olyo'et held in vifcw by 
your Lordship. J stop here to-day to complete some engineering aiTungcmctits.

I regret to state that (’oloncl 
Powell was killed. The objoet.iii view having been accomplished, f shall return to 
Euttehpore.

Camp, Cawnpore, 2nd Noveinber, 18.57, 11 a.m — “ We have two captured guns, 
with limbers and auummitioa-Maggons ; rlie enemy were prejtareu for our attack, aiul 
sepoys were iu uniform j our success was eomphite; in eonsejpieuec' of ioreed marches, we 
were.unahle to pursue them.

Agra.-^A moveable- coU under Lieutenant-Colonel Grealhed, Her Majesty’s 8th 
Foot, left Delhi on the 23rd Se^jj.^'^'iberfor the Doab; defeated a bddy of fanatics and rabble 
of district of Allyghur, on 5th October, taking two guns. Coel is again quietly occupied. 
On the 7th he destroyed Akrabad, and arrived at Agra, where he had been summoned by 
the Commissioner, on the lOth^ on which day the Dholepore mutineers made an attack. on 
the cantonment. They W'crc defeated and dispersed with meat loss ; the success was most 
complete ; they were followed up to the Kharec, a groat numlK'r were killed, all their 
guns (cloven, if not thirteen), were taken, as well o.s all their camp equipage and 
baggage. They had not rallied, and had been driven away fi’om Muttra, as w’cll as from 
Bhurtpore. Not one remained on tiic Agra .side of the Kharce. Lieutenant Home, of 
Engineers, was killed by accident in blowing u]) Malaghur. The Bareilly, Nusscerabad, and 
Delhi fugitives, passsing onwards towanls Secunderabad. They plundered Hattrass in 
pas.sing through that place. All had crossed the .luiuna exce[)i the Necrauch Brigade 
(which had gone to join the Indore mutineers at Dholepore). Greathed’s column left Agm 
and crossed Jumna on 14th, on its way to Cawnporc ; thc rcinfoi’ccmeiit of Sir J. Outram 
at Lucknow being imperative. 

Allahabad . — All well. Troops and stores an-iving fast, and being pushed on, together 
* with ammunition and money, with all practicable speed to Cawnpoi'c. Colonel Campbell, 
2n^' Dragoon Guards, appointed second class Brigadier, to command at Mlahabad, includ- 
ing Futtehpore. Captain Peel, Royal Navy, commanding in the fort of Allahabad under 
him.

The Cawnpore district was generally 
quiet and undisturbed, except by a few paltry zemindars and plundering parties. The 
Nena had retired with n fow C’avalry, from Lucknow to Futtehporc Chowrassee, and was 
saB to he about to cros^ to meet the Gwalior mutineers, A body of the Delhi fugitives, 
haimpered with sick, and marcliing down in separate bodies, from the scarcity of supplies, 
with some guns, elephants, and treasure, having arrived near Bithoor, where the Nona had 
heen inducing them to join him. Colonel Wilson moved out on the 18th with a small 
force towards Shcorajporc. 'i’hcy reached the place, drove the enemy out with hardly mpre 
than a nominal resistance. They tbllow-cd them up for two nnles, and continued a mile 
and a-half further on with sonui .sow-ars. hut could not ovei-takc them.

The insurgent sepoys held so strict a watch, and insjiirod such terror among’ 
all classes in the city, that Sir J. Outram has been unable to communicate with a single 
inhabitant of Lucknow since hi^ arrival. A strong d(!tuon.straiiou of force was requii;ed to 
cause a re*actiou iu our favour. General Outram conriiders that the reinforcements 
should be concentrated at Alumbagh, where there i.s a furtilied walled inclosurc, and to 
which this road (though infested by thieves) is com])amth'cly suit* froii Cawmpore. The 
last accounts from Sir Jame.s are dated the l3Ui ; a list of the survivors of the gamson has . 
been received, aud a list of those killed i.s promised. Sir J. Outram was himself slightly 
wounded on 2.'')th, but not ineapacifated from work. A letter dated 7l!i October, from 
Sir J. Outram, says, force is besieged at Lucknow by the enemy ; has grain, gun-bullocks, 
and horses, upon which they can sttbai&t for a month ; but no hospital comforts, and little 
medicine.

— Captain Osborne’s house liad been surrounded by a body of armed people, 
threatening to kill him; the assailants, deferred, appaieutly, by his defensive ])reparations, 
had not attempted to force the house. I'he Rajah had eiieatiqjod rdose to him, but did 
not interfero. Osborne thinks he cannot. 'I'he men appear to acl in defiance of him, but 
Osborne hopes to hold out. 'Flu; measures taken to helj) him are reported under the head 
of Mirzapore. Major Ellis, Political Agent in Ilundcicund, had arrived at Kallinger .with 
lieutenant Remington and the Maharajah of Punna, and about 1000 Pnnna troops. On 
the 7th of October, Koer Sing was still at Banda with about 4,000 men. It was said the 
Nena had asketi them to join him, but that tlie 3 ' were most anxious to make their escape. 

Sauigor. — All well, though the garrison is still shiitmp in the fort ; the thakoors and 
others in the neighbourhood being up, and the garrison (trustworthy) being insufficiently 
strong to disperse them. ^ 

AWwre.— No news. ^ 

Trunk Road. — The ari’angciucnts for sending the troops up the ’Tnink Road have 
progressed. satisfactorily. A depdt has been organized at Raneegunge, and at the various 
halting-places suj^plies arc collected for the men, with the. means of cooking, &c. 

These smaller depdts are each under charge of a commissioned officer.

Supplemenlary Narrative, dated October 23, 1857. 

Lucknow . — Maun Sing had addressed a letter to Captain Bruce at Cawnporc, 
inclosing one for Major-General Outcara, declaring that he had hitherto supported the 
Government and protected its servants in his districts ; that his only object in going to 
Lucknow was to rescue the Ranee of the late Rajah Bukhtwar Sing, who had been seized 
there by the rebels, and that be could not get away until the rebels opposed the British at 
Alumb^h, when he seized the oiiportunity of doing so, making every arrangement to leave 
Lucknow. A report, however, reached him that the British, having defeated the rebels, 
were about to disgrace His Majesty’s seragl'o, and having eaten the king's salt, he at once 
marched to protect them, lie says he is ivady to obey all Government orders, if he is 
told what is desired. 

' He was informed that he should have known that the British never injured helpless 
women and children, and that if he was really friendly to the British Government, he 
would at once move all his men away from Lucknow, and communicate with the Com- 
missioner. 

This, his vakeel has declared to Captain Bruce, that Maun Sing is willing to do.

Depaitmoot dated 18th ultimo, since which, fully 150 of the mutinous soldiers, who liad 
escaped, have been seized and executed.

Brigadier-General Nicholson to the Adjutant-General of the Army. 

Sir, Goordaspore, July 19, \B57. 

1 HAVE the honor herewith to forward, for the infjrmation of his E.xcelleney the 
Commander-in-chief, an account of my proceedings, and of the column under my command, 
since the date of my last letter (the 27th tiUimo). 

2. In it 1 reported the disarming of the .‘iOrd and 35th Regiments Native Infantry, and 
the reasons which had induced me to hjuc recourse lo Tliat measure. 

3. On the same date 1 commenced retracing my steps from Philour, and on the 5th July 
encamped with the column at I mritsiir. 

4. I selected this station fi ■ an encampment ‘mainly on account of its centricality ; my 
position there enabling me to adord speedy aid. if required, cither to Lahore, or the 
Jullundur Doab, while, at the .same time, it overawed the M.anjlja, and rendered ho];)eless 
any attempt to mutiny on the part of the 5t)lh Regiment. Native Infantry. 

On the morning of the 7th 1 received intelligence of the mutiny of the l'4th Native 
Infantry at .Ihelum, and that it wii,s succes.sfnlly holding agauist the force sent to disarm it 
under Colonel Ellice. 1 wailed throughout the day and the- following night in the hope 
of hearing of the defeat of the 14th, but this expectation not having been realized, and 
unfavorable accounts continuing to arrive, I reluctantly felt myself obliged to disarm the 
59th Native Infantry at sunrise qn the 8tb. 

G. I feel bound, however, to jilace on record my belief that both in conduct and feeling 
this regiment was quite an excejitional one at the present eri.=is. 

It had neither committed itself in any way, nor do I believe that, up to the day it was 
disarmed, it had any intention of committing itsi'If, and I may deeply regret that, even as a 
precautionaiy measure, it should have become iny duty to dissarm it. 1 beg very strongly 
to recommend this corps, both as regards officers and men, to the favorable consideration 
of Government. 

7. Early on the morning of the 10th, I received intelligonco by telegraph that the’ 
troops at Sealkote, consisting of the 4Gth Native Infantry, and the right wing 9th Light 
Cavalry, had broken out into ()[)en mutiny the previous morning. This intelligence was 
confirmed half-an-hour later by a musician of thc4 Gth Native Infantry, who rode in, express, 
with the news. I immediately disarmed the left wing 9th C^avalry with the column, a step 
I had refrained from, when disarming the 33rd and 35th Regiments, lest it should prema- 
turely excite the wdiig at Sealkote. 

8. In the course of the day, information reached me from various quarters that the 
Sealkote troops had marched in an easterly direction the juevious evening. Their object 
was evidently to plunder the station of Goordaspore, and get tlu' 2ikI Irregular Cavalry there 
to join them. They would then, no doubt, have proceeded vi& NoorporcandHoshyarpore 
to Jullundur, whence they would have made the best of their way to Delhi. At Noorpore 
they expected to be joined by the 4th Regiment Native Infantry, and at lloshyarpore by 
the IGtU Irregular Cavalry. 

9. It was evident that as the muiinec]*s had two days’ start, and as Goordaspore was 
something over forty-one miles from my encampment, no time was to be Ipst ; I therefore 
decided on reaching that station in a single forced march, and this, with the aid ol ekkas and 
ponies for the Infantr)’^, was successfully accomplished in less than twenty hours. 

10. The mutineers were at this date (the 1 1th) at Noorkobe, about fifteen miles on 
the right bank of the Raveo. Fearing that if I oppni^cd their passage of the river they 
might break away southwards, and so csca|)e me, 1 dec‘ict,*d on allowing thorn to cross 
without molestation, and accordingly remaim‘d at Goordaspore until 9 a.m. the following 
morning; when, hearing that they had coinincnoed crossing by a lord at the Trimmoo ferry, 
about nine miles distant, I moved out against them with a force as per margin.*

small village aiid a clump of trees. Their Cavalry appeared to be pretty equally distri* 
buted on the hanks. . , . - , 

12. ' I adviced to the attack in the following order, viz. ; 4:hree guns light field- 
hattery in the eentre ; the troop of Horse Artillery, equally divided, 100 yards on either 
side j of Her Majesty’s 52nd Light Infantry, with Enfield rifles, in expended orderj at 
one pace between and on the flanks of the Artillery. The remainder of Her jMaiwtjr’s 
52nd, with the Piinjaub Infantry, wetv in rear as supports and reserve, llie new Police 
Ressallahs I employed to mask the Artillery until, at about 000^ yards, a threatened charge 
of a jwrty of the mutineer Cavalry induced me to unmask and unlimber the three guns on the 
left to check it. The sight of tlic guns had the desired cftcct, and we resumed our advance, 
except that tlic Police being now no longer \iscful as maskers, and seeming undesirous ot 
engaging, were ordered to t he rear, 

13. My intention was to advance within 300 yards of the mutineers’ position, and then 
open fire simultaneously from the artillery and Enfield rifles, the latter weapons being 
known to be thoroughly etfeetive at thbt distance, while the smooth-bore musket, with which 
aloue the mutineers were armed, is oonn)aratively useless. 

14. The action coiumenccd by the mutineer Infantry opening upon us with file- 
firing at as nearly as pos.wle the above distance. We lost no time in replying, and for 
about ten minutes they stood up very well indeed against the great odds opposed to them, 
many of them advancing boldly up to the verj' guns ; meanwhile the Cavalry had made 
several rushes, in detached parlies, on ou ilanks and rear, but had always been repulsed 
by the file-firing of our Infantry. 

15. The new Police Ressallahs fled when threatened with a charge, but, considering 
their want of discipline and how very recently they had been raised, I cannot say that I 
consider them very culpable ; there were, howeven-, some honorable exceptions. 

16. The mutineers were followed up to the bank of the river by the Artillery, which 
occasioned them some little 1 both in crossing and after they had gained an island in 
the centre, on which they had a 12-poundcr iron gun., A few rounds were fired at us 
from this piece, but without effect. 

17. The enemy left dead upon the ground on which they tbught, 120 men; many 
were swept away by the river. Their wounded were probably not less than double the 
above number. All their camp equipage, &c., on this side of the river fell into our hands. 

18. The want of Cavalry (which crippled us sadly dui’ing the action), the depth of the 
water in the ford, and the fatigue the troops bad undergone on the previous day, all con- 
spired to prevent me from attempting It pursue the enemy across the river. 1 therefore 
left the Punjaub Infantry with Lieuteuaut Boswell in the serai, and brought back the 
European Infantry and Artillery to their i neainpriicnt at Goordasporc, there to aw’ait news 
of the further movements of the mutineer-,. 

19. On the 13th 1 appointed Captain Adams Assistant Commissioner (kindly placed 
at my disposal by Mr. Roberts, the Commissioner), to command the dctacluneiit at the. 
ghaut, with a ^i^”v to his vvidehing and furnishing intelligence of the remnant of the 
mutineers on the island. From this officer’s information, corroborated as it was from other 
HUarters, I ascertained f hat the discomfiture of the mutineers in the action of the 12th 
had been mueli more complete than I had a' first supposed, and that not more than 300 
men remained with the gun on the island ; also that all, or very nearly all, of those who 
had dis]X’rvsed had first divested themselves oi‘ tlieif arms and accoutrements. 

20. 1 accordingly at once decided on aitaekiug the remnant on the island, and, with 
this view, on the evening of tln' 15th got down two boats, from ferries high up the river; 
all the boats in our immediate neigbboiu’bood hr.ving been sunk by the civil authorities, 
on tlic first news of the apjiroach of the mutineers. At daybreak, on the morning of the 
16th, Jer Majesty's 52nd Light Infantry and one company of the Punjaub Infantry, with 
company of Police Battalion,* crossed one mile and'a quarter below the enemy’s position; 
our guns placed higher up the stream keeping the enemy’s gun in play. When the whole 
of the Infaiitiy hod crossed, the advance commenced, the 62ud leading in skirmishing 
order. The affair was over in a few minutes, without any check, and with a loss to us of 
only 6 men wounded. A few resolute men among the mutineers died manfully at the 
gun ; the rest fled, and were either slain on the hank or driven into the river. 

21. I do not need to dwell upon the services which the column has rendered the 
State in these operations ; his Excellency will himself thoroughly comprehend and 
appreciate them. 

My best thanks are due to officers and men of all gtades, and both arms, for the

^ lACUtomit Anfmlo, 59th Native Infantry ; Lieutenant Dixon, 9th Liglit Cavalry ; and 
laent^ant Bailhe, 35th Native Infantry, also made themselves extremely useful in rocop-* 
noitenng; and other 'Ways, and I much regret that a severe wound received by the latter 
officer will temporarily deprive me of his services. . 

22. I cannot conclude without expressing my obligations to Mr. Roberts, the 
Commissioner and Superintendent of the Division, and to Captain Adams, the Assistant 
Commissioner of Goordasporc, Both officers were present in the affairs of the 1 2th and 
16th, and afforded me much valuable assistance throughout in the way of information. 
Captain Adams also commanded the Punjaub Infantry and Police Detachment at the 
ghaut from the 13th to the IGth instant, and the detachment which crossed the river on 
the latter date. 

Lieutenant Perkins, Assistant Commissioner, Umritsur, was present in the action of 
the 12th, and had his horse wounded.

THE last remaining party of the SealKote mufinetTs was yesterday morning de«trojed 
and its gun captured. 

The object of the forced march of the column from Umritsur to this place having 
been thus successfully accomplished, the Biig.ulier-Gencral desires to i*eturn lus sincere 
thanks to officers ahd men of all arms and gru«les for the cordial and valuable assistance 
he has received from them throughout these oj)crations. 

The Brigadier-General considers that the column, has veiison to feel proud of the 
service it has rendered the State within the last few days. 

By a forced march of unusual length, performed at a very trying season of the year, 
it lias been able to preserve many stations aiul distiiels from pillage and plunder, to save 
more than one regiment from the danger of too close a contact with the mutineers ; and 
the mutineer force itself, 1,100 strong, notwithstaii^g the very desperate diuniclcr of the 
resistance offered by it, has been utterly destroyed W dispersed. 

It will be the pleasing duty of the Brigadier-(3cneral to bring prominently to the 
notice of Government, in detail, the services rendered by officei-s and men on this occasion, 
and he entertains no doubt but that those services will be appreciated and acknowledged 
os they dosen'e to be.

Sir, ' . Camp, Delhi, Swtemher 22, 1857. 

1 HAVfi tho honor to report, for the information of the Major^Gettcml coinmandfiDiig^ 
the Delhi Field Force, the opcratiqiib of the Kis^ugungc column of assault on the 
morning of tho Hth instant, subsequent to Major Hold Iwing wounded. 

2v On assuming commond of the column, 1 found the different detachments of which 
it was oomposed so brajj^n and disorganized by the heavy fire of the enemy, that it was 
impossible to Ibrm them up, in broken ground and under a severe fire, to rmew the attack 
on the Kissenguugo batteries. All I could effect was to kwp the enemy in check, which 
was done for the course of an hour, without losing ground, in the expectation of the arrival 
of artillery, for which Mayor Reid had made a requisition previous to bis b^g wounded. 
This aid did not fuTive. The enemy a^ipcarod in. large numbers on our right flank. I 
was apprehensive that they might get into our rear, and endanger the safety of the line 
of batteries below Hindoo Aao’s bouse, and of the camp its^; I therefore directed 
the troops to retire, which they did Idsui’ely, and in as good order as the nature of the 
ground would permit, keeping up a heavy fire upon the enemy. I then strengthened the 
Subzoe Mundy Picket, and directed the occu])'fiou of the batteries above alluded to, by 
detachments fnim tlic column. 

3. The Jnmmoo troops, detached, under eominuud ot Ca])taiu Dwyer, for the occu* 
pation of the Eedgah, met with unexpected opposition, and were totally unsuccessful. 
This eircumstaneo added much to tlio difficulties under which the main column laboured, 
enabling the enemy to advunet' on its right flank and endanger its rear, and more parti- 
culmly the safety ot the Subzee Afundy Picket, which was hotly pressed. Four 6-pounder 
guns belonging to the Cashm<*i( troops, delaohed under Captain Dwyer, were, I regi-et 
to say, captured by the eueni}. The eircumstauie under which this misfortune occurred 
did not come under iny persoind observation , 1 therefore called upon Captain Dwyer for 
a report, which I liercwith forward in original, for submission to the Major-General. I 
concur with Captain Dwyer, m considering that the detachment under his command was 
inadequate to oppose the force brought against it. 

4. As blame may be attached to the Jumnioo troops for the loss of their guns, i 
feel bound to >tate ni\ opinion that the j'oitiou of them attached to the main column 
behaved us well as could he cvpected, Wlim tried and e\|>cnenced soldiers, both Euro- 
pean uuUvc, were unsuccefrslul, what could be looMted for from undisciplined and 
jH-arnicd men, such us touipose the Junnnoo Ct)nliugcnt * 

The I 0 S.S sustained by this force on the 14th instant, viz., 22 killed and 67 wounded,* 
which has been ulrea<ly reported to Major-Geneial W ilson, shows that they sluired in tlte 
danger and difficulties of the day. 

5 . Major-General M ilson is well uwaie of the stieugth of the position which was 
lield by the enemy at Kis.senguiige, and of the nature of the ground over which the 
attacking force hud to move, On the morning in question the enemy were prepared in 
large uumbeis for an attack on their position They had evidently received intintation 
that such was intended. After tho attsu'k co umenced, thej i^eceived oonriderable rein- 
forcements from the city. Under these circumstances J look with confidence to the 
Major-General attaching no blame to the troops engaged in this unsuccessful affair.

Sir, Camp, Delhi, September 22, 1867. 

I HAVE the honor to report, for your information, ^at on tbc morning of tboiHth 
instant, I proceeded, in accordance with the instructions J reo^ved, with 400 men .and 4 
guns, of the Coshm^i'C Ibrce, towards the Eedgah, for the purpoim of occupying and 
holding it. 

'llio road was most difficult for artillery, and to enable the guns to get into the 
* In adtlition, i sowars of police were killeds and 17 wounded* 
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Rhotttck pDkka*ro«i), vkioh lea48 to the Eedgah, a portion of stone wall had to he 
levelled. 

The noise, I brieve, prmred the enemy to receive us, as, on I'eaclitiig the road, we 
were attacked by about 2,000 men, who bn^ all the vralls on the nght>hand side of the 
road. We immediailly opened fire fifom our guns and some zumboorahh, and continued 
to fire for about tbree»quartere of an hour. We had not been firing long, when the Kissen- 
gunge battel^ fired into os firom the left ; and finding that we were getting outflanked, and 
that the enemy did not appear to be sufi^ngmuefa mm our fire, oviringto their protection 
W stone walls and jungle, I ordered an advance, in view to efiect an cmti'ance into the 
!l^gah, if possible. . * 

This advance, I am sorry to say, was not eflecied, notwithstanding the utmost’ exer* 
tions on the part of Lieutenant Tennant, of the Engineers, Ltcutenants Graham and 
Manderson, and mysdf. A small body of Infimtry could not be collected, to support the 
guns, as the wholo^ of it had, almost from the commencement, proceeded to slnrmish in 
very extended order; contrary to my repeated orders. 

On the order for the guns to limber up being given, no horses could be got ; for 
while the guns were being worked, the horses had been made over to grass-cutters, who 
took most of them away altogether ; five or six horses I •saw killed ; the rest wore never 
brou^t back, and 1 was informed that they also had been killed. 

^e attempt to secure the Eedgah was, I regret to Say, a complete fiulure ; but it 
appears to me, that the force I had was quite inadequate to effect that object. 

A body of 100 mounted police, which accompanied the detachment, behaved 
admirably, and remained to the last. The ground, however, rendered it impossible for 
cavalry to charge. , 

Ram Sing, one of my orderlies, killed a roan by whom I was attacked, and is himself 
badly wounded; the other, Chundah Sing, had his horse killed.

(Telegraphic.) ildTAow, September 28, 1867. 

SCINDIA, on the 7th, was*insolently pressed by the contingent mutineers of Gwalior, 
for pay, for carriages, and for a leader to head them in a march on Agra , Seindia refused 
He found it advisable to place eleven guns in position, and to entrench. On the 7th, the 
Mhow and Indore rebels were at the Chumbul ; they had collected fifteen boats, and on 
the 8ih were crossing baggage. Their advanced guard was said to have engaged Maxwell, 
six coss from Dholepore. On the 9th, contingent mutineers advanced guns out of Mora 
Contingents raised religious standard of Hiudoo Islam, and fired a salute of twenty-two 
guns. Oungadhuruppa, sent by Scindia to dissuade the mutineers, had fled They seized 
carriage from neighbouring vilh^.

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eastern part of the city, was in our hands ; that we had taken seven guns, and wer<i 
steadily possessing ourselves of all the batteries. 

Maun Sing, who had taken an active part against us, was wounded in two pla( es.'

All wo know is this : — ' 

The attack on the city was made on the 25th. Havelock went ratlicr to the right to 
avoid the main street; still the opposition to be encountered was very great. Junction 
with the Bailee Guard was ^‘ffected as the evening fell. Two mines were discovered just 
icady to be discharged, which would have placed the garrison at the mercy of the rebels. 

Names mentioned of those surviving (not intended to bo complete) in the Bailee 
Guard : John Anderson, Gubbins, the Taylors, the Coupers, Mrs. Hayes, Mi’s. Ommaney 
and family ; General Outram apparently merely mentioning these as known to Lady 
Outram. 

Killed on the 2.5th : Gencml Neill ; Major Cooper, Artillery ,* Pakenham, 84th ; 
Bateman, 64th; Wild, 40th Native Infantry; Wamn, 12th Irrcgniar Cavalry, and many 
wounded. The siek and wounded were left with u detachment at Alumbagh upon the 
attack. 

Bngees Kuder, the natural son of the ex-king, bad fled to Fyzabad.

My dear Shcrer, Ayra, September 26, 1857. 

STILL no letters from Delhi. It is nov/ a week since the date of our la.st. It is 
probable that Groathed’s illness, who had the business of arranging for the digjwiteh of 
cossids in his bands, and the multitude of other concerns to bo attended to by all our people 
on the complete capture of Delhi, may have interfered with the i-egularity of the corre- 
spondence. 

As regards ourselves, thei;c is nothing fresh to say. Our accounts from Muttru arc 
little more than corroboration of what we bad before. A great multitude of the fugitives 
had ari’ived, and more were arriving in Muttra ; they were crossing at various ghauts, and 
one party as low down gs a ghaut which would take them, via Saidabad, or Klmndowlee, 
and Mynpoorie, towards Oude. Notwithstanding their big words, the people had begun 
to perceive tha£ they were a defeated force, wounded and ill-off for anus, &c. Two gUD<, 
dragged by bullocks, had arrived, and more were behind. 

We have had pretty certain iiitimation to-day that the Indore force at Dholeporc are 
collecting carriage, and contemplate a very early move ; they speak of coming this way, 
but it is supposed that they will move vi5 Futtehpore Sicree towafds Muttra, to join the 
great body of the mutineers, and with them proceed towards Oude. I'he Maharajah at 
Gwalior has, we are assured, destroyed all the boats in the Churabul, so that the Indore 
troops were in a very awkward position, and their onlv alternative was to go off viil Etawali 
or Muttra, or to stand the, chance of being attacked, with the Chumhul in their n’ur. 
There is a ta^ by some thht a move \g prqjected on Bhurtpore, into the fort of which the 
mutineers are supposed to desire to thiw themselves ; but 1, cannot find any confinmitiou 
of the idea. « ' • ' , 

Upon the whole, so far as I can see at present, the universal intention of the mutineers 
is to mass themselves either in Btu’cilly, or furtlier tn the eastward in Oude. 

' ■ ‘ ^ L 
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. We have had letters from Geoeral Lawrence froth Chiliamas dated the 20th. He bad 
had an engagement for three hours with the Jodhpore Legion, without any successful lesult ; 
but,'both in this and in an affair at Ninibhera, the Bombay troops have shown themselves 
stable and trustworthy, and Ihis is a matter of sincere con^atulation. ^ 

♦ r give Law'rence’s account of his affair: — “ I left with a forfcc of 5 Korse Ai^illcry 
guns, 2 squadrons 1st Brigade lancers, 200 of Her Majesty’s 83rd, and 250 Mhairwara 
Battalion, for Awali, a walled town -and fort about three miles and a half from this 
(Chiliamas), 1 left Bcawr on Monday, the 14th; marched the first day to Barr (finding 
the road through the })as8 very much cut up by the bad weather we had during this 
month, whicli detained me, at Beawr for upwards of a week) ; on Tuesday we moved to 
Pee|fiia; Wednesday to Btigree; Thursday to f'haputtia, about six miles from Awah; oh 
Friday morning 1 moved the force on the direct road to Awah, and pushed forward 
about half a mile from the town. The approach w.ns through thickish jungle, in which a 
few of the enemy’s horsemen showed themselves, hut speedily retreated before a few of the 
l,ancers. 

“ Their guns opened fire on us at about 800 yards, and soon got onr range pretty 
accurately. They were placed on the bund of a tank just outside the town, and their fire 
was well kept up for .some time ; wre returned it, Jind forced them to quit their position, 
and silenced their fire for a time ; their horsenmn tried to' turn our right Hunk, and 
threatened our baggage. By a change of position, I placed my force between the enemy 
and our baggage again, and, finally, retired on this village. 

The whole aflair lasted about three hours. As we were weak in Infantry, and I 
felt I could not afford to lose any of my Europeans, and the force was iiiadecpiate to carry 
the place by a coup de main, I did not bring the Infantry or Cavalry where they could be 
actively engaged. 

“ You will be glad to hear that the Lancers behaved very well, and I have every reason 
to be satisfied with them, for they have had a great deal of hard work and irritalion, more 
than half their numbers beli<', daily on picket duties. I am very well pleased with tlie 
whole force, officers and men ' 

The casualties were (rilling, onlv one Artilleryman, killed, and five or six Europeans 
wounded, wjth about a like number of natives ; two guns disabled. But I am concerned 
to state tliat that exccileut political officer' Monck Mason, was killed close to Lawrence’s 
force in attempting to join it. lie hud pushed from I'allee, and on reaching the junglcsj 
whifch his camel could not penetrate, had dismounted and was, making on foot for our 
force' when some of tlio Jodhpore sowars cauu' across his path, and he, was killed by two 
shots from them. “ 1 was not even aw.iv* says l^wrence, “ of hiS' being anywhere in the 
neighbourhood ; he must have been scarcely 300 yards from me at the time. The body 
has not yet been recovered, but 1 am endeavouring to get it.’’ 

Lawrence feared he would be obliged to return to Beawr, as the European provisions 
W'ere nearly expended. 

Showers gives the following account of his attack on Nimbhera : — 

“ We eomrneneed operations yesterday ( 19tb), about half- past I, but could not enter 
the gate attaeketl, found al’terwarils to have been bricked up. Night stopped our operations. 
A coiinuti of assault against another gate was formed before daybreak this morning (20th) ; 
on moving to the attack, we found that tin- ]»lace- had been evacuated during the night. 
The British troops wciv- moved through the town and the British flag hoisted on the public 
Government Hall. All the troops behaved admirably ; this affair has pleased them 
mightily. They crowd round the guns parked in the garden, and say they wish to be taken 
agaiiiht Aluntlisom, or anywhere. Our loss is one corporal Her Majesty’s 83rd, killed in 
carrying the ]»owder-bng, .md some fifteen or sixteen native troops killed and wounded.” 

Ckiptaiii Bose, in forwarding this to Nixon, writes — ‘‘Success is the usual criterion in 
such 1 .atters, and so far it is all right ; but what the effect will be in this part of the . 
country tcmaitis to be seem. The 2ud R. Cavalry, and twelve sepoys, behaved sidcndidly, 
and 1 am cspeci illy glad of this, 'fhe fellows on the wall called out ‘Deen, Deon,’ and 
tried to trmk-c tiioin waver a.s they advaiu'ed to attack, hut all they got in return was a 
shower of musketry ; three of the Cavalry and rune of the 12th afe wounded.” 

Captain Hose adds, " I expect now, since the 2nd and t2tli hate proved they are to 
be trusted, a force will be sent out from here against them.’* 

These facts, as evidence of a good and loyal feelihg On the part of thelBombay 
troops in those parts, are of unspeakable value. And we may well preaume that troops 
which then proved faithful will, aiteif th0y know of the actual fell of Delhi, ha still more 
beyond tlie shadow of a doubt, . • 

Sunday morning, 27th Septeml)er, 6’30 a.m. — Nothing in yet from Delhi ; so I 
dispatch this at once ; in ^1 probability we shaH be having news during the. day. 
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Oar Hattrass force safely retired on Khundowleee, te;i miles off, where it is pm 
cacamped. .

— All is going on wonderfully 
well here. The. King, the IJcguin Zconut Muhah, are clo.se* prisoners, and to-day the 
Princes Mirza Mogul, Abu llucker, and Khizzar Sultan, were brought in by Hudson from 
JJumaioon’s tomb, and shot at the Delhi gate. I’lieir bodies arc now lying at the kotwalie, 
where so many of our poor countrymen were inurdcjrcd and exposed. A pursuing column 
under (kiloncl Greatbed, of Her Majesty’s 8tli, leaves this to niorru\y inorning to go in 
your direction. It consists of 1 ,600 Infantiy, 18 guns, in 3 troops, imd 600 Cavalry. 
They will soon join 3mu, I tnist, and render complete the efl’octs oi the fall of this city. 
I'he city is a pi-rfect picture of desolation, completely abandoned, ami a vast amount, of 
property left behind, which our native troops are pc).‘'scs.sing thcmselve;, of with gwat 
gusto, hut with demoralising etiecl. There arc a great number of i ily hudraashes and 
others collected near Humaioon’s tomb, hut it is ho hoped our column will meet them. 

‘'Lust night, ‘Her Majesty the Quc'cu,’ propo.sed by the conqueror of Delhi,, was 
dnink with all honor in the Dewan Khas.s, Im tJie Head- Quarters 8(afl‘. Never has the 
old building re-echoed with any sound lialfso fine. The cheer was taken up by the gallant 
Goorkhas of the Sirmoor Battalion, who form tlu* General’s personal guard. 

All is well in the Punjaul), and elsewhere.”

&c. It were needless for^tne to dilate on the perilous i>osition General Outrum’s force is 
in. The Chief of the Stall' will observe that his communication with his dep6t at Alum- 
bagh, only four jmiles distant, is closed ; between this and Alumbagh communication Is 
precarious and uncertain ; the roads and adjacent pathways arc zealously guarded. A 
coseid may perchance cany a letter througli from here safely, but to my knowledge none 
have. , ' 

I wbuld request his Excellency’s commands regarding the w'ay reinforcements are to 
be forwatrded when they do arrive. 1 am strongly again-st hazarding and jeoparding small 
detachments of 400 or 500 men ; such dribblets, under existing circumstances, would run 
tlie chance of being destroyed in detail, and even if they efl'cet a junction, would be of no use 
for the Gene|*&l’s inaih object. I w-ould not myself forward S reinforcement of less than 
1,500 European bayonets, and*six guns, and then oply if a second reintbreeraent of similar 
stroilgtb could follow them in ten days. I most sim eSrely trust none of the mutinous^ 
brigades, let lopse by the thll of Delhi, will retire through Rohilcund, vid Anoopshuhr, ^ 
and join the Lucknow rebels. The Gwalior rebels threatened us vrith a visit, , 
I db noi anpripaje any liliclibood of their doing so.

THE names of two more lanhlies, who are amongst those safe at Lucknow, have been 
incidentally learnt at Cawnjiore, namely, the Atkinspns, and Brigadier Grey and patty. 
The Mirzapore detachment started by bullock-train oil the evening of the 6th. The Trunk 
Bead column will not be at the Benares ghaut till the 13th, where the “Mirzapore” 
steamer and flat, and the “ Kocl,” will be ready for the Europeans. 

General Nicholson expired on the 26th. Colonel Grcathed’s column from Delhi 
consists of 2,800 men, of whom 500 are Kiiropean Infantry, and 300 European Cavalry 
and Artillery. Colonel Fraser on the 30th wrote to order this column to hnrry down the 
Doab to the opposite side of the Muttra, to destroy the mutineers crossing there, and if too 
late for that, to attack them wherever they are. Their design appears certainly to be, to 
go to Oude before the 30th. Thei’c were about 5,000 or 6,000 mutineers at Muttra, of 
w.hom 1,000 or 1,500 were disabled, with from 17 to 26 guns, horsed. But on the night 
of the 29th, the bridge w’as 'ompleted, and they began crossing. The Delhi column 
fought at Bolundshuhur on the 28th, and was not expected to be at Allyghur till the 4th or 
5th, It seems thercfoi’c certain, that the Delhi column, will be drawn down along the 
eastei’n side of the Doab. Would it be fit to complete the work at Lucknow, with 1,200 
Europeans added? I believe by the 26th, 1,000 Europeans, now below Allahabad, wilP 
have reached Cawnjjore, besidr.'s the draft fiom the garrison of Allahabad. From hence to 
Lohundah by bullock-train and railway, 1 reckon* three days; and on to Cawnporc, 
marching, seven more.

1 AM diiccted by the Lieutenant-Governor of Bengal to transimt, for the inlbrmat'ou 
ol the Governor-General in Couiieil, copies of all the telegraphic messages and letters 
Kteivcd ui> to this date, regarding the mutiny of tlic two coiupamcs of tlie 32ud Native 
Intantiy at Deoghui. 

2 Sevcrjil of these have already, in order to save time, been submb;t(d for the 
information of the Governor-General, and the present dispatch will complete the record 
up to date. 

3. The head-quarters of the 32nd are ramvking to Rnneegunge by the route given in 
' the margin,* and having left Bowsec on the 1 0th (the daj after the occurrence of tlie muB&y 

at Deoghur), they may, if tliey have not halted, and all have gone light, be sumioaed to 
be now at Non! llaut. On the same supposition they will be at »Sooreo on the 18tn inktant, 
and at Ranoegungo on the 21st. Some of the marches arc, however, loo lOiig, and a 
slioitcr route might have hccai chosen. 

4. It will be perceived that the mutineers have murdered ibe sUbddar of the 4th 
company, a Hiudo6, named Phokal Sing, tmd are said to have gone to Rohuee. Thetr ‘ 
fb( es are, probably, turned to the westward, and they may be tweeted to follow the route 
ot the mutinous 5th irregular Cavalry, viz., from Rolmoo to BlKirruckdea, Nowadah, and 
Gyo, to the Soane.

IT is with regret that 1 have to report that the two companies 32nd Native Infantry, 
at Deoghur, mutinied on the 9th instant, and that, after murdering Mr. Assistant-Commis-' 
sioner Ronald and Lieutenant C’ooper, 32nd Native Infantry, they looted the Imar of 
Dwghur, and have moved off to Rohnee, taking with them lieutenant Rennje as a 
prisoner.

2. As we have had fair weather for some time, the road all the way to Deog^Ur will 
be ibund in very good order, and tlie three hill-streams, which cross the road in thr^ 
different places, will be found fordable, as their depth is not above two feet at the oul;- 
side. 

3. The three breams above idlnded to, will be found the most difficult for the convey- 
ance pif Ahillery and guns in consequence of their sandy and Immense breadth! ; the road, 
otherwise, is in every respect well adapted for the purpose.

cither to Soneput, or our ally, the Jheend Rajah. 

lieutenant Hodson most fully carried out my instructions, to my entire satisiaclicni, 
and his report will show that the whole of his detachment, both officers and men, behaved 
throu^ouc in a most gallant and edectual manner. 

It musife have been most gratifying to Lieutenant Hodson to find his new regiment so 
steady and staunch in their first engagement with the enemy. 

I particularly request that Major-General Gowan will bring to the notice of Govern- 
ment the ready and loyal conduct on this occasion of the Jheend Rajali, and the good 
service performed by his troops. . 1 have already, through Colonel Dunsford, commanding 
the Rajah’s troops, expressed my acknowledgments to the Rajah for the rtxudy asrist^n^ 
he afforded on this occasion and from the commencement of our operations before Delhi ; 
and also my satisfaction at the favorable report made by Lieutenant Hodson of tlm 
gallantry of his men.

2. My ihstruciioiili^ were to of riioved out from 

Ddhi by the Nuju^^iur road Mrith the aVdwed'])mrp<»ebf tlit<eatemiig our'Oommumifctotions' 
with Soiieput and the Grand Trunk E6ad> or of mar^ng ’ to attack K&tdi imd'''th!e ^j[au'‘ 
of Jheend; to ascertain thefr precise'' object and directaod, and^ io afford 'St^pdft 
either ^neput' or the Jheend Rajah, as might he necojsary. I also to exahune ^the' 
state cf the roads and country, tdth a view to the probable necessity of a larger force 
taking the field. ' J! 

3. Oh reaching Boanah’by way of Azadpoor and tl» Oonal Bank, I aseertaihed that 

the enemy had passed the 14th at Samplah, and were said to be moving towards Rlmthek. 
I, therefore, pushed on the Khurkowdah on the road from Boab^ to that tOWn, teaching 
it about noon on the 15th. ) 

4. Having been informed that a number of Irregular Cavalry men, whose homes 
were in the village, had arrived the day before from Delhi at Khurkowdeh, I took 
measuies for securing the several entrances to it, and attempting their captufa, sed^ng a 
small party of the Guide Corps to surprise and arrest the leading man, named Bisharut 
AM, a rcBsaldar of the Ist Irregular Cjavalty. Both objects were accomplished, only two 
sowars having bad time to efiect their escape before the villi^ was surrounded.^ I then 
eidiered tho village with a party of dismounted sowars. From information received 

the villaga’s I was able to seize several of the mutineer sowars before they had time to 
arm. A large party, however, took refuge in the upper story of a house belon^ng to one 
of the lum^raars of the village, and defended themselves desperately, 'fhey were even- 
tually overpowered and destroyed, but not without considerable diflBcuity and several 
casualties on our side ; Lieutenant H. Gough and seven men being wounded. I subse- 
quently caused those of the captured, who were proved, on inquiry, to have been in the 
service of Government and to have joined the rebels, to be executed. 

5. During the aitemoon of the 15th the enemy broke up from Sampla, and marched 
to Rhotitck, where they gave out that they were going to remain for two or three days. 
I marched after them on the tnoming of the 16th towards Rhotuck, by Sussaineh Uamai- 
oonpoor and Balout. On reaching Bohur, five miles short of Rhotuck, I ascertained that 
the rebels had suddenly marched early in the morning towards Medinha on hearing of our 
movements ; I, therefore, halted for the day, the rain being very hcavJ^ 

6. On the morning of the 17th we moved on Rhotuck. On approaching the town, 
and riding on to reconnoitre with a small imrty, I found a large body of arnied men drawn 
up at the old fort in front of the place, accompanied by a few sowars. They immediately 
opened fire on us, and as we withdrew, to bring up the detachment, followed u's up the 
road, firing and yelling in derision, 

The instant the head of the column arrived, they were charged, dispersed, and driven 
into the town, leaving thirteen of their number dead ; they subsequently turned out to be 
Rangurs, Kusais, and other turbulent inhabitants of the town, headed by Babur Khan, 
the Cliief of the Rangurs. 

7. After riding round Rhotuck, and reconnoitering the surrounding C 0 un|py, and the 
^proaches to it, I encamped in the open space in rear of the cutchery buihmigs, at the 
junction of the road by which we had marched from Bohur, with the main road to Delhi. 
Some of the zemindars and Hindoos of Rhotuck came out to me immediately afterwsttds; 
and through their instrumentality the detachment was amply supplied with all necessary 
suppMes. No further attempt was made to annoy us. 

8. At about 7 o’clock the next morning. I received information that Babur Khan had 

gone, during the night, to the camp of the rebels, on the Hansi road, and brought back 
300 Rangur horsemen, belonging to different Irregular Cavalry Regiments, to assist' him in 
an attack upon us. Three or four minutes aftervrards, a large body of horsemen . dashed 
up the roa(^ from the town at speed, followed b) a mass of foot-men, armed with swolris 
and m atchlocks, certainly not less than 900 or 1,000 in number. At the moment Cf the 
attack, a party of twenty-five Jheend horsemen, who had come from Gohanab, on hearing 
from me of our approach, were ci’ossing the road towards our camp, and found themselves 
suddenly dialed by, and intermixed with, the- enemy’s horse. , ' 

Theydcfended themselves with their carbines, and thus cheeked the att8ckin| psiriy, 
two of tneir numljcr being wounddd. The whole of the hearses of the detachment' haviifg 
• been kepi saddled, no time was lost in turning out, and the inst^t the twenty le^iiig men 
were on their Morses, the enemy was charged and driven back in confusion towards the 
town ; their Might being covered by the matcblock-men, who had occupied .some buildings 
and compounds between the cutcheny and the town. • Direotly' the whole Of the d^stoch^ 
idSint was mjdy and formed up, I sent what little baggage and followers- v#e ' lied the 
y-, under a sufficient e^ort, and prei>^ for a furthe# attadc; I formed the mikiii’ body

9> .lauding that our ammunition was nearly exhausted after soAte time Imd^ elapsed, . 
and thift tbeio appeared little chance of the enemy coming from their cover to attack its 
agfdnf 1 determined to draw them out into the open country, behind .oui’ poaition* and. 
endeavour to bring on a fight therc^. Everything turned out as I bad anticipated* ♦ My 
men withdrew slowly and deliberately, by alternate troops (the troop nearest the enemy by 
alternate ranks), along the line of the Bohur road by which we Had reached Rhotuck, our 
left extending towards the main road to Delhi ; the Jheend horsemen protected our right, 
and a troop of my own regiment the left. The enemy moved out the instant we withdrew, 
following us in ^eat numbers, yelling, and shouting, and keeping up a heavy' fire of 
matchlocks. Their horsemen were piincipally on their right, and, a party galloping; up 
the main road threatened our left fiank, 1 continued to retire until we. got into open, 
and, comparatively, dry ground, and then turned and charged the mass, who had come 
to within from 150 to 200 yards of us, 

, The Guides, who were nearest to them, were upon them in an instant, closely 
followed by, and soon intermixed with, my own men. 

The enemy stood for a few seconds, turned, and then were driven back in utter 
confusion to the very walls of the town. It being with some difficulty that the officers 
could prevent their men entering the town with the fugitives. Fifty of the enemy, all 
horsemen, were killed on the ground, and many must have been wounded. 

10. Nothing could be better than the conduct of all concerned. The Guide Cavalry 

behaved with tlieir usual dashing gallantry, and their example was well emulated by the- 
raen of my new regiment, now for the first time engaged with an enemy. They not only 
remained under fire unflinchingly, but retired before the enemy steadily jjind deliberately, 
and, when ordered, turned and 'charged home boldly. It would have been hopeless to 
expect this, but for the magnificent leading and admirable management of the officers in 
command of the several troops, Captain Ward, and Lieutenants Mncdowell, Wise, 
C. J. Gough, and H. Gough. The difficulty of their task will bo appreciated, when it ia 
remembered that, with the exception of the Guides, none of the party had been drilloc), 
or fonited, or knew anything of field-movements, . 

11. After their defeat, as I subsequently ascertained, the Rangur horsemen evacuated 
the .place the same evening, carrying away their wounded with them. The whole of the 
Rangurs and Kussaies of the town also fled during the night for refuge to the noighboui'iug 
villages. As soon as I had re-assembled the detachment on our original ground, and 
ascei'taincdj|ersonally that no parties of the enemy remained outside Rhotuck, 1 moved 
round by oir right to the nortbem side of the town, on to the Goliana road, and eucarnpejl 
at Dussea, the first village sufficiently large to furnish us with supplies. I was in direct 
communication with Jheend, twenty-two coss distant, and with GoJiana, where a body of 
the Rsgah’s troops are stationed ; and by way of Khylore my communication with camp, 
by way of Kurtrowdeh and with Soneput, was perfectly secure. I was also prepared to 
move off to the right, towards Hansi, to General Cortlandt, should he attack the rebel 
force moving in that direction. This force had moved off from Medinha to MeHura on 
our reaching Rhotuck, and thence to Moondahab; and on the 18ih evacuated the 
Rhotuck district^ and marched to Barsee, five coss from Hansi, in considerably diminished 
numbers.' 

' 12. On the 19th I halted at Dusseea, receiving, at daybreak, a valuable reinforcement 
in HhB shape of 80 well-equipped horsemen from Jheend, with the promise of Infimtry and 
ft . gun, if I required them. Tliey had already been sent off by the Rajab, with his usual 
ever ready zeal, and would have been available in a few hours. On the evening of the 
,l9tb I received the Major-General’s pikers to return towards camp, and marched the next 
day, to Rburkowdiffi and on the 2lst, by a circuitou^ route,, to Soneput. 

dd. .1 pannot close this without testifying to excellent conduct of the Jheend 
horsemen throughout the whole of our, proceedings. Nothing could have been better than 
their. j^avipo^^ ftom first to last, both in .keeping up our communications, in enduring^ 
fatigpe and bad wither, and in gallantry in action. This is not the first fibne I have Had' 
experience, of gpod sw^ioe they haye rendered. At the action of Hadlee Serai, on' the 
8th of June/ they .particularly distihgmshed.Hicmselyeii; and they did no less well on the

1 HAVE the honor to acrpuiint you, for the information of the Major-General 
commanding, that in consequence of urgent letters from Agra, I marched from llattrass at 
6 p.M. on the 9th, carrying the European Infantry on elephants and carts, and (“neamped 
Oil the brigade parade-ground at this place, about. 8 a.m. yesterday. At half-past 
^ 10 o’clock, iny camp was suddenly attacked (sii the front and right flank. I galloped to 
the front, and found the Artillery getting into action, and Her Alajosly’s 9lli ijitnccts in 
the saddle. 1 proceeded myself with Her Maje.sty’s 8fli Regiment and the 4th I’unjanb 
Infantry to the right flank, for the purpose of dislodging flu; enemy and taking their gmi'i, 
which were raking our camp. On the way I fook with me the 1st, 2nd, and 5th Pjinjaub 
Cavalry, extending the Infantry, in skinaishiug order, with their su\)ports. I took the 
Cavalry to the open S])ace near the European Infantry barracks, with dlrciitions to move 
as circumstances would permit. I'lie 9-poundcr Agra battery had by tin’s time come up ; 
I advanced tlicm in support of the Infantry, on the road leading from the Artillery jiarade- 
ground to the Dholeporo road, and the skirnushers advanced and cleared the eornjiounds 
to their front ; the Punjaub Cavalry, under Lieutenant Watson, bad then the opportunity of 
making a most gallant charge, driving off the enemy’s sowars .and capturing four guns. 
After this, the rebels made no stand on the right, but the left continued to be Jiotly 
engaged, and the enemy’s .sowars advanced, with great dciterinination, on the gtins, one «)f 
which was disabled, from its gunners having been cuf. down, and, for the moment, in the 
possession of the enemy; it was, however, instantly recaptured, and the 9tU Lancers, 
chaiged the ‘sowars and drove them from the field. [ regrlt to say, that two most csxcellent 
officers. Lieutenants French and .Tones, were wounded, the former mortally, and 1 fear 
that little hope can be entertained of the recovery of Lieutenant Jones. I advanced during 
this time on the Dholepnre road, capturing guns as we went on, and the 9th Lancers and 
Artillery, supported by" the 75th and 2nd Punjaub Infantry, advanced on the left, taking 
four guns on their way. The whole line now moved to the front, the Punjaub Cavalry, as 
usual, performing most excellent service o^the flanks, till wc reached a village three miles 



from bcnw, where we halted for a short time, the whole of the enemy being then iii fulj 
flitrld, ; ^Yc wore now joim d by the 3rdl SJuropeaiVS, and Colonel Cotton, commanding at 
AtruV/camo up. ami t(/ok tlic command of the whole of the troops. The enemy s camp 
’ n k'i descried afiout two iuiles in, advance, and we marched upon it, the road strewed in all 
direetions with hag^rige iiiid enrts. 'I'he Intantry wa^ ordered to halt at the camp, and the 
Ciivuhy und Artilh r\ pnrMicd tin; enemy to tlic Kharce Nuddee, ^n miles and a half from 
Agra. * I'lic cm inr li.id (•ro.ss<‘d tlie river before we* reached it, lca%»g behhid him all his 
giins, !i jvtmn oi' ‘width is attachcrl. I’he Artillery fired grape and round-shot at tlic 
retrealiiig ti-i'niy ei ro-s flic river, with good effect. The country all round was covered 
with Ciiiriilw ', vriK.m a large number were cut up. They have all now crossed the 
Kharte Kiidde^ . Afler a short bait we returned to camp, and the captured guns were all 
broifght ill fliii'iiig tlic iiigbt. I have not been able to estimate the enemy’s number, as, 
in lulditicti to ibe'indore I'oreo. and tlie Necmuch and Nusseerabad brigades, sepoys were 
(bund killed bcloiigiug to the Kith Grenadiers, Huri’ianah Light Infantry, (jwalior 
Ctintingi ut, and sevi'iii! tdher.s. The whole country, as far as one could see, -was covered 
witij fuyitive.s. but of llie-,e uumy were, probably, camp-followers and rabble. 1 have never 
sei'ti sueii a rout, and had our Artillery and Cavalry been fresh, few would have crossed 
the Kluiree Nuddee : but they had marched forty-one miles in less than thirty hours before 
arrixing at Agra. It is impossible to say too much of the excellent conduct of the whole 
of the t)‘oo]>s, odieers and imn, and I trust it will meet with the approbation of the Major- 
Geuend "Oiuinanniug the b.'ld toi'ce at Delhi. 

Ir. is my intention, ai soon as 1 have been joined by the detachment now on its way 
from Deilti,* to juoeeed towards huttehgl '.r, with the view of effecting a junction with 
(n'ueral Ilaveloi lN S force, subject to the approbaliou of General Penny.

I HAVE the honor to reply to the several questions conveyed by your letter of the 
1 6 th current. 

2. First, as regards powder, there were 7,297 barrels at Fort William and ^Allahabad 
on the 1st ot this month ; and at Agra, on the 1st May, there were 10,930 bai*rels, of 
which, perhaps, 1,000 may have been expended. 

3. The north-western magazines are not so well supplied : there were at Ferozepore 
and Phillour on 1st October, 2,777 barrels ; at Mooltan, Dera, Ismail Khan, and Peshawur, 
on 1st September, 1,873 bauols ; at Sauiror on .30th September, 800 barrels. 

4. A considerable quantity, of which I have no account, must be at Meerut or Delhi, 
with the park of the army that took Delhi. 

■ 5. The Bombay authorities are sending 800 barrels from Aden to Ferozepore, and 

when the road may be safe, Agra can send supplies ; some of tlie powder manufactured this 
season at Ishapore will be sent by sea and the Indus to Ferozepore. 

6. The whole stock is equal to two and a-half years’ peace expenditure, or to one and 
a-half year (at least) of war. 

7. The agency makes at present fifry barrels daily ; it usually makes 10,000 barrels in 
a year ; but both bullocks and work-people are deficient this season, the Conxmissariat 
having been unable to furnish bullocks to complete establishment, and workmen being scarce 
and unwilling to take service. 

This will form the subject of a report vrhich I have directed the agent to prepare 
for submission to Government. The remedy wdll be either an increase of permanent 
establishment, or in the rates of pay. I calculate this year's produce at about 9,000 
barrels. 

8. It will not be necessary to- draw any more powder from Madras or Bombay, 
unless a very largo amount be required 1o destroy forts in the Oude district, which will 
(1 trust) not be4he case, as each fort usually contains enougl\ powder for its own destruction. ’

Sir James OutrSm, oh tho contrary.'desilds 
that an attack on the Kissenbagh should be made, and then to continue to hold the position 
in the, town. lie thinks that two strong brigades of 600 men would suffice to hold the 
town,* after the Kissenbagh had fallen. But I am of opinion that at least the same force 
would be necessary to preserve the communication now mentioned by me to the Alumbagh, 
and constantly under the fire of the enemy, that is to say, four strong brigades would bo 
required, unless it is wished that the garrison should be again besieged. 

I have always been of opinion that the position taken up by the lamented Sir Henry 
Lawrence was a false one ; and after becoming acquainted with the ground, and worked 
my troops upon it to relieve the garrison, that opinion is confirmed. I therefore submit 
that to bdtnhiit another garrison in this immense city is to repea-t a military error, and 1 
cannot consent to it. 

1 conceive that a strong moveable division outside the town, with field and heavy 
Artillery, in a good military position, is the real manner of holding the city of Lucknow 
in check, according to our praclice with (lu; other great city of India. Such a division 
would aid in subduing the country hci-cafter, and its position would be quite sufficient 
evidence of our inteution not to abandon the Province of Oude. 

Such arc the general grounds for my ojiinion. The more special ones are, the want 
of means, particularly infantry, field and musket ammunition for prolonged operations, 
owing to' circumstances be\ nd my control, and the state of our communications in the 
North-West Provinces. The iir.st of these' is,' of course, unanswerable ; the second appears 
to me an insuperable objection to the leaving of more troops in Oude than such a Division 
as 1 have mentioned, as evidence of the intentions of Cjovernmenl. 

Jn the meantime I await the instruetion.s of your Loi-dship in the position I have 
taken, up. 

Owing to the expression of opinion by the political authority in the country, I have 
delayed further movement till 1 shall receive your Lordship’s reply.

Narrative Of Events dated December , 1857. 

Agra.— A detachment under the command of Colonel Cotton had gone towards 
Furrah. 

The action at Futlehpore Sicrec, reported in the naiTative of 9th November %st, 
appears' to have caused heaxier loss to the insurgents than was first supposed. All Ls quiet 
at Allyghur, and there seems to be a great change of late in the manners of the zemindai's 
.and others, and letters are received by the Magistrate from the thakoors and others across 
the Ganges. The Mynpoorie Rajah is said to be prowdiug about in the Etawah district, with 
a few hundred followers.

The Hindoqs 
are sending over letters full of anxiety for our approach, on account of the oppressions of 
the AlFgbans. The Bareilly troops had*a 6ght with the Budaon allies on the 5th November, 
and discomfited them ; the Hindoos fled almost as soon as the fight began.

— In consequence of the pressure upon the Azimghur and Jaunporc frontier, 
the European force has been increased at Benares, and Her , Majesty’s 20th .and 97th' 
Kegiments, now on.tlieir way up, are to be ueiained there to form the nucleus of a force 
for service in the field, under the command of Colonel Franks, 10th Foot, who has been 
sent up to take the command (and who is now at Benares), for the purpose of securing 
Benares, and proceeding against the enemy.

Bolundshuhur. — Nothing new. 

Vawnpore. — ^Major-General Windham attacked the 1st Division of the Gwalior 
Contingent, above eight miles from Cawnpore, on the 26tb November, It consisted of 
upwards of 3,000 men, with two 18-inch howitzers and two field-guns. After a sharp 
fight of an hour and a-half they were completely routed, and all but one light gun 
captured. 

The Gwalior Contingent attacked Nawabgungo on the 27th. The British troops were 
obliged to retire into the entrenchment, .>nd on the same night the rebels burnt down the 
camps of the 34th, 82nd, and 88th Hcginients, and on the 28th they attacked the entrench- 
ment. A sortie made against the assailants from the canal was most successful ; the 60th 
Rifles heat back the rebels, and brought in two of their heavy guns. On the right the 
64th Regiment suffered severely. Brigadier Wilson was killed, and Major Stirling and 
Captain Murphy badly wounded. 

Sir Colin (Campbell hearing of this, pushed into Cawnpore on the night of the 28th, 
and on the following morning the women and children, and sick and wounded, were 
brought over the river. The families, and about .')00 of the sick, and wounded (leaving 
about 860 of the latter to be protected at Cawnpore for the present), were sent off towards • 
Allahabad on the 3rd. 

The Commandcr-in-chicf attacked the rebels on the 6th, and completely routed them, 
taking sixteen gpns, a quantity of spare waggons, ammunition, and baggage, and followed 
them up fourteen miles towards Calpee. 

Our loss was insignificant. *

— On the 22nd the garrison of Liicknow executed its retreat from the 
Residency, covered by the relieving force under the Commander-in-chief, which then fell 
back on Dilkoo.sha, in the presence of the whole force of Oude. The women and childi’cn, 
wounded, and State prisoners, the King’s treasure, and tweiity^-thivc iacs of rupees, with 
all the guns worth carrying away, were taken to the Commander-in-chief’s camp ; many 
guns were destroyed before giving up tfie Residency. The Commander-in-chief left 
Alumbagh for Cawnpore on the 26th, with all the long convoy attendant upon the rescued 
garrison, leavin'g Sir J. Outram with a strong division, complete in all details except 
carriage. His Excellency reached Cawnpore (into which- place he hurried, hearing that it 
Y&s besieged) on the night of the 28th, and on the following morning the families and 
wounded were crossed over from the left bank. Sir H. Havelock is said to have died on 
the •25th November, but no particulars received.

WE have the honor to inform you that although various rumors have reached, 
Calcutta regarding the conflicts with the insurgents at Cawnpore on the 27th anti 28tli 
of November last, no report whatever has been received by u.s of tlie occurrences 
there, with tjvo exceptions — of a telegi-am from the Conmiissioner at Allahabad dated 'tlie 
Ist instant, and one froni Brigadier Campbell commanding at Allahabad of the same date, 
copies of which are transmitted* hy this mail to you. 

In these telegrams mention is made of Brigadier Wilson, 64th Foot, commanding at 
Cawnpore, having been killed, and of Major Stirling and Captain Morphy of the same 
regiment having been badly wounded. We have no information on which reliance can be 
placed of any other officera having fallen,

Brigadier Ramsay to the- Agent to the Governor-General for Central India. 

Sir, Gwalior, May 30, 1857. 

I HAVE the honor to report for your information the following circumstances which 
have occurred here during the last four days. 

1. On the evening of the 26th instant. Major Maepherson, Political Agent, menticned 
to me that h® had been informed by His Highness that the men of the C'ontingent were 
not to be trusted, that they had insulted the Dewan on his entiy into cantonments, and that 
the latter was so much afraid of personal violence from them that he returned to the 
Luskur by a bye-road, and on horseback instead of in a carriage, in which he bad come, to 
avoid observation. 

2. On the following morning, Major Maepherson called on me and said that His 
Highness had stated that the whole of the Contingent troops were all wrong and disaffected, 
that they had all sworn on the Ganges water and Koran to stand by each other, and that 
an outbreak was so imminent that His Highness urged the ladies being sent at once to tho 
Residency for protection, and that the officers could, on the outbreak showing itself, at once 
mount their horses and ride off. Major Maepherson also expressed a wish that the guard 
of the<^tingent on duty at the Residency should be at once withdrawn, as he had no 
longer any confidence in them, and that he would apply to His Highness for a party of hi§ 
troops to take their place. He added that he himself was considered by the troops to be 
the cause of the movement of the Grenadiers from the station • to Etawah, which had 
inti^dtved with their ^emes, and that he had thus become the object of theii* vengeat.ice. ^ 

3. I must here'^ mention that a few days previous to thisi a report wgs spread both m 
theXuskur iueHd. in thh cantonments, that a large quantity dl otta and ,shnkur had arrived 
for 81 ^ at exttaoidinary low prices, that, both were impregnated with bone-du§t,. and W(*rd 
bging'aeld'^fer th# express purpose, of destroying the men's caste and making them

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Christians. The Dewau made full m<|umes into this, and found th^t the whole e 
lasUcious rumor, doubtless spread to excite mutiny and rebellion ; and Major MaepheVsoh. 
stated that the circumstaaco of the Dewan’s having exposed this trick bad brought ao’a'o o,n 
him also the animosity of the traitors, 

4. Although Major Maepherson was most anxious th^t the ladies should be,at oQee 
sent away from the station, 1 considered tlieir removal, unless imperatively neco8S^i,*jr»,fO 
ii'aught yith evil, that in the absence of some proof of disaffection I determined^ tb ?ay 
nothing on the .subject. 

■ 6. Major Muq>hcrson that evening quitted cantonments and returned to the Resi- 
dency. and the Contingent detail on duty there came back in obedience to the order of which 
an extract is app<*nded. 

*6. I think if here important to pjention that the wish of the Political Agent to with- 
draw the guard and remove the ladies for the reasons assigned by him as above, was the 
same day kno\Yn in cantonments, and was repeated to me. 'I'his information must have 
emanated frouj tl)c ljuskur. 

*7. Tlie.following morning a private sciwant (a Mussulman) of my own inforihed me, 
while out riiiutg with me. that the sftwars Of the 1st Cavalry in the lines and of His High- 
nesses rissallah were talking of nothing but going to Delhi, and that I should be on the 
look-out. 

8. About 3 p.M. that day, a lance dutfadar of the 1st Cavalry came to Captain Meade, 
the Brigade- Major, and asked* him if lie had heard of anything that was going on. Captain 
Meade replied in the negative, and seeing that the man had something important to commu- 
nicate, examined him privately and at on i- brought him to me. The duffadaris statement 
was to the fblio’.viug cfl’cct ; that the tioup.s iu canlonrnents w-ere all_ to break out into 
open mutiny on a bugle sounding at 1 1 o'clock that night ; that the lines and bungalows 
were to be fired, and the officers massacred; that the treasure in the cantoiftncnts was to 
be seized, and the whole force to proceed towards Delhi. This man had hardly completed his 
statement, when a- sowar the same regimeut (Captain Alexander’s darogah) arrived at 
my housb, and expressed it ,, i,sh (o sec ii'f on urgent business. Before admitting him, 1 
carefully concealed the first informer, llis statement was to the same purport as the 
other’s, and ho most strongly insisted on the determination of tlie mutineers to murder the 
offic-ers. 

9. These two rcjinrl •, apparently confirming the information I liad received from 
. Major Maepherson the previous day, and coupled with the result oi inquirie.8 which Captain 

Meade and un'.self privately instituted n.s to what was going on in the lines, determined me 
on sending away the ladies to the ]le->'cncy in the evening, which, though done as quietly 
as possible, of course bceau"' lumKHUuti-ly generally known. 

11. Having a.secvtained tlv t r tenor had been circulated in the lines that all confi- 
dence in the men of the Coutlegoiit h«.l been lost by tlie Political Agent and the officers 
of the station, and that the treasure ('amounting to 60,000 rupees), then in the custody of 
thedth Infantry, wa.s in corisetjuenec to be lakesi from them that evening and made ovgr 
to a party of Imskur Iroojis for removal to the Gunga Inli at the Palace, and that this 
distrust, coupled wilh the v. ithdraviid of the guard from the Residency, and the departure 
of the Political Agent from cantonments, had grvafly incensed the inen, I determined* in 
order to restore eonfidcuee, and avert if possible a fatal outbreak, to increase the guai|d -of 
the 4th Regiment, over tlie Treasury (with a vicwf to lead the men to think thstt 1 ^ared 
danger from without aiul nol from the ; voops theinselve.s-) ; and having been assured by 
Major Blake, commanding 2nd Infimtry, and Captain Ilawkins, commanding No. 1 Li^t 
Pieid Buttery, that it was impossible the whole of their men could be ijiipHeated wjthout 
the slightest symptom having come to their knowledge, and having p*oat confidence in 
, these ofliccr.s, w’e resolved to pass the night in the lines, telhng the native officers and mpn 
on rrival that report.s of a proposed outbreak had been made to me, that 1 conridered it 
had been set on fool by maliciou.s persons, tliat 1 did not credit it, and to show them that I 
had full confidence in their loyalty and good conduct, that I and all the officers would 
sleep in the lines and commit ourselves to their ( are for the night. We also gave tbatn 
all to understand that, in consequence of this determination, we considered it upi^e to 
leave the ladies to sle. p alone at some distance iu thatched bungalows, c:gppsed ^ tjak by 
fire from any of (he miscreants always ready to take advantage of a night distarbaiicd| qpd 
that they had therefore been sent out for safety tc the Residen<^. ^ - 

11. Not the slightest disturbance took place during the rh^hC 

12. Next morning (yesterday) in consequence of a telegraphic mcsisoj^e from M^r 
Maepherson to Mr. Colvin, sent hj' the former for my perusal, iii lyhich Ms 

WHS informed that JScindia declared that the whole of the Contingent was wrong, that he 
distrusted his own troops, and required the immediate return of bis bod 3 ''-guard from 
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A^ra; |;b^ tiho ladies 6f tW cantonment had been forced to seek refop-c in the palace, 
whencel^lil^e was pi^arin^ to forward them, under escort of a btfdy of Horse, to A^a, and 
that the! bddy-gtiara would meet them for this purpose at Dholepore ; I took on myself 
to report to Mr. Colvin, that we had slept in the lines -the previous night, that all Was 
quiet, and confidence increasing, and that I consitlen'd Seiadia whs disposefl to enhance 
his own, services at the expense of the Coiitingcnl. 

13/ ,I learnt in the morning, with great surprise, that the ladies had, without any 
communication either with myself or their husbands, been removed from the llcsidenpy to 
the palace. This step appeared to me and the othcers so fraught with mischief, not only 
here, hut’ over the whole country, thal^ at my suggestion, several officers wrote to their 
wives immediately to return to cautonnieuts. Captain Rlciide was also iuformed by his 
pay-office treastu’er, a respectable banker, whose koLlie is in the Luskur, that it was generally 
reported there that the ladies had bet'n seized by his lHgliiu!.-.s and imprisoned in the 
palace. 

Id. 1 also wrote to Major Macphcisou that I apprehended no outbreak, and that I 
thought tlie ladies should return. Two ladies, Mrs. Meade and Mrs. Murray, in opposition 
tp the most urgent solicitations of Major Maepherson, returned to cantonments late in the 
afternoon, and the news of their having fhme .>.0 immediately spread through the station, 
and hud the most beiieficial ofiect on tiie men generally, vho, il was reported to me, had 
been greatly hurt at the distrust implied by their leaving the cruitonmcnts. Many 
inquiries were made of thc.othcr officers whose wiv( s and children had not returned, and 
voluntary offers of protection, and even of rescue, w('re made to these 0 dicers by many pf 
theh men. 

l.'i. VVe again passed last night iu the line.s, anil reecivcd every possible kindness and 
attention from the men, and the night pas.sed perfcitly quiet, wjth the exception of some 
htlie anxiety at hearing a few shots iu tlie di'cction of the Luskur, auci a rumour which 
arrived about 1 1 o’clock that a })Oi'tion of the .Maharajah’s troojis were under arms, with the 
intention of proceeding to Delhi. There sah,5cquontly upiiearcd to be no grounds for this 
assertion. 

IG. I am happy to say that the rc.st of the ladies returned to cantonments this 
morning, and 1 consider that the exoiiemcHit caused by the above occun’cnces has, so far 
us this cantonment is concerned, suli.^d; d. 

17. I have refrained from reporting by telegraph these occurrences as they happened, 
as 1 considered it preferable to give jou a detail of all the events by letter, and trust you 
will apjn'ove of ray desire to avoid unnecessary alarm, and also of the steps 1 have taken 
throughout this anxious business. 

IK. 1 take this oppoituruty of recording the very valuable as.'.islance I have received 
from Majors Blal'.e and Shirreir, and Captains Huwluns and Stewait, on this occasion, and 
I am convinced that their influence with, and knowledge of, their men, have been of very 
gi-eat importance in enabling them to withstand any Icmpiations to which they have been 
exposed. 

1 9. That an attempt was made by some evil-disposed persons to wean the men from 
their otlicers, and destroy the confidence of the latter in the former, I have no doubt, 
from the industrious circulation of reports that the 1st Cavalry and Grenadier Regiment 
had risen on and destroyed their officers (excepting i^fajor Ilntmessy, whom they had lot go), 
and from the extreme anxiety evinced by one of my informers, under pretence of interest 
in my preservation, that I sliould not trust the brigade, but be prepared for flight. 

20. The conduct of the officers during the last three days merits the highest appro- 
bation. The coolness and zeal displayed by all deserve my warmest thanks, and I feel 
confident that but for the very able aid afforded by them throughout the business, the 
pernicious influence exercised by* evil-disposed persons might have been crowned with 
saCccs.s. 

; 21. I take this opportunity of acquainting you that I have received most satisfactory 

'rei^rts of the Grenadier regiment from Major Heimessy, and of the other corps of tho 
Contingent at out- stations, from their respective commandants. Major Hcnncvssy’s report, 
though in a private form, was considered at this crisis so important, that Major Maepherson 
requested to be permitted to forward it to the Lieuten^n^;-Governor.

Lieutenant-Colonel Cotton to the Deputy Adjtdant- General of the Army. 

Sir, Fort, Agra, October 8, 1 857. 

I HAVE the honor to report to you, for the information of his Excellency the 
CommandeMii-chief, that, on the 2-lth of August, at the requisition of the Lieutenant- 
Governor of the North- Western Provinces, I detached a party of men, as per raaigin*'*’ 
under the command of Major Montgomcty, IJrigadc Major of Agra and Muttra district, for 
the puipose which is explained in the aticompanying Memorandum, 1 have the honor tb 
inclose Major Montgomery’s disnutch of a gallant affair executed by his detachment against 
a large party of mutineers and rebels near Allyghur, which I hope will meet with favorable 
notice from Ins Excellency. 

After occupying Allyghur for nine days, Major .Montgomery’s force fell back on 
Hattrass, leaving at tho former place a strong detachment of Jftt Horse and Foot, under 
the command of Rajah Thahoor Gohiud Sing. The distiict hence to Allyghur has, by the 
means of this detachment, been kept in tranquillity, and much revenue collected. TUI 
within a few days, the Rajah at Allyghur was able to hold his own, but, unfortuhatelyj 
allonved himself to be sui’[)riscd, and fell back on Ha.ttrass. At this juncture the mutinous 
army finra Dellii reached Muttra. It bccauie uecessary tf» watch their movements oii.thh 
left bank of the river ; and a strong position was taken up at Saidabad, waiting for tl|e 
approach of the flying coUmm said to he marching from Delhi in pursuit. 

I proposed to the Chief Commissioner to strengthen my detachment, in ordprto 
co-operate with this column, but this the Chief Commissioner deemed hazardous, its we 
were iiot strong enough to meet the reported numbers of the enemy, viz., 6,000 men ahd 
eighteen guns. ‘ ' 

I beg to report that, in addition to watching the mutineers at Muttra, k was necessary 
to turn our attention to Dholcpore, where the mutineers, in gr^t force, threateubd ah 
attack on Agra; so that more could not have been done with the hailidifol Cf troopk gt my 
disposal. • . , - .

' Major Montgomei'y to Lieutenanf’Colonol Cotton. 

Sir, , Camp, flat trass, September I, 1857, 

FOR your information, I have the lionor to state tliat tim detuchmdht under niy 
command, as per margin,* airived at Ilatlrass on tlie evening of the lilsl ultimo ; and on 
the, ^y following, intelligence was received that the Allyghur insurgcid.s, numbering from 
5,000 to 6,000, under Gliose Mahomed Khan, bJaih Soobah of the King of Delhi, had 
assumed the otFensive, and were niuvdiing to attack our position , further, that their 
advanced guard had been pushed forward to Miulvok, about twelve miles from IJattiass. 
But as the information, though most important, ctmld not be depended upon, Mr. .1. O’Jk 
Tandy volunteered, aceoinpauied by Mr. C. Daniell, C’ivd Service;, and Lieuttaiant de Kant- 
zow, to ride on in the direction the enemy were said to have taken up their position, for 
the purpose of obtaining reliable and certain informaiion of the movements and position ol 
the insurgents, as far as possible. 

In the meantime 1 made tlu; lu'cessavy arrangements for ri'pelling an attack, and to 
prevent a surprise during the night. 

At midnight Mr. Tandy and juirty returned, bringing intclligenee that the advanced 
guard of the insut^onfs had fallen bnek, leaving a party of Horse (su]>pose(l to he the 
mutineers of the 15th Irregulars) at Mudrolc, and had taken up tlu'ir position, detiwminod 
to fight, in a garden witli high embankments, belonging to .Maun Sing, close to and 
connecting with similar inclosures, near to, and on t he outskiils of, the (tity of A Hygluir. 

From the information I received, 1 determined at once, in coneiirronce with the 
Commissioner, A. Cocks, Ksq., on special duty, to attack their position at all hazards, 
aud on Sunday, the 23rd ultimo, commenced our march towards Mlyglmr, lightly 
equipped and prepared against any contingency, and arrived at Siusncc about tlie close 
of the evening, having liccu dctaiiu’d by heavy vain upon the line of march, and halted for 
the night: an old indigo factory, close to the road, with adjoining buildings, and the 
Government carts placed at my disposal, ufi’orded tolerable shelter for both men and 
o^Gicers, and by the assistance of the Civil authorili"s large tires win'e lighted Oivoughout 
the camp, by which the men dried their clothes, bwery jirccauliou was taken for the 
protection of the camp, and the night passed ofl‘ without anything occurring worthy of 
notice beyond the capture of u youth near one of the guns, who was confined, and 
subsequently flogged, it having been ascertained that he had come fi-om Allyghur, 

, At daybreak we resumed our march towards Allyghur in good heart, and elated with 
tihe prospect of meeting and chastising, with retributive \’cng('ance, rebels and mutineers 
uncqui^lled for their cruel, fiendish malignity, and cowardly atrocities to our helpless (in most 
insj^ances) countrymen and their families, thougli so vastly su{)crioi' in number ; but still, 
fighting in a'^od cause, and with the fullest reliance on the Almighty’s aid, of tlu* result, 
on closing with the enemy there was but one feeling which animak'daud pervaded the minds 
aq|Ost com|K)sing the detachment. 

I must here mention that, on starting from Sasnee, Mr. Cocks placed at my dispostd 
seventy jat horse and matchlock-men, belonging to Thakoor Gobind Siu^^, the former 
being under the command of Captain J. J. Mun-ay, of the late Gwalior Contingent, sind 
the latter of Mr. Daniell, Civil Service, and who, as will aftenvards appear, were of great 
service. , , 

On nedring Mudrok, about seven miles from Allyghur, we observed a party of 
Cavalry quietly retiring fully a mile a-hcad of our advance guard, which consisted of a 
company of the 3rd i^ropeans, on elephants, jirccedecl by the Militia C’avahy, and jUt

The detachuient continued to advance to within a quarter of a mile of .Maun ^ipgS 
garden, and on ascertaining the exact position of the enemy, measures were' promjpSy 
taken for the protection of the carriage, &c., consisting of a numerous train of wagons, 
130 head of cattle, 1(5 elephants, and many camels, with ammunition and stores, which, 
surrounded as we were on nearly all sides by overwhelming nupibers of the eheniyi 
caused me no Httle anxiety. . . , 

The carriage, &c,,* having been collected on the smallest possible space by Captain 
Fanshawc, 1 placed at his disposal, for their protection, the Jkt matchlock-men atid a few 
sowars, under Mr. Daniell, who performed that important d\ity most efficiently and satis- 
factorily. . 

Having .secured the baggage, &c , in v greatest care and anxiety, 1 commenced the 
action by attacking, with the Militia Cavalry, under Lieutenant De KantzOW, and the JUt- 
llorsi;, a large body of C/Uvalrv, chiefly Irregulai's, who throatened our left and tear. 

Tills duty WHS most gallantly and promptly performed, and our left and rear having 
thus been cleai'od of the enemy’s Cavalry, who were driven back to the rear of their main 
body, I brought the guns into position, under cover of skirmishers, ami opened firo, which 
was sharply replied to by the enemy from behind the garden wafts, against whicli I found 
the Artillery of little avail. Information was now brought to me by Mr. P. Saunders, who 
considerately and kindly placed Lis sendees at my disposal, that the enemy were in great 
foroe on the right of the garden : J immediately directed Captain Murray to move round to 
the right with the J&t Morse, and cut olf the enemy, on the general assault, and carrying 
of their jiosition with the Infantry ; at the same time ordering Lieutenant Griffin to move 
up two of his guns in the same direction. 

This movement took some little time, evidently occupying the attention of the enemy, 
and enabled me to make .> rangcinents for the a.ssault. 

Leaving a suflicient number of im u under Captain Strover to jirotcct the gun on the 
left, and all being ready, I gave the word “forward ” and went to the front, accompanied 
by Lieutenant Cftarkc, and followed by No. 8 Company of the 3rd European Regiment 
under Lieutenant Blake. On reaching the garden-wall a large parly of fanatical Mussul- 
mans, head(*d l)y Moulvlos, lUshed forward, sword in hand, from the right corner, and 
there ensued a most desperate liand-to-hand encounter, which terminated in their total 
destruction, and where we met our cliief loss, whicli might, in a great measure, have been 
avoided, had Captain Bacon’s company attatdied to the two guns on the right fired u|)on 
them as they debouched Irom the garden immediately on their front. Fortunately at 
this moment Lieutenant Griffin, at C aptain Muway’s request, moved up his two guns, and 
getting w'ell to the right, opened fire with terrible effect on their resenm, kihing great 
numbers, and completing dispersing the remainder ; Captain Murray at the same time, 
taking advantsige of an opening in tho wall, dashed forward with part of the JS.t Horse, 
entered the garden, and cut up the Ghazees who remained in it, among whom was the 
chief Mouh'^ie, Abdool ZuleeJ, who was cut down in a hand-to-hand encounter with that 
officer. 

The field was now our ow 'i, after two hours’ fighting, the cneniy having been completely 
routed and dispersed in all directions, leaving at least 300 dead, thus terminating in a 
decided victory against great odds, and with comparatively small loss on our side, consi- 
dering the strength of their jsositions, and liic number of Ghazees who fou^t with the 
desperation and contempt of life of Mussulman fanatics. 

On the termination of the action, Mr. Cocks, who, tlmmghout the day, was by my side, 

. trongly urged following up our success, on political grounds, by an immediate advance on 
A 'yghur ; but having to thread a defile of walled enclosures (most of which were occupied) 
a greater pai-t of which running under and close to the city with an enormous population, 
with our grape and canister nearly expended, without scarcely- tire possibility of getting at 
the enemy with our detachment, in the first instance scarcely equal to the undertaking, 
much roduced by the killed and wounded, with reports of aid for tile iusuigents being daily 
expected from f)elhi, with fio possibility of obtaining assistance from any quarter nearer 
than Agra (fi’Om there a man could scarcely be spared), with our wound^ to atteiad to, 
and i)lt« being well considered and explained to Mr. Cocks, I, with his fullest cdncarrence, 
(kxfided on returning to our head-quarters at Hattrass, taking with us our killed and 
wounded, with the determinatfon of occupying Allyghur on completing our ammuxiitioGi, 
and which we did on the 27th without the slightest opposition. . 

The force obTWSed to us^ commanded by.Ghose Mc^med Khan, Naib SoobAb, .oh the 
part of Waleedad Khan, appointed Soobah by the King of Delhi, was chiefly composed of 
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Hufisalraans; among whom were mamr Ghazees, numbering from 5,000 to 6,00ft With 150 

200'Mahomeaim 'Hcffse, aided by levies bf iSemindaree Hbrsc^ .and 
Boot, briefly MfWatbesi amounting to 600 or 700 men, the whole headed by Moalvie 
-/^d6cd Zuleei, a very influential religious instructor, and leader of the ‘Ghazees, beiiig 
m*tisted by several othdr Moulvies, three of whom, including Abdool Zuleel, were killed, 
and ft fourth wounded. 

‘ I attribute' the success of the action to the cordial co-operation and assistance J 
yeboived from the dvil authorities, and officers and men under my command ; and my best 
thank$ are due to Captain Strover, second in command (who, in quarters and in the field, 
has rendered me every assistfmee), officers, non*commissioncd officers and men of the 3rd 
Buibpeans, which, though a young regiment, and under great trying circumstances, behaved 
with the valour and spirit of British soldiers. 

To Lieutenant Griffin, non-commissioned officers and men of the Artillery, for the 
promptitude with which my orders werc qaiTied out, and to wliosc energetic exertions I 
attribute in a great measure the success of the day. 

Lieutenant do Kantzow and the Militia Cavalry, who (with the .lat Jlorso under 
Cl^taip Murray*) rendered most important service by successfully attacking and dispersing 
a large body of Irregular Cavalry at the commencement of the action. 01' the conduct of 
thp Militia^ both in the field and in quarters, 1 cannot speak too highly. 

To Assistant Surgeon Mackillor for his judicious medical arrangements, and his 
assiduous and humane attention to the wounded. 

To Lieutenant Blake, 3rd European Regiment, and Lieutenant Clarke, of the late 
Gwalior Contingent, who behaved with conspicuous bravery, the latter being severedy 
wounded. 

Ensign O’Donnell, t)7t,li Native Infantry, who, during the march, and in the field, 
assisted me very greatly. 

Mr. Volunteer Hennessey, who greatly distinguished himself, shooting five men with 
bis rifle and one with a revolver, and as he was also present in the action of the 5th .luly, 
and is tlic son of an old and deserving officer, I respectfully solicit that the services of the 
youth may specially be bwmghl to the notice of Government, with a view to his obtaining 
military employment. 

I beg to bring prominently forward the praisew'ortliy conduct, of the Rev. 
Mr. Kellner, who gratuitt)usly accompanied the detachment, and for whose humane and 
unremitting attention to tlie wounded during the action, and under fire, too much praise 
cannot possibly be bestowed. 

f am also greatly indebted to Mr. Cocks for his cordial co-operation and assistance on 
all occasions, particularly on the clay of the action, and for the vciy accurate information 
he obtained, when the most conflicting and contradictory accounts were spread abroad, 
evidently with the view' of discouraging and throwing difficulties in the way of our advance. 
Also to Mr. Pateraon Saunders, and Messrs. I.iane and Colvin of the Civil service, whose 
services I cannot speak too Iiiglily of, in conveying orders throughout the heat of the 
action. 

To Captain Fanshawe, in charge of the carriage, &e., for his admirable management 
in providing ample carriage for the detachment and energetic exertions in the Postal 
(department, as also for the very accurate information he has at all times procured. 

To Mr. Daniell, Civil Service, to whom was assigned the responsible duty of protecting 
the Wggege with the .J&t matchlock-men. 

I deeply lament the loss of .T. O’ B. Tandy, Esq., and Ensign Marsh, 16tb Grenadfiers, 
both of whom were volunteers ; t)j|c fonner fell whilst attempting, quite alone, to enter the 
walleij enclosures. This gentleman's daring and gallantry could not be surjiassed ; and, 
posaessing, as he did, every qualification that could adorn a soldier and a gentleman, his 
fdss'has been a matter of the deepest regret to the tv'hole of the party. Ensign Marsh, 
ibe fion (jf an old Cavalry officer, behaved most gallantly, and at last, overpowered .by odds, 
fai cut to pieces by the fanatic Ohazees.

— ON the 22nd October, intelligence having Ix'cn rec(;ivcd that 
the’ village of .feerun, ten miles from Neemueh, had been occupied by a portion of the 
Mundisorc insuigents, a reconnaissance was ordered, under Captain Tucker, 2nd Bombay 
CaV^ry ? and ■on the following day a snuiU force, consisting of .50 of Her Majesty’s 83rd, 
100 Bombay 12th Native Infantry, and 200 Bombay 2nd Cavalry, with two guns and a 
proceeded in the same direction. 

fThe reitobhnoitering party eucoufltewid the enemy close to Jeerun, wliere Captain 
Tucker was killed. It retired upon our advancing troops. 

'WJ»wi the' detachment reached Jeerun, it found the enemy drawn up in foi*cc, with six 
or irtandards outside the town. They arc now known to have comprised all the 
really fighting trqops possessed by the rebels of Mundisore.

Of the Futtehpore atrair you will have received full accounts from that district, and 
the only ones which have reached n-: Uave been indistinct ; but I may add so much — ^tliat 
the mam body of the defeated passed through the Gliatumpore pergunnah to-day, but 
through the firmness of Behareu Sing and others, to whom I have made over the pergun- 
nab, they were not permitted 1o commit outrages ; and, indeed, whenever they straggled in 
small bodies were themselves attacked. They have moved towards Calpee. 

Sir Colin arrived this morning about 12 o’clock. His plans are not yet decided.

1 HAVE the honor to lay Ik fore ins JNcclIency the ('omu)andcr-in*chief the det -ils 
of the buttle of Kudjwa. with the ’circumstances which ]<rcccdcd it. 

Ddtachmenls amounting to 700 mcii. uiidci* the command of Lieutcnant-( Jolonel 
Powell, of Her Majesty’s o.'htl Regiment, in charge of siege-train, guns, and a large 
convoy,* were jiroceeding from Allnluihad 1 > (?awnpore, iindfliad arrived on the Slst 
of October, after a march of twelve inile,s, at the cnim) dug-ground of ’I'hurrca. I’lie same 
afternoon, intelligence was received from J'’utteh]ior<‘ that the sc'poy mutineers of the Dina- 
])0re regiments, with three gmis, had p.i"sed the Jumna, with the iiitcution of cither 
attacking Futtehpore, or cro-sing mer into Oude 'I’he camp \s’as immediately struck, 
and we arrived at the camping-ground of Futtehpore at midnight. 

Colonel Powell then made arran/^cmcnls for marching at daylight upon the enemy, 
who w'ere rcporti'd to hi* about twenty-four mih'.s disttiiit, at Kudjwa, beyond the village 
of Binkw. The column of attack consi.sted of ]()2 men of Her Majesty’s .'33rd Regiment, 
under Major Clarke, (iS of t he Royal J'higiiu er-,, mider (’ajitain Clcrke, 70 of a Dep6t 
Detachment, under JjieuteiiHnl. Fanning, of Her Majesty’s O lth Regiment, and 103 of the 
Naval Brigade, under Captain Feel. 

It marched at daylight, and was joined from the garrison of Futtehpore by a <‘oinpany 
of the 93rd Highlanders, 100 in number, under (’aptain Cornwall, and two O-poundcr guns, 
under Lieutenant Anderson, Bengal Artillery. After prooeeding for sixteen miles the 
column hailed for refresshment, and then resumed the march tit a rajiid pace, passing 
thi'OUgh the village of Binkee at about 1*30 where the intelligence was confirmed 
that ^ enemy wcic at hand. 

,Thp troops pressed on without ijilerruption ; tlie Highlanders advancing in skirniish- 
order, supported by the Royal Eugiiueib, and followed by the 53rd Regiment, in 
cplpmn, and then by the Naval Brigade. The depot detachment was with the baggage. 

advanced along the read which led straight for the village of Kudjwa, and saw that 
the enemy’s right occupied a long line of high embankments on our left, of the road, which 
screened, by a grove, continued towards*tlic village, and that their left. was 
higher up'W the other side, with their gups posted in the centre on the road- — two of thorn 
ip pdi^O^ .atijd QUO oft a bridge near the village. A round shot coming down the road, 
opeii^ the battle ait about ‘.i'20 r.n., mid the column was oidered to edge to the right, 
and! ^idvanpe, ‘on thb guns through the eornrfic Ids; the skirmishers of the 93rd and Royal 
IFtfigiVift eja puablng bri, , on both sides of the road. The enemy’s Artillery was well served, 
and did great Execution, and the flank fire of musketry from the embankment was very 
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severe. The gallant Colonel Powell himsetf, on the left of the road, pft^ed on the attack; 
* and had just secured the guns of the enemy w'hen he fell dead with a bullet throiii^ 
forehead. In the meanwhile the Nawal IWg^ bad-advajiced on the ri^t of the SSrd, 
and carried the enemy's jxisition in their front ; it was then that the d^h of Colonel 
Powell was xfqmrted to me, and 1 was rcqu^d to assume tliefdommandi .iThe ^sablKfrde 
of flic emeray, the loug line of their, defences, and the exhaustion .of both' officers iand men 
after such long marclies, “rendered our position truly ciitfeal. The fi’ont ojf the batpe had 
^ome changed to the line of the roati, arid tlic enemy, with their fdi^ tehinp thw 
embankment, threatened to intercept our rear. I left Laeutenant Hay, II.N., suj^pcitited 
by the two 9-poumlcr guns, to hold the position which his party had gallantly ciuTied, and 
which secured our Hank, and collecting as many fresh troops as were avaiJaMe, Assisted 
principally by Lieutenant Lennox, Royal Engineers (Captain Clerke being unfortunately 
severely wounded), and by Ensign Traillf 53rd Raiment, we rushed across the road,' and 
passing round the upper end of the embankment, divided the enemy’s force, and drove 
them successively from all their positions. The enemy then retired in confusion, leaving 
us masters .of their camp, and with two of their guns, and a tumbril, in our possession. 

The late hour of tiic evening (it was half-past 4 when the enemy tired their last shot), 
and the excessive fatigue of the troops, prevented any pursuit ; we, therefore, spoiled their 
camp, and leaving it with cheers, formed on the road by the bridge near the village, and 
sent parties to collect our tlead and wounded. 

With the body of the Colonel on the limber of the gun he bad so gallantly captured, 
wc then returned and encamped neoi' the village of Binkee. 

Our loss in the action was very se\ t tw amounting to ninety-five killed and wounded. 
Inclosed are the returns of the detachnuiute forming the column of attack. 

The behaviour of the troops, and of the Naval Brigade, was admirable, and all vied 
with each Other, aiul showed equal courage in the field. The marching of the 53rd, and 
the accurate firing of tlu; Highlanders, deserve especisil commendation. 

I received the greatest assistance from (’aptam Cox, Her Majesty’s 7.5th Regiment, 
whom I would wish to bjneg to the favorable notice of his Excellency the Commander-in- 
chief ; and the arrangements of the field hospital under Dr. Grant, Her Majesty’s 53rd, 
and those of the Quartermaster’s Department, under Captain Marshall, were eveiything 
that 1 could wish. 

The total miml)er of the enemy was reported to be about 4,000 ; 2,000 of whom were 
sepoys, who fought in their imifonn. Their loss was estimated at about 300 killed^

Captain Mayne to the Governor-General of India in Council. 

(Telegraphic.) Camp, Jehampore, November 13, 1857. 

MKlllDPORE was attacked by the rebel force from Bunnug^r at 8 a.m. on the 8th 
instant, they having first fired the station. I'lie Infantry and Artillery of the Contingent 
assembled near the Artillery lines, and the guns opened on the rebels, who were under 
cover of the bungalows and their inclosuves. The Mehidpore Cfintingent Infantry mostly 
behaved shamefully, refusing to attack when led on by their officers. The Subadar Major 
opened his jacket as the rebels approached, took out a green' flag and hoisted it. Only a 
portion of the Artillery stood to their guns; and at noon, the rebels ad vanned and. toede 
them. The Contingent troops then fled, and thejr officers wbre forced to escape, esrorted 
by a faithful band of the 2nd Gwalior Cavalry., lieutenant Mills is killed, and Dr. (Mrey'' 
reported to be so. Major Timins left his wife in the city of Mehidpore, and fled towards 









Oojein with Lieutenant Dysart, joining our camp at'Bunnuggur on the 10th instant; that 
ijight, the Hydera^d contingent for<;e,starte(J for Mebidpore*, parties of the Ist^Srd. and 
4in Cavklry going in advance ; and on reaching that station yesterday morning, they found 
t evacuated; the rebels having tahen off two 12-poundcr8, four 9-pounders, and sixty 
:art-loads of ammunition and plunder. The Cavalry then pushed on, and recovered the 
two>J2-poanders, deserted in a nullah, and they hope to overtake tho others. They also 
3ut up a small party of Rohillas. The Hyderabad contingent force moved on to, and halted 
it, Tbussorie.tUl we came up, as their guns could not keep up, owing to the bfjd cross 
'oads, and are now with us. We expect to reach Thussorie, north-west of Mehidpore, in 
,hree days ; this route being difficult for heavy guns, they proceed under a strong escort by 
,he high road, via Theeshoord to Mundisore ; a party of' the 1st Cavalry, under Lieutenant 
Dowker, commanding their front. Captain Thealing is proceeding to Bundwad, with ’the 
Rullam and Nawab of Jowra’s forces, and wc shall all unite at Mundisore. Nearly all 
.he rebels have left Mundisore, and arc besieging Neernuch ; they have hitherto done no 
larra, having no battery guns, but have sent to .Mundisore for some. They have suffered 
some loss from the fire of our fort guns, and our main object is now to attack them, and 
•eliovc Neernuch. Mrs. Timius came into our camp this djiy, with Simons’ battery; 
she is unharmed, hut had to fly from home in native attire, being hunted after by the 
•ebels.

DETACHMENT of the 1st Cavalry, under Captain Abbott ; 3rd Cavalry, under 
Lieutenant Clerk ; and 4th Cavalry, under Captain Murray, — all under Major Orr, came 
ip with and attacked a strong rear-gtiard of the rebels at Burra llawul, on the evening of 
:hc I2lh instant, killing and (lispersing the whole, and re-capturing all the guns and stores 
laken from Mcliid|)ore, together with two of the enemy’s guns. 'IVo lines of Cavalry 
charged both rebel flanks simultaneouely, wiiich the enemy could not withstand, though 
.hey fought obstinately, a.s the list of casualties will .show'. It is not yet received. About 
100 of the enemy were killed, and 74 taken jirisoncrs, and had it not been for darkness 
uid high cultivation, not. a rebel would have escaped. Lieutenant Samuel, Staff officer, 
langcrously wounded.

Onr (Rivalry immediately 
attacked, manned, and d(spei'se<i tlie whole b.md, and took tlic two 9-i)oiinder guns, with 
a lartre train of carts loaded wi'h orduanee stores Pressed hy thi’ pursuit, the enemy had 
almndoiied three of the guns tliev had taken from A'leliidpore, and two nalivo guns of 
large ealiln'C they liad taken from Burnuggiii. Major Orr lia.s, therefore, recovered all the 
artillery taken by the reliels at Mehid])oi\', and tw.i guns whicli they brought there. The 
enemy had iip’vards of 100 killed, and leli 74 piisonei's in oiir hands. Lieutenant Samuel 
was dangiTously wounded, and ( 'aptaias Murray and Clerk had their horses shot under 
them. ()iir casualties arc consideiahU; ; the enemy fought with obstinacy after they were 
broken. The atlair is most honorable bo h to men and otticers, and as useful as it is 
creditable.

DURING the last ten days- the Rajah of Chirkaree Shah applied three times, through 
Mr. Curne, for tuH^jis, once foi the aid o! British troops from Cawnjiore llhal, second time 
for those in the service of the Alaharajah of Gwalior, and a third time for those in tin? employ 
of Nirlauro Seerboyn ; I quite agree with Mr. Came as to the urgent necessity for our troops 
rc-oecup\ ing Bauda and Sajenpore as soon as possible, but it appears to mo that it would 
be uuadvisable, and only complicate matters, sanctioning the employment of the troops of 
any third party in our district, for the proper management of which the Rajah can at 
present be held responsible. The following is an ejctract from a letter from Mr. Came at 
Chirkaree, dated 15th instant* — 



‘‘The Gwalior forces fi’Ora Jaloiin have marched into Calpee, and form, it said, 
with the Banda quota of rebels, a nice little army of 1 2,0(X). 'I'liey have taken possession 
of the Calj^. fort; whert‘ they have placed their guns, ammunition, and treasure ; r nd have 
seized and imprisoned thd Jaloun authorities, the Sautior Pundit.

(Telegraphic.) Nagpore, November 21, 1857, 

I HAVE just heard from Hosungabad that Major Ore’s force crossed the Nerbudda 
from Hindia on the left bank of Nionwa on the night of 23rd instant, en route, vi^Lullidn, 
to Mhow. 1 have had nothing to say to xhe . movement, and conclude it hfis been made 
on the I'equisition of Coloner Durand. The detachment of Cavalry from Secunderabad 
arrived on 27th, in thirty days from that station. Men very healthy, arid horses in excel- 
lent condition.' All the country through which they passed was perfectly qniet. The 
rebels in the Hosungabad and Nursingpoor districts threatened to cross the Nerbudda 
from the right bank, and the officers commanding at those stations respectively are calling 
out for Cavalry to aid in keeping them in check. I am quite prepared to send either 
Hyderabad or Madras Cavalry at a moment's notice, and have informed Major-Erskine to 
that effect. All perfectly quiet in this province.

Lieutenant Dowell, R.A., to the Secretary to the Government of India. 

Sir, Dacca, November 22, 1857. 

I HAVE the honor to inform you that, in consequence of intelligence received by 
express at 5 p.si. last evening, from Mr. Metcalf, Judge of Tipperah, that the three 
companies of the 34th Native Infantry, stationed at Chittagong, had mutinied, plundered 
the treasury, let loose the prisoners, and wei'e supposed to, be making towards this 
station, a meeting, cornpos' of (L T Davidson, Esq., (’omraissioncr of the district ; C. F. 
Carnac, Esq., Magistrate ; Lieutenant l^ewis, Indian Navy, commanding detachment 
European seamen, and myself, was imnicdintclv convened : at which it was unanimously 
agreed that the detachments 2nd Company 9th Battalion Artillery, and 73rd Regiment 
Native Infantry, strength as per margin,* should be disarmed at daybreak this morning. 
Conswpiently, at 5 a.m., Lieutenant Lewis, Indian Navy, commanding detachment 
European seamen, proceeded to the treasuiy and disarmed that guard, detaching at the 
same time a .section, under the cornnumd of Mr. ('ounor, Indian Navy, to my quarters, for 
the purpose of disarniing the Kxccu’He Engineers guard; this being accomplished, we 
joined the main body and procccdc<l to the lines, tlisarming the t'ommissariat guard 
en route. 

On our arrival at the Lallbagh, Lieutenant C. N. M‘Mnlliu, commanding detachment 
73rd Regiment Native Infantry, and myself, entered, followed by Lieutenant Lewis’s 
detachment: immediately a shot was tired at Lieutenant C. N. M'Mullin, followed by a 
heavy fire of musketry from the mag.azine, barracks, and other buildings. 

Lieutenant Lewis, Indian Navy, eonimanding detachment European seamen, formed 
lihe, fired a volley, and charged ; alter wdiicli, tlie sepoys fell back upon my 6-poundcr 
guns : tlie guns were taken and spiked, tlio sepoys entirely routed and dispersed. 'I'hc only 
assistapee 1 was able to give, was to assist Mr. Connor with his mountain howitzers, onp 
of which he kindly made over to me, and 1 worked it until the end. 

Dr. W. A. Green, Cavil Surgeon, who accompanied us as medical officer, in the 
absence of Dr. A. V. llestj’, who is very ill, is, I regret to say, severely wounded by a 
ransKct-ball through the thigh. As far as I am at present able to discover, forty of the 
sepoys were killed during the engagement, wh’ch lasted a little more- than half-an-hour. 

• The trca.surc, ami nearly all the ammunition, and a great number of muskets, are in 
our jKJSsesfrion ; those who escaped, only carrying oil’ what they liad in pouch. 

A statement of arms, accouiremenls, ammunition, &c., missing, will be forwarded to 
tlie Military Auditor- General without delay. 

Of the whole detachment, we have only fifteen remaining, six of whom are in 
hospital.

Tlic women, wounded, and state- prisoners, and King’s treasure, 
and twenty-three lacs of rupees, with all the guns worth taking away, are in my camp ; a 
great many guns were destroyed, before the Residency was given up, those that were worth 
bringing having been transported with much labour and made available for our own purimsc. 
The slate-prisoncrs were brought with us.

Sir, Camp, Poordhaut, November 24, 1857. 

IN continuation of my letter of the 1 9th instant, 1 have the honor now further to 
report, for the information of his Excdlency the Commander-in-chief, that on the morning 
of the 20tl), I moved my camp on about six miles to the village of Seraikela ; this was out 
of the course of my direct route to Poorahaut, but was in comj)liancc with the wishes of 
Lieutenant Birch, Senior Assistant Commissioner, the village in question being disaffected. 
Here the Irregular portion of my force was materially increased, its numbers being raised 
to between 400 and 500 men. 

On the morning of the 21st, at a quarter to 3 o’clock a.m , I started for Poorahaut, 
and after nearly’'seveu hours’ incessant marching through a jungle, so thick that the greater 
part of the way I could only proceed by single files, having my flanks, however, protected 
by the Irregulars; at half-past 9 o’clock a.m. I reached the open space in front of the 
village of Poorahaut, without a single straggler from the Sikh detachment. I compute the 
distance to be nineteen miles. 

The village of Poorahaut, as proved by after-inspection, contains an area of about a 
quarter of a mile square, surrounded by a very thick line of bamboo hedge. On the east 
face, pointing the open space upon which I had arrived, pe hedge presents the form and 
appearance of a curtain, with its flanking bastions witl^ openings in it at regular intervals ; 
on the north side is a jhed, and on the I’cmaining sides the forest jungle a[>proaches close 
up to the indosure, with the River Sangje flowing north-west and south-east, and then 
taking an easterly course under the south face. 

■The, natural defences of the place left me but very little option as to the manner of my 
approach ; consequently, on arriving at the open space, apd merely waiting to form my 
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mm, I immediately advanced across it with, the Sikhs towards an opening on the left 
bastion, onleritjg the li regulars to keep in the jungles, and attack on the north-east and 
south-east faces. 

On a nearer approach the hedge appeared to he lined with men, and one or two shots 
w(Tc fired at the Sikl>«, and the numbers of the enemy evidently .increasing upon the point 
of m-y approach, 1 tlircw hi a volley from luy right section, and without waiting to load, 
broke into open column of sections and passed quickly through the opening. In the 
meantime shots were exchanged on iiiy 'iglit flank, that is, on the north-east of the 
inclosurc, where the enemy hud a small field-piece, wdiicb, though apparently for some 
reason unable to fire, they ajipcared for a moment inclined to defend, but on my appear- 
ance in the inside they dispersed in ui[ directions. 

My princijial ohiect being the capture of <hc Rajali, I advanced as quieklv as passible 
inf!b the liody of the jilu'-o, but unlnrtuiiately took the wrong rood ; on gaining the right 
one and arriving at Ins house, I found, to iny great disiifiiiointnient, tliat he had made his 
escape only a very fevv niniutes heioro. for there wcic evident traces of a very liumed 
dcparlurc — curiy in cour.-.c of jircpaialion, &:c. 'I'lie entranuo 1o his house was defended 
by tv\o small guhs, carrylitg a hall of ahouf two pounds weight; f'lese were not attempted 
to he d'seharged, though at tlii- moiiieiif a few shots were tiicd from the opposite side of 
the river, by wltieli two of the ScraiKclu boys were wounded.

Mahomed Hussein, formerly Morid fcliMldur of Banda, with others, have been 
killed in an atfray at Marriekpore with some of the Rao’s followers, employed in trying to 
collect tlie revenue. 

Bhowauee Smg, the suhadar of the Dinapon; mutineers, who headed the mutineers 
who burnt down Nagode, was said to have ht'en made prisonci- in the battle of 
Kudjwa, and to have been aftei wards hung at Futtehpore. Sheoall, suhadar. of tlie .5()tli 
Regiment Native Inf.inlry, who joined him at Nagode, is conlidently reporti'd to have been 
killed in the same action. Those are the two niiseieants who signed a letter to the 
Maharajah of Chirkari. calling ujkiti him lo eutofl’lhe licadsof Mr. Came, and Mr. .Stewart, 
and it is satisfactory to think that justiiic ha.s been so .speedy in arresting their blood- 
thirsty project.

ON the 2 1st instant we had a sharp skirmish with the enemy's piequet, who attacked 
ours, and wore driven into M undisore w'ith eousiderahle loss. On the 22nd we moved, 
by our left flank Irom the .south-east t i the west of Mundisorc under a .slight fire, and 
established our jiosit.ion. On the 2'>r<L the foreo moved on to the Necmnch side to 
intercept the rebel army rorunnng fro.n Noemuch to Miindisoie, leaving a small force to 
protect our rear from an attack by the eiiemv on Mundisorc. The enemy attacked in 
front and rear, munhering about 8,000 men, with six guns, and were soundly (hraslied at 
both points, and all their guns taken. 

On the 24ta ihe remnant ot the relicl army in the village of Goorasia were shelled, 
and the place curried by storm early tliis nmrning^ The rebels vacated Mundisorc and 
fled towaids Naguri'h ; our CavaJiy havnig been eonlinually on hqrd duty for four days, 
too fatigu'd and hungry to I'ullow'. N emuch relieved; Captain Mayiie, Intelligence 
Dejiartment, goes there to-morrow. 

Casualties in four day.s : — Killed, Lieute nant Redmayne, 14th Dragoons, and eight rank 
and liie; VVhnmdcd, l/Icntenant .laino, severely in the arm, Lieutenant Martin, severely in 
the leg.

Sir, ' Chi! /agony, Nov(mber 24:, 

I iliWE the honor lu report, tor the infonnution of iMajoi’-Ccneral fiir J. Ilearsey, 
K.C.B., commanding the J’residem y diviMon, that on the evening of Wednesday the IStli 
instant, about 9 o’clock, tlu: detachment of the .‘lllh Kegmient Nathe Infantry mutinied, 
and instantly occupied flie uuigaKiuc with a strong bmlv of men. Immediately upon 
hearing the noisi- from niy house, wliicli is (juite c!i se to ti.e lim s, 1 w’Oiit to the parade in 
company with Lieutenant Hunter, bat upon ap])ro:K'luug tlu- scene of distinbanec, bearing 
the men very violent and loading their mu«kets, T directed tlait olheer to retiic, and went 
forward to thcmutinceis alone. I found a verv stiong guard in (ronl of the luagazine, who 
challenged me, and shouted out in u most violent lone. Don’t care for him. Go aivay; 
you have no business licrc.” 1 advanced up to it, and did my best, with every argument 
I could use, to persuade the men to tlu'ir dut \ ; but a Mahomedan, who was m a native 
dress, and not in uuilbrm like tlie rest, standing out in front, (‘idled out in a loud V(jice, 
"The whole detachment is in a state of mutiny, and we liav(‘ all detci mined to die- if it is 
necessary. Go away.” This he said shaking his hand in my and using the most 
violent gestures. A shout was then lai.sed, '* Shoot him i shOot him!” hut a number of 
voices replied, “ No ! no! don’t hurt the captain.” Taking encouragement from this, and 
thinking I might have some men who would stand by me, I agiiin endeavoured, by every 
persuasion, to bring the men to a sense of llicir duly, and aiipciiled to several sepoys by 
name, who had previously home a good eharader, to think what they were aliout, am) to 
remain faithful to their salt ; hut they all replied that they had jonie.l the. imitihceis, ami 
that it was not their intention to vviduliavv. A sliout was again raised, “Shoot him! 
shoot him !” vvhieli was again negatived, and at tiic same mon'cnl two or tliree sejiovs, 
witli their inuskct.s at the charge, came at me. Noi liki.ii; this demonstration, } .stepped 
back a few paces, and got out' of t he crowd, winch wiss graduiiliy getting round me ; nSikh 
of No. 4 Comjiuny tlieli came up, and giving me u ivnig’n [msh, said, ” Go uway irom this 
(Hmn soli log Inggi r gya).'’ Not a single native eomnns'iii'm’d or nou-eommi.s.'-ioned t-fficei , 
or Sikh, remained by me; and seeing notliing eo<dii be done, 1 went to the (piai (ers of 
Lieutenant Hunter, close by, and found that otficer with Lieiitcrtant. The.mson, walking in 
the veraiulah; I told them hastily what had oceurrrd, upon which tliey mined theitisclves 
and immediately went away. 1 then went to every house in the cantonment, to giv'^e 
warning to the residents, but most of them had already taken alarm and fled. Ultimately 
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joining the Civil Surgeon’s family, who live at the extreme end of the cantonment, in their 
company I sought to make my own escape ; but by this time the parade and all the road 
around were covered with mutineers, so that we were only able to reach the next house, 
where we were detained lor about two hours ; we afterwards disguised ourselves as natives, 
and, under the guidance of the Collector’s bearers, proceeded by a juTjgle path to the banks 
of the liver, wheu with difficulty we got a boat, and dropped down to the Kortabeea light-’ 
house, from whence we returned yesterday. 

I have to state that the mutineers jilundercd the trpjisin'V most completely, and in 
doing so killed a burkundau/e. 'J'hey also broke open tlie jail, and forced the prisoners 
to go with them to carry the treasure ; and afterwards returned to the cantonments, and 
blew up the magazine and burned down the lines. I am happy to say that none of the 
European residents have been personally injured, and that, with the exception of a horse 
or two which were taken away to carry their baggage, the mutineers have left all private 
property untouched. 

I have been informed by a native named Thakoor Bux, formerly a icraadar of the 
Chittagong Provincial Battalion, whom the mutineers torced to go somr distance with 
them, that the pay-havildar of No. 4 Company, named Rujub Ali Khan, has assumed 
command of the detachment, which, hear, has crossed the Fenny river, and entered tlie 
territories of the Rajah of Tipjierah. ? 

I took the opportunity while at Kooluhdecn, to write to the Commissioner of Arracan, 
reporting the mutiny, and retjuested him to send a copy of my letter for the information of 
the General commanding, wliicli I lio])c has been done.

RECEIVED the following from Colonel Maxwell ; — 

“The Europeans did not go fi-om this. Magistrate here has heard tliat t.OOO 
Europeans arrived at Cawnporc the evening befom last, and more were expeefod shorth. 
The story is likely to be true, but has come through several mouths ; a .spy has jusl eonu* 
in from Cawnporc, which he, left at 10 a.m. ychterday ; he only went as far as the lU'ale^^ 
battery in Nawabgunge, close to the canal, and about 800 yards I’roin entrenehnu n< lie 
says he counted the enemy’s guns, twenty-seven ; each had tw'o w'aggons, w'lth country eurts 
near them. The guns of different sizes, some of them mortars. He says, when lie left, 
immense deal of firing was going on, ours much the heaviest and’doing frightful c.xeeution. 
He knows nothing about reinforcements from Tmeknow ; no enemy on this side of Cawn- 
pore, except a few sowars in its envirouh.

ON 21st encamped four miles south of Nfundisoi’e. The enemy came, attacked our 
left front and threatened our right; they wTre repuKsed and driven into MimdLsore with 
some loss. On 23rd, column advanced on Belchepooni. The enemy gave the right bank 
of river, and confined himself to round-shot tire from fort and suburbs, which proved 
harmless. Column crossed the river by Babroel ford, camped at 2,000 yards from 
Mundisore. Cavalry pursfted Heera Sing and his hoivscinen, and drove them wirii lo 
into a village on Neemuch road, about ten inile.s from Mundisore. when* the enenn’s I’oj'ec* 
showed its Standards^. On 23rd, column marched to a ])osition tiorih ol’ Mundisore, on 
the Neemuch imd, and met the enemy advancing. They took up a jmsition with sriong 
village, of Gooraseela in their centre, and overlapped very eonsidcrably both llaiiks of our 
position. Our artillery silenced the five guns on the enemy’s left centre, and a part\ e.l' 
Her Majesty’s 1 4th Dragoon.s took the guns. TJic enemy was driven from his j)o&ition 
with heavy loss, but a body of them threw themselves into the village, and continued lo 
hold it tenaciously. Whilst engaged in front, the gairison of Mundl'^ore sallied out and 
attacked our rear, but were repulsed with loss by rearguard, which was timely strengthened. 
Neemuch is relieved, and the remnant of this formidable insurrection are now occupj ing 
the fort and town of Mundisore, and are said to amounl to 2,00U men, much di.spii-lted by 
thar repeated defeats. In this battle of Mundisore the troops of all arms. Native ami 
Europeans, beliaved admirably. Our Joss is not heavy, considering the w'ork done*.

^'HE mutiny of the I9th and 34th Regiments, and the uneasy feeling known to 
prevail amongst the native tj-oops at nniny stations, harl prepared us for the reeeipt of 
unpleasiint intelligence, although f(‘w could, 1 am* expected that wo should bear at’ the 
treacherous and cowardly inas‘-,icres that were about to take place. 

On the morning of the lOth May, a report was received at head-quarters at Simla, 
from General Hewett, that the sentence of a Court-martial on 8.5 , mutineers of the 
Rrd Light Cavalry had hecai carried out, they having bi*en marched to jaU ironed, frotn a 
parade of the whole garrison of Meerut. He, at the same tiinb, mentioned that the beha- 
viour of the rest of the native troops at the stalfon was excellent. Private letters from 
officers both of the 11th aud 20th Regiments were received at Simla praising their men, 
and an experienced officer of the latter corps wrote that even the bad characters of the 
regiment were, behaving well, apparently to show that they had no synnpathy with the 
mutinous spirit evinced by part of tlu' ;ird Cavaliy. and some of the Native Artillery 
rooruils. 

On the afternoon of the Pith May. copy ol‘ a telegrajihic message from the signaller 
at Delhi to Umballah, reached Simla, slating that he was obliged to fly, as the mutinous 
sepoys from Meenit had entered the place, and v.tre burning the bimgalows. Iffiis was 
brought by C^'iiitain Barnard, Aide-de-camp, who rode express froin Umballah, and who M 
passing Kussowlie had, by direction of Sir II. Barnard, commanding the Sirhind dhdsidn,'' 
warned the 75; h Foot, there stationed, to be in instant readiness to move down to the 
plains. As the temjier of the Umballah native reginnmts was more than doubtful, on 
I'eceipt of this intelligence, the Com man dcr-in -chief at once diaqjatehed an Aide-de-camp to 
Kus.sowlie to order the 75ili to move dowm forthwith, and expresses were sent to warn the 
1st Fusiliers at Dugshai to move after the 75th a.s soon as possible, and for the 2nd Fusiliers 
at Subathoo to be ready to march. Expresses were sent also to Ferozepore to desire the 
magazine lobe placed under cUiTgc of an Eu'opean guard,- and to Jullundur for an 
European (ifetachinent to be at once thrown into the foit of Phillour. Officers on leave on 
private uft’airs wei-e desired to I'etuiu to tfaem stations. ' ' 

Late on the 13th, a note arrived from Meerut dated midnight of tlje lOtb, having been 
brought by cossid, stating that the native troo])s had risen in open mutiny, the portion of 
the cantomnont touth of the nullah had been burned, and that the European troops wwe 
defending their barracks. Some , of the paiticulam of the Delhi massacres were also- 
received abput tlie same time, and the following measures were ioimediatqly taken, 

The Commander-in-chief, with the AdjutMit-’Qeneral and ’Quartertnaster-Ggneral of 
the Army, the Second Assistant to the former, and the personal stafl*, prepared to start in 
the morning for Umballah. 

.^The 2od Fusiliers were ordered to Umballah at onfce. 

' An Artillery officer was sent express to Phillour, with instroctiqus for a third-rdaas 
siege-train to be immediately got ready, and also for the spatip of the troops of 



^Horne Artillery at .tJmballah» and a quantity of small ama ammanitfon, to be dispatched to 
thelatteernlaee^, , ^ • 

. -The Nusseree Battalion, which was believed to be perfectly staunch, was to march 
next day! with all expedition to Phillour, there to be joined by as many of the 9th Irregular 
, XJayalry as could be spared, and then to escort the siege-tmiri to Urnballah. 

The native company of Artillery at Noorpore and Kangra was ordered to Phillour to 
comic down with the train. ■ ** , 

. /iPbe 'Si^oor Battalion from Deyrah, and the head-quarters of the Sappers and 
Miners at Bioorkee, were; ordered to Meerut, and finally a circular was issued witli the view 
of allavihg,,if possible, the excited feelings winch, it was very apparent, were prevalent 
thtpugfcout the native army. - 

, During the 15th, and the morning of the Idth, the ‘Coro'mander-in-cluef and staff 
reached Urnballah, and the same morning heads of departments and commanding officers 
met at Sir H. Barnard’s house, wl ere General Anson had taken up his (juarters. 

il^js Excellency considered that a force must be moved on Delhi, hut the number 
, of available troops was small ; very little carriage, and hardly any doolie bearers were avail- 
able ; the Artillery had only the ammunition in their waggons, which might be expended 
in one action ; even the Infantry had very little ammunition with which to commence a 
campaign ; aiid without some heavy guns it seemed useless to attack Delhi. However, 
the Commander-in-chief decided that an advance must be made as soon as practicable, 
and the greatest possible exertions were required from dej)artmental officers to enable the 
move to bs made. 

The position of affairs as known at Urnballah at this time, was as follows . — 

At Delhi, those Europeans who had not escaped had been mas.sacred, and the place 
was held by the mutinous corps from Meerut and the troops of*its own gairison. 

At Meerut, the European troops were occupying a portion of the undcstroyed part of 
the cantonment, and were busy in erecting defences. The district around Meerut was in 
complete disorder, and the Civil Courts powerless# 

At Urnballah and Jullundur, though the native regiments w'cre overawed by 
European troops, it was evident that no confidence could be placed in them. 

-At EerozeiJoi’C, a serious in u|ilny had occurred; and at Ijahore, the whole of the 
native troops had been disarmed. 

From below Meerut there was no intelligence whatever, but it seemed more than 
jirobuble that the mutinous spirit had broken out in many other stations, and sad massacres 
occurred. 

At Simla the Nusserce battalion refused to march to Phillour, and by their conduct 
cfcatcd great alarm amongst the European residents, wdiilc a party of this corps at 
Ku^wlie plundered some treasure, rendering it necessary to send back 100 of the 75th 
from Uiuballah, to reinforce the depot at that place. The Nusserce battalion eventually 
ruarphed to Seharunpore, where it has since rendei-od good sendee in maintaining tranquij- 
lijy, gnd punishing insurgents. Their display of ill-feeling at this junction was, however, 
very unfortunate, and rendered it necessary for the siege-train to move' from Phillour w'ith 
a very insufficient escort, consisting of part of the 9th liTcgqlar Cavalry and sonic native 
Contingent detachments. J 

The 2nd l''usilicrs reached Urnballah on the morning 'of the 17th, and the force now 
there consisted of two troop.s of European Horse Artillery. Her Majesty’s 9th Lancers, 
75th Foot,, 1st and 2nd Fusiliers, Native Laneers, 5th and GOtli Native Infantry. The 
native, regiments were simply an incumbrance, so there reinaiiud disposable about 450 
effcqjllvp, Cavalry and 1,800 effective Infantry, with twelve light guns. ' , 

, , To *p^'ovide for tlic safety of Urnballah, four companies of the 2nd Fusiliers were 
qirtjeriJd remain ; besides this, the native company of Artillery from Kangra, one

iwith all^isK^fhers ; and stilLfurther to lessen ouxiefy for Urnballah, some of the troops 
of tW Phttiala Itfljah* 'yhosc friendship wa^ relied on, were hrouglfr into the cantonment.

but between Panipul and Rh}’e. as well as on to Delhi, the police stations, cl^k bm^lowS} 
and telegraph poles and wire, had almost everywhere been destroyed. 

Ou the 25th of May the Comniaudcr-in chief reached Kurnaul, and was attacted, with 
oholera on the following duj , dying early in the morning of the 27th. Sir H. Barnard, 
who was in immediate command of the Delhi field-force, had reached ICumaul ou the night 
prior to {Jeircral Ansoit’s death. 

On the morning of the dih of Junc the head-quarters of the force wore at Rhyc, and 
on tl«( 5th marched to Alipore, witliin ten mile.s of Delhi, The 60th Rpgiment of Native 
Inlantcy had been detached to Rhotuek from Kurnaul, in the hope that independent 
employment rniglil keep them staiinclr; i)esides which, it was very evident tliat the 
liuropearr troops would never have fought with corrfidcnce with this regiment behind them 
or by. their hide, and as k was fell to he too great a trial of fidelity to employ native 
Hindostani corps against mutirreers, the head-quarters of the 4th Lancers were sent to 
Mcei’ut. . 

On the 6th the siege-train reached camp, together with the hcad-quar’ters of the 2nd 
Fusiliers, which had joined it < wo marches from Umballah. - . 

* On the 7th, Brigadier Wilson having crossed the Jimma, and Bhagpult, arrived with 
hi.s small, hut efficient forci’, which, at Ghazec-ood-dep Nuggur, one march from Delhi, 
on the Meerut road, had tvvice gallantly repulsed attacks of the mutineer fora;, capturing 
five guns, (bur of them of he. vy calibi’o. 

Tlie force now in camp consiststed of: — Horse Artillery guns (European), G.Hprse 
Pat'erygyns (European), ,9th Lancer-s, two squadrons Carabiuiers, six companies 60th 
Rifles, 7;)tli Fool, 1st Fusiliers, and six companies 2nd Fusiliers., head-quarters Sirmoor 
battalion, and tlie portion of the Saj>{.ers and Miners which had not mutinied, about 
160 men 

In round numbers, there were GOO Cavalry and 2,400 Infantry, with twenty-two field 
guns. 

Besides the above, the sic,ge-lrain, consisting of eight 18-poundcr guns, four 8-inch 
howitzers, four S-ineh mortars, and a 5.}-hK’h mortar, had attached to it a weak. company 
of European Artillery (four yf Gth battalion), and 100 Enropeaa Artillery recruits. 

The licad-<,|uartors and a squadron 4t!i Irregular Cavalry, and a wing 9th Irregular ' 
C^uvalry, were fiiso in camp, but as a gmat portion of the former corps had already nuulnied, 
and neither could be implicitly trusted, they were ordered on the 7th to proceed towards 
some village near the Jumna, whore parties, of rebels had been reported to have been seen, 
that, on the day of action, the force might not be ambarrassed by treachery in its owufanks. 

At 2 A.M. ou the 8th June, the troops inarched from Alipore to attack the enemy’g 
advanced entrenched position at Badleo Serai, four miles from Delhi. , Prior to tb)b inarch, 
Cap^’'iu''Howell, Isi Fu-iliers, Sub-Assistant .Com'missarv-Gcneral, died of cholera aftw a 
few ho jra’ illness. This scourge, which broke out at Umballah in May, nevei*, once ' vas 
co:nplti.ciy absent from our camp' until after the fall of Delhi, carrying off many officers 
and hundreds' of valuable soldiers, and at times raging in particular corps with extreme .. 
virulence. Brigadier Hallifax* Her Migcsty’s 75th’Regiment,coi]^manding the 1st Infant|«y 
Brigade, had [ii^viouhly bccm corapcllcd by ill health, brought on the circu^tanctiS of 
the sevy ice, to return to Kurnaul, where be died. * . / . 

The baggage was all left at Alipore, with directions- not 'to jinqive on, until the snecei^ 
of our attack at BiwljLo had declared itiielt) and onlors been sent back for its advan^r , 
The gui) rd I'or its jirotqetion was composed of two guns of Major ij^tlerv^, a fequadf^n ; V

The“maih stttaek W‘as to be n.adc in front, supported by a dh'ereion on the eneniy |8 . 
left flattjf with Cavalry and guns. Brigadier (Irant, (’.B., commanding the Ciwalry^ 
aceordihgly quitted camp before the main column passed the canal at a neighbonririg 
bridge, and proceeded down its right bank with intent to cross in the enemy’s left rear, 
Snd'fo attack sininUaneously witluhe main body under Sir H. Barnard. Brigadier Crant 
had with him ten IIoiso Artillery guns, under Major Turner, consisting of four guns of 
Major Tombs’ troop, and Major Turner’s own troop, under Lieutenant Bishop ;* three 
squadrons 0th Lancers, under Brevet Licutenant-Qolonel Yule, and about dffy Jheend 
horsemen, under Lieutenant Hodso*. 

The main column proceeded down the Trunk Road, and consisted of Captain Money’s 
troop .of Horse Artillery, four guns of Major Scott's Hoiso Battery, four heavy guns 
hastily formed Into a battery tor held purposes, and principally, manned, by recruits, a 
squadron each of the Carabiuiers and !Jth Lancci's, and the five weak Infantry regiments. 

The total force to' be engaged in the main attack was, in round numbere, 'l?0 
Cavalry and' 1 ,900 Infantry, with 14 guns. That employed in the flank attack, about 
350 Cavalry’ and 19 guns, 

' It was intended that, in the main attack, our four heavy guns should open on the 
enemy from the road itself, with a liglil hattciy on cither flunk ; that’ Brigadier Showers 
with the 7.5tli Foot and 1 st Fusiliers should operate to the right; and Brigadier Craves, 
with the GOtli Rifles, ‘Jncl Fusiliers, and Sinnoor battalion, to the loft of the road. 

As the day broke the lights in the enemy’s camp were visible, and our guns advanced 
to open fire. Their Artillery, however, comiuencod the ball with a sharp cannonade, to 
which our guns were not slow' in replying, nie leading liif'antry brigade moved o if the 

• road to the right, and deployed ; the /fith on the left, the 1 st FnsiHtir.s partly in support 
and partly on tlie right of the 75th, and this brigade advanced in line under the cannonade 
towards the enemy. At this time the 2iid brigade, which by some accident had fiiUen in 
rear, w'us not in sight, but orders were sent to hurry it up. The fire of the eiioniy’s heavy 
battery, aided by several light guns, began to tel) seriously ; the l)ullock-drivei*s of our 
heavy guns ran away with the cattle, and one of the wai^ons blew up. Our men tell first, ' 
and thp staff oilerin’g a tempting mark, two oncers, fkilone! Chester and Captain llusselb 

’ were" killed, and .several horses of the stuff lost in the course of one or two minutes. Timb 
was precious ; there was no sign of any flank attack by our Cavalry on the insurgents, 
and it was evident that our guns could not silence their Artillery, sheltered behind a 
parapet, so Sir H. Barnard hrderod the 75th to charge and take the heavy battery. This 
corps, led by Brigadier Showers and Colonel Herbert, carried out this duty iu the most 
spirited manner. They wej’c supported by ilie Ist Fusiliers, who, iu their advance, 
Suffered somewhat from a muj-kotry fire, opened from an inclosuro on their right. 

The battery was hardly taken ere Brigadier Graves came up on oiir left, and Brigadier 
wbnt (who hud been much dclaycil by the. great difficulty experienced in getting his guns 
over souH} watercourses) appeared on the enemy’s left rear and at once attacked tlieni. 
This completed the defeat, and the insurgents fell back, leaving several guns in our posses- 
sion, besides their camp. 

• The troops pushed on in pursuit, clearing many gardens, until we readied Ihfe cross 

road, one 6 f which leads to the city through the Subzee Mundee suburb, and tbe other 
(the left road) to the (sintonment. From this point we could see the ridge beyond the 
cantonments held by tbe insurgents, and after a short hall Sir H. Barnard, with Brigadier 
Grdves’ brigatle of Infantry, Captain Money’s troop of Horse Artillery, and a squadron 
9th limqcrs, took the left, dr cantonment, road, while Brigadier W ilson, with the rest, of 
tlie Artillery, Cavalry, and Brigadjer Showers’ brigade of Infantry, took the 'rdafl through 
the Subzco Mundee. The Sirmoor battalion was ordered to extend between the eolumns, . 
but the di^|ancc was too great fbr the commanicalion to be complete. It was intended 
thus’simultaneously to attack both flanks of Hindoo ^ao’s ridge 5 the Sirmoor hattalron , ' 
hkirmishers^rcateoing it at the same tithe in front. . , ' 

In front of our .left column, on the -ridge, was the flag-staff tower, at which the 
insiirgehts had |»osted , three guns, and frdm these a cannonade was opened on Sir H; , / 
Barnard’s* colunin. ’The column moved across open ground, to pass a wide and deep ' ' 
csnal cnt> which raq. nearly parallel to the ridge, and at a distance of, perhaps, 1,200 yards, 

V • hf'i rad^oriry bridge. ■ This was partially destroyed, but' fortunately was left of a sufficient 
viidtlS foif the khns to pass, and no more. The insurants had the range of the bridge,’ 



afid ifept up an a^awite fife brf ft as the’ celumn and<‘gmi8 passfed * Wofceedinig 
, onwards thmu^h the hats of the sepoy Imdsi'and thai throogh the sti^etrOf luk^ed hanga*-' 
lows of officers,’ the column came out oh the 'bank of the-fiag-staff gunsi' at’ a. dfetaoce of 
a few hundred yards, and Captato Money^s troop having moved to the front,* wheeled up 
to its right, and comincncfed a lire which almost iimmediately sileneiix] the’’ cannont ctf 
the ihsurgiehts. ‘ Tlie 60th Rifles and 2nd Fusiliers, having brought up thfeirdeftwlioulders, 
then advanced and took the guns,' and tlie Sirmoor Battalion coming Op , to the ridgei, 
the Whole column moved along its crest, tow^ards Hindoo Rao’e* house# on rcaehi^f' which ^ 
it was joined by Brigadier Wilson's column, which had come by the road through thtK 
Subzce. Mundec suburb, and had been opposed e» rowfe, capturing an I S^popnder gU]i^ . 

While Sir II. Barnard’s column was moving on the ridge, as well as after it bad been.' 

. joined by that of Brigadier Wilson, a cannonade was kept up from the city, and the shot 
' ranged well up to, and over, the ridge, killing some men and blowing op a gun.limbwr. 

The camp was ordered to be pitched on the can|onment parade-ground, facii^f the 
lines, and, with its rear protected liy the canal cut, which could only be crossed by bridges 
at certain points. A mound on the right of camp offered an advantageous post jfor a 
picquet on that flank, which was much exposed to attacks from the SVibzee M'undee 
suburb. Cavalry pirquets on the left flank patrolled to the river, while the ridge on Our 
front was held by the Sirmoor Battalion, and two companies of 60th Rifles at Hindoo 
Rao’s house, on the riglit ; a picquet of Infantry at the flag-staff tdwer, in front of left 
of camp; and an Infantry picquet at a mosque, midway between Hindoo Rao’s house and 
the flag-staff*. . “ , 

The heavy guns were ordered to be Imniuht up to Hindoo Rao’s, preparatory to being 
put into battery' and it was found necessary to have two light guns on picquet at the 
flag-staff, Hindoo Rao’s, and the mosque. 

The troops were withdrawn to the camp ground, but the tents were not up, and the 
heat WMi excessive, when about '2 p.m. the insurgents eonnnenced a heavy cannonade 
from the vails, their balls conslaritly flying far on our side of the ridge ; a body of troops, 
also, came olit of the city, and threatened Hindoo Kao’s, or the main picquet. The 
whole of the troOps had again to move up to the ridge, and, after a short time; the attack 
Was repulsed ; but the cannonade did not altogether cease, and it became evident that as 
tong as we occupied the ridge, all our picquets on it would l)e exposed to the fire of the 
heavy guns, howitzers, and mortars within the city. 

’ In tire action fought this day, our losses were tolerably severe ; they are given in the 
margin.* Of the troops opposed to us it was said that 1000 of those who came out never

' 3'hirteeu guns were captured, tizi, an 8*ineh howitzer, twp 24-pounder gup^ two 
18-pounders, and Abe remainder; 9-pounder guns. 

It is'irapopsible to give anytliing like an estimate of the insuigent force, hut we know, 
that at this period the lollowing corps of detachments were at Pelhi, , and though one or 
two porlions of ' corps probably arrived without arms, there was no difficulty in supplying, 
their wants in this respect from the armoury in the Delhi magazine ir— ,

In addition to the above there were known to be many native soldiers on furlough, 
particularly of Irregular Cavalry, a very large portion of which branch of thg service reside 
within a circuit of 100 miles from Delhi ; also a miscellaneous collection of Customs chup- 
prassees, who had deserted their posts, police and jail guards, besides many loose characters 
of all kinds, and tiiese, though far from i'orniidablc in the field, could do much mischief 
when firing from behind walls, during our numerous subsequent actions in the suburbs, 
they being well aware that a secure and certain retreat into the city was always open 
behind them. 

From the above, it woftid seem that, in the early part of the siege, ,the mutineers had 
but one Artillery company ; but whether the company liad been strongly reinforced by 
native Artillerymen on furlough, or whether the numerous magazine lascars (an intelli^nt 
body' of men) assisted in working the guns, or both combined, certain it is that, from tj^e 
first day of our arrival before Delhi, the mutineers seemed to have no want of traific^.. 
Artillerymen, and were always able to work as many guns as could conveniently be brought 
to bear upon us. * ■ 

Major-General Reed, the Provincial Commander-in-chief, arrived at Alipore from 
Kawul Pindec on the 8th of June, just as the troops were marching. Unwell, and greatly 
fatigued by a rapid journey, during intense heat, he took no part in the action, and never 
assumed personal command of the troops until after tjie lanmnted death of Sir H, Barnard, 
though his advice in matters of moment was freely sought and given. 

On the morning of the 9th of June the Guide Corps, consisting of three troops of 
Cavalry and six companies of Infantry (Rifles), marched into camp, under command of 
Captain Daly. This distinguished body of men had marched, at the hotte.st season of the year, 
from Murdan, on the Peshawur frontier, to Delhi, a distance of 580 miles in 22 days ; 
and though the Infantry portion were occasionally assisted with camels or ponies on the 
line of road, the march was a surjivising fcat, even for Cavalry. _ ^ 

The same afternoon the mutineers, who had cannonaded at intervals during the day, 
moved out of the city, and threatened our position on the ridge, making a sharp attack on 
' its right at Hindoo Rao’s house. The Guides moved up in support, and the insurgents 
were driven back into the city with considerable loss. On our side Lieutenant Quentin 
Batfyc, Comnlandaut of the Guide Cavalry, an enthusiastic, gallant soldier, was mortally 
wounded, and several men- killed and wounded. . ^ , 

During these 'two dgys our heavy ^ns were being put in position on the ridge near 
, Hindoo Rao’s house, to reply to the enemy’s Arc. They were too distant (from 1,200 to 
1,500 yards) to do more than check that fire, and sometimes to silence the guns at the 
.Moree Bastion. It was at once evident that our Artillery and Engineer means were, insuffi- 
cient to take Delhi, the g:uns of the rebels being infinitely superior in numbers and calibre 
to ours, and well served ; while to make regular approaches Vim quite impossible, the 
Sappers being few in number, and so large a proportion of tlie Infantry being at a.11 times ' 
required for the defence of our position,, thnt no men could be spared fqr wotfeing- 
' parties. ' ■ .

’ , On the looming of the J2th a very fserkms attach was- made *: a la«ige body of the 

’ mutineer Infhntry having concealed theniswiires in the mvihes in ^rT. Mctcalfra eompound,^ 
between the Flag staff Tower and the river, soon affer daylight, made a stidto and 
. vigorous attack oo the picqnet at the Tower, consisting of two Horae Artillery gUttS afld a 
detachment 75th Foot. They gained the sammit of the ridge on the; left' of tlie tower, and' 
tbopxcqact was hard pressed, losing Coptaln Knox, killed, and several men. ' The musketiy 
fire ;was sharp and hcav^y, and the ballets fell into the camp ; some of the men even 
descended to the camp-side of the ridge, and three were killed in thesepoy Hneswitlrin ft fthtJWt’ 
distance of the tents, lleinforcements moved rapidly up in supprai of the picquet, and the 
•, insurgents were driven oft* and pursued sonie way. To avoid a recurrence of anything of, 
the' kind,' a large picquet was sent to occupy Sir T. Metcalfe’s ruined house clode to the' 
river, thus throwing up, as it wore, the left flank of -our defences, and rendering it almost 
itnpos«ibic for the enemy to pass round on that side. 'I'his pictjuet eventually was thrown 
in advance of the house, and divided nito three portions: one, 150 men, on a' mound on 
the right of the compound close to the road leading frotn the Cashmere Gate to the canton- 
ment sudder bazar, and from which a few men were detached to a house on and command- 
ing the road ; 50 men in a low house midway between this mound knd the river-bank ; 
and 1 50 men in the stables close upon the river. 

All these posts were gradually strengthened by the Engineers, and were of much use. 

Sir T. Metcalfe’s house would have been previously occupied had it not been for the diffi- 
culty of our providing relief for the pictiuet'^. and after this it sometimes was impossible to 
carry but the daily relief's, 'riie Flag-staff continued to be held by 100 men with 2 guns; 
and at night the siuitries from this picquet, and the mound picquet In the Metcalfe 
compound, communicated. 

The attack at the I'lag-staff liM hardly been repulsed when other bodies of insurgents 
advanced upon tiie Hindoo Ee.o picquet, and through the Snbzee Mundee into the 
gardens on the right think of camp. 'I'he first of these attacks was not serious, but the 
latter tlireutcnd the mound pieipiet, and supports of all arms liad to be moved up. The 
1st Fusiliers, under Major .laoob, then advanced, and drove the mutineers out of the 
gardens, killing a consuierable number of tlicm. 

As it seemed certain that our moans were insufficient regularly to besiege the place, a 
proposal was made to take it by a covp de main, and to this Sir H. Bai’nard assented. 
There was considerable risk in the attempt, for not more than l,70Cfor 1 ,800 Infantry 
were available for the assault, and there w'cs every reason to anticipate a prolonged struggle 
in the city and in capturing the palace ; during which time the camp, with all its sick and • 
wounded, stores, followers, &c., would be necessarily very weakly gnardtid. Failure, 
moreover, would have been disastrous, not simply to the troops employed, but, in all 
probability, to the whole British population in Upper India and the Hunjanb. The 
' General, however, was urged from all ([Uirlers “ to take Dellfi,”^ by those who little 
comprelicnded his iveaknoss or its strength. 

Two gates weic to be blown in by jiowdcr bags, by which columns were to effect an 
enfrance, anrl early in the morning of 12th June, corps were actually formed to move down 
to the assault, when the mistake of a superior officer, in dedaying the withdrawal of the 
picqiiets, witbo*it which the Infantry regimenrs wetc mere skeletons, forced the plan to be 
abandoned, as daylight was coming on, and if was felt that sufecess was impossible if thq ' 
blowing-in prowss was not effected by surprise. 

Thi-re are few who do not now led that the accident which hindered this attempt was ' 
one of those happy interpositions on onr behalf, of which we had such numbers to be ♦ . 
thankful tor^ Defeat, or even a partial succcs.^, would have been ruin, and complete 
success would dot have achieved for us' the results subsequently obtained, or, as far as can • 
be seen, would it liave prevented a single massacill, mo^ of which, indeed, bad already "’ ' 
taken place. 

• From tins period almost daily attacks took place for some time, and though our losses • , 
were not heavy, the troo[)S were much harassed. , . 

Though our iinostment was only on one side of the city (happily securing, however, 
our left flank and the eoramunication with the Punjaub in our rear) very nearly half the 
effective force at this period was onf pictpiet, and when the ^'alaon ” sounded, and all the 
piiquots had been reinforced, there merely remained a few companies of infantry, be^es 
, some Guvaky and. guns, in reserve, to succour any point swfously attadted,^r to tnhke « . ,

onr .ri^it .l^oqmet, at tire mound. Our batteries replied at intervals, and always w ben 
. the enemy’s fire, became very troublesome ; mnd a mortar-fire on the city was regular^^* , 
inaintaiiwed ’at night. The trunnions of o^r 8-inch ho.witzcre giving way one after , 
i^er, these pieces were sunk in the groujud andi used as mortars; their shells having: a • 

long range, in our 'batteries we used the enemy’s' ordnance captured at Batllee, and' 
as , we , had . no ammunition for the captured 24-pounders, the shot of this calibm tired 
the anemy were picked up and sent back again. ' . 

The position at Hindoo Rao’s was confided to the charge of Major Reid, of the ' 
Sirmoor Battalion, who established his corps in a large Imusc, which gave its name* to the 
whole ridge. , • 

At first he had only his own battalion and two companies of the GOth Rifles, but after 
a time iibe Huidc Infantry were added, and on an “ alarm,'’ he was reinforced by two more 
companies 60th RiHes. He had the protection of all our heavy batteries, and throughout 
the siege held this honorable! post. The house in which be resided with hia corjw, V.a8 
within perfect range of nearly all the enemy’s luavyguns, and was riddled through and 
through with shot and shell. He never quitted the ridge, save to attack the enemy below 
it, and never once visited the camp, until canied to it wouiultd, on the day of ihfe final 
assault. ‘ 

On the 1 5th, a very shaip attack was made on the Metcalfe picquet, and the enemy 
taking advantage of the lowness of the river, tried to turn our left flank by the sauds 
below the high river bank. The party of the 75tli Foot on picqnet, however, repulsed 
the onset, and being reinforced, the assailants were driven back, and lost a good number 
of men. 

On the I7tb June, tlic cannonade.was more than usually scveie, apparently to divert 
our attention from a batteiy, wliich it was evident tlic onoiny were constructing on a rising 
ground, in the direction of thc45cdgar (a large walled iticlosure on a hill\ and the fire (rf 
which, if completed, would enfilade our position on the ridge. During this cannonade a 
shot came into a portico of Hindoo llao's house, killing or wounding ten men of different 
corps, including Ensign Wheatfoy, 64lh Native Infantry, attached to the Sirmoor Battalkm,, 
who wa.s killed. 

Sir ll. Barnard dctei'mined to drive the insurgents from the position they were taking 
up, before their battery could he established, and to destroy the works that hod been com- . 
menced : so at 4 p_.u. two columns were detached on thi.s duty.' The right column under* • 
Major H. Tombs, of Horse Artillery, moved from camp towards the enemy’s left : it con- 
sist!^ of lour guns of his own troop.s ; thirty Guide Cavalry ; twenty Sappers and Miners ; 
two companies Her Majesty’s GOth ilities ; and four companies Ist Fusiliers ; while Major 
Reid moved from Hindoo Rao’s towards Kissengungc, and the enemy’s right, with four 
companies GOth Rifles, and the Sirmoor Battalion. Both columns were completely 
successful, and each dcfcatcil and drove off considorable bodies of mutineers. Major 
Tombs captured and brought in a 9*pounder gun, and Major Reid, l>e.«iidcs destroying a 
' battery; burned the village in which it was situated, a magazine (evidently made by sappers), 
and the gates of three sefi ais. 

The column under Major Tombs fiiad, two killed; Captain Brown, Ist Fusiliers* 
(dangerously), and nine men wounded, with seven horees. Major 'foiubs himself wlals 
slightly wounded, and had two horses shot, making five horses that, from thecommence- 
.ment of the campaign up to that date, hud been shot under him. 

The colutun under Major Reid had one man killed and five wounded. ^ ' 

On this and the previous day, the mutineers were rcinforeed by the NusseCrabad' 
Bi^ade, consisting of the 2ndcom|!any 7tl) battalion Artillery, and No. G Horse Battery ;; 
the 15th and 3Qth Native Infantry ; with a few men of the 1st Bombay Light Cavalry 
Lancers. 

, llarly in ,il>e afternoon of the 19th, the enemy began to issue from the city, and 
t^ifeatened nearly every part of our position. A very lar^e body with guns, however, pr^ ' 
ceeded tlvough the suburbs abd gardens on our right, and re-appearetl a mile and a-haif in , 
our;i:ear,,«i^atan,hour before sunset. Twelve guns? ami 4he available Cavalry (tetweeu ‘ 
40P add.fiOtl wn), all under Brigadier Grgnt, immediately moved rapidly to.meet them, and' ' 
a aihVp 'beriob portion of the GOth iRifles in camp, was also sent in su'pport dfx

By the . time that the 60th Rifles had reached the ground it was . nearly (Wk, wd 
quite w when the other Infantry came up. After dark the a<^ion still raged for, .some- 
time, and a waggon of Major Scott's battery was exploded by the enemy’s fii’e..,, , , 

The firing on both sides gradually ceased, and our Jnfantry being much too weak in 
numbers to attack the enemy’s eictended line, our troops raturnfd to camp about , 

the insurgents’ fire totally (basing. ' , , „ . J v,> 

At daylight next morning Brigadier Grant was again on the , ground, and, foupd.'it 
abandoned.* A good many dead men and horses were lying about, apd.h Orpounder .gun, 
which was brought in. , , . . , 

He had hardly returned to camp when the enemy agmn resumed their attaqk on the rfar, 
and opened fire at so short a distance that their round-shot came right through the camp. 
Some of our guns again moved to the rear and so.on silenced their fij*e, and Brigadier 
Wilson, with a body of troops, proceeded towards the enemy only in time to find, thein 
hurrying away to their side of the canal. 

The insurgent force Was principally composed of the Nusscerabad brigade. Their 
loss must have been very severe, for numci'ous bodies were lying about, although they had 
the whole night for their removal. Thirty-five horses were found lying on the spot where 
their field-battery (the famous Jcllalabad battery) was drawn up. ' 

Our own lc{j|3S in this affair amounted to i 3 officers, 17 men, and 25 horses, killed ; 

7 officers, 70 men, and 35 horses, wounded ; and 2 men missing. The portions of 
Artillery, 9th Lancers, and 60th Rifles, engaged, as well as the Guide Cavalry, all suffered 
heavily. • , , 

'file officers who were killed or died of wounds were : Brevet Lieutenant-Colonel 
Yule, 9th Lancers; Lieutenant Humphrvs, 20th Native Infantry, attached to, the 60th 
Rifles; and ' Lieutenant Ahxandcr, 3«1 Native Infantry, who hacl,,come to Delhi with 
magazine stores, and accomp-iuied the troops into action. 

The officers wounded were : CoKmel Becher, Quartermaster-General, severely ; 
Captain Daly, Commandant Guide corps, severely; Captain Williams, 60th Rifles, scv^ely; 
Lieutenant Bishop, Horse Artillery, slightly ; and Lieutenants Me Gill and Dundas,’G0th 
Rifles, and Ensign Phillipps, itth Native Infantry, attached to the 60tb Rifles, slightly. 

Brigadier Hope Grant', commanding the troops engaged in the action of the 19th, had 
his horse shoyhnider him in a charge, and was only saved by the deyotion of two, men of 
his own regiment and his two orderly sowars of the 4th Irregular Cavalry. 

The Artillery ctiijiloycd on our side (twelve guns) consisted of jHirtions -of tlic four 
troops and batteries in camp under their respective commanders, Majors Scott, Ttjrner, 
and Tombs, and Captain Money. This empfoyment of poi'tions of troops and batteries, 
as well as of regiments, instead of whole troops, batteries, or corps, was an evil whiqh, 
owing to our numerical weakness and the necessarily large' force always on picquet duty, 
was oftim obliged to be tolerated. 

In fact, from our proximity to the enemy when an attack tpqk place, the first and 
most important object was alway.s to bring up such troops as were most ready tb jiand, 
and could, without danger, be spared. 

To render it less easy to make attacks in rear, which might have led to a ^ppage of 
our comimihication with the Punjaub, a battery for twd 18-pqundera wa8,„consfructcd 
behind the camp and armed, and the rear pii^uets of Cavaliy and Iijfahtry were posted ai 
it. Prior to this, three 18-pounders had beeh placed in battery on themouqd to„tho right 
of tiip camp, to check any attack from the side of the' Subzee .Mundee suburb/ Ajp 
lii'iintt-y piequet liatl boon here all along, and a Cavalry picquet on the ground below, tpgetlflt 

Avith two Horse Artillery guns. , ^ ,, , 

A day or two after the action, in rear of cJtrap, the mutineers from. JuHundur apd 
Phillour reached Delhi, consisting of the Gth Light Cavalry, 3rd, 3,6tb,,^and CJst, Regiments 
Native Inlkntry ; and very confident inforniation was given that.an attack was agaih, 
made in rear on^ lhc luoniing of the 23rd. On the .22nd a detachment, wa| at Rhye, 
twenty -two miles from Delhi, under commaricl of Major Dlphertfi, Horsp copf-^st-

U’WW hot destined, however, that the centenary of VJa&sy should pass over in g 
biOOdto manh^. The rear of these troops ha4 not reached camp, when a furious 
cannonade was opened trim the city walls, wlule guns tliat had been brought into w 
suburbs opened on our right, and kept up a heavy enfilading fire on Hintloo Kaw’s ridgS, 
which the £bw guns we had m position were unable in silence. The mutineer Inl'dutry 
occupied Kithengunge and Subzee Mundco in force, and threatened to advance qn the 
luonud battery, while a constant skirmish of musketry nent on close to our* ridge 
batteries. The mutineers were checked in their advance, but a first attempt made l)y 
portions of the 1st and 2nd Fusiliers to drive them fum) the strong posts they Imd 
occupied in Subzec Mundee failed , Colonel Welchman, Kt Fusiherh, who gallantly led 
the attack, was dangerously wounded, and Lieutenant .Jackhon, 2nd Fusifiers, killed. 
The heat was excessive, and many of our men fell from toe eftects of the. sun. The 
fire, however, uevCr ceased, and it bocanio evident that a gitut effbrt must be nwde to 
drive the mutineers off. To do this, it was nea>ssary to bring up cvciy available man, 
and the detadunent of 2nd Fusiliers and the 4th Sikh infantry, who bad just bmteUed in 
(twenty-two miles), had again to be turned out under a burning sun. To Brigadier 
Followers was confided the direction of the attack, to be made simultaneously from Hiudco 
Rad’s ridge and from the low gronrid in its reai*. 

It was entirely successful, and the enemy, withdrawing tlieir guns, retired into the 
city, having suffered severe punishment. Fiom that moment we kept an advauced picquet 
in the Subzec Mundee of 180 Europeans, divided between a serai on one side, and a 
Hindoo toraplo on the other side of the Grand Trunk Hoad, and both of which woio 
immediately strengthened and rendered defeiwiblc by the Engineers. These posts were 
only between 200 and 300 yards from the right batlciy at Hiuiloo Kao’s ridge, the 
picnucts from which communicated vvith them, and eventually a line of hroast-works 
running up the ridp connected, these picqiiets with the right battery. Ogr position was 
thus rendered much more secure, and the enemy wei-c unable to pass up the Trunk Roail 
to attack our right rear. 

In this action we liad J officer (Lieutenant .lacksou, 2ii(l Fusilicist), 3H men, and 
4 horses, killed; 3 officers (Colonel Welchman, 1st Fusiliers, severely; dkptaiu donos; 
60th Hifies, severely; and Lieutenant Murray, Guido Corps, .severely), 318 imn, and 
1 1 horses wounded, and I horse mibsuig.

'Iliis wae aocoird- 
iugiy carried out. TBe head'quarters of the 4tb lm>gulorR remained, twrely 100 inen. 
Not a single desertion, 1 believe, took plaeefruni the portion of the 4th throughout 'the 
siege, but they were, for the latter part of the time, deprived of their hai’ses and swords, end 
employed noleiy as orderlies. ‘ 

A selected squadron Ist Punjaub Cavalry, composed wholly of Sikhs and Punjaubeos 
now came to iDolhi, and the whole Cavalry force there, and tintil the end of the siem' (save 
that 200 Mooltan llqrsc joined with General Nicholson in Atigusi), Consisfed of sa weak * 
squadrons of Dragoons, five sqU&ditms of Ihinjaub and Guide 'Cavalry, m^d Captain 
llodson’s coiqM of Sikh Horse, in process of raising. Of the Native portion, ono squadroii 
was always dotaclied to AUpore, the first march towards Kurnanl. ’ 

’ <> Tbe Native troop of Horse Artillery, previously referred to, had its guns taken Hiky at 
a later date, simply to remove tomptatidti, and because some of the young soltHoin nad 
deserted, Not one old soldier of the troop deserted during the siege, and through- 
out they were constantly employed and behaved very Well in the inorUr hatlerW 
When l^lii was taken, they were given back their guns and horses. Thrdr horses and 
arms* worn also then re^mid to the head-quarters 4th Irregular In/hntry. ' 

On the 1th July, the mutiueci's a^in came out in great force arid attaeke(l out 
batteries on Hindoo Imo's ridge from an early period in the day, and for nrhny hours kept 
up an indossant fire of artillery and musketry. As the fire firoin the ridM fulled to drive 
them off, a column Under Bri^dier Showers moved in the S^b^ee Muuoec about 3 p.m., 
dad after a shorp struggle forced them to withdraw tliejr field artillery, and rt'lire into tho 
city. Opr men pressed them so elo^ely as to suflbr firom the grape fire fiom the city 
walls, but we found on this as on sulweqUent owasions, that the grape thrown from largo 
guns and howitzers ranged freely uj) to 1,000 or 1,100 yards, and then inflicted mortal' 
wounds. Onr ti-oops, however, on the 14tli July, pursued'to withm (iOO yards. 

The coluiiin under Brigadier Showers, consisted of six Horse Artiflwy gurtS pndi'r 
Idit^or Turner and Captain Money, tho 1st PueiliCi’S under Major Jacob, and Major Coke’s 
corps of Punjaub Rifles, with a few of the Guide Ckivalry and flodson’s Horse, and the 
Kohatiimaltah. Brigadier-Genorsi CBamberiain acc'omptmied the column, and on passiiig 
the foot of Hindoo Rao’s ridge, it was joined by Major Ilcid with all the available men from 
his po^inja.M*

By the insurgents placing guns on the op])osite side of the river, the Metcalfe piciffuet 
after this suffered some annoj'ance from the enemy, and the camp of the 1st Punjaub 
Infantry had to be shifted ; but before any othei' t'ugagement of impoi^nce took place, 
we had received a most valnahle reinforcement in Brigadier-General J. Nicholson’s column, 
consisting of Captain Bourchicr’s European Horse Battery, Her Majesty V^2l>d Hight 
Infantry, the remaining wing of Her Majesty’s Gist Regiment, .the 2nd Pun^fe^fentry, 
.and 200 Mpoltanec llorai'. It was still necessary, howeVei', to wait for tll^l^pSiif-train, 
with. a large quantity of ivmmunition, in progr^j^s trom Ferozepore. 

On the 13th or 14lh of August a body of the enemy, prineipolly Cavtdry, 
byithe Nujufghur road, with the object, it was presumed, of interrupting our communi- 
cations with Urahallah nnd the Punjaub, and t>f attacking Hansi or .Ihccnd. , " 

Lieutenant Vlf. S, R. Ilodsou wa* therefore delachcd to watch them, and, as far as 
p08^ihl(^ to fm’strjitc their intentions, lie took with him the head- quarters of his own 
, ne)viy-raiscd corps of HorhC, 233 sabres, 103 Guide Cavalry, and 2.5 Jhcend hoi-sejncn, 
with six European officers. 

On the tirst march he managed to .surjjrise, and nearly to destroy, a party of mutineer 
Irregular Cayalry, sowars of different regiment'^, including ressaldar Bisbarut Ali, Ist Irre- 
gular Cavalry. • ' • ; ; 

The flooded state of the country remlerwl movement extremely difficult, but 
,itenqini^,Pl()dson pushed on to Rhotuck; on approaching which place, he had a skirmish 
witb a . body of foot men and a few sowars, lieatlecl by Babur Khan, the chief of the’ Kangur 
tribe. These were charged, and thirtcenof them kin^. . ' 

, The next morning Lieutenant Hodson’.s party was again attacked by Babur Khan,|With 
about 300 horsemen that he had managed to collect, supported, by about ,900 m^tewbek, , 
men. Tho heads of tho assailants were immediately charged and driven l^k« but as tt fire. 
was kept up from the inclosprcs near the town., lieutenant Hudson reliied, and ao drew 
the nisuigents out into oj>en country, upon' which he again charged and drove Biem into 
the tovfU; fifty of their horsemen being left dead upon the ground. *

' Besides the above, there were in camp (notwithstanding that several hundred sick and 
wounded had been sent to Umballah) sick, 1,5.35, wounded,, 304.’ 

' In the course of the 24th, a large force of the enemy, with eighteen guns, left Delhi, 
and proceeded in the Bahduvghur direction, with the avowed intention of intercepting our 
8ieg;e4rain, known to be in progress from FeroKcporc with a very slender escort.. Brigadier- 
General Nicholson was accordingly detached at daybreak on the 2.5th, to endeavour to over- 
take and bring this body of rebels to action. His column was composed of sixteen Horse 
Artillery guns, under Major Tombs, with Captains Reminingt.ou and Blunt-, 30 Sappers, 
under Liieiitcnunt Geneste ; a seju-adron ot the 9th Ijiincers, under l.ieiitenant Sard ; a 
squadron of Guide Cavalry, under Captain Sanford ; the squadron of the 2nd Bunjaub 
Cavalry, under Lieutenant Nicholson ; 200 Mooltanee Horse, under Lie\itcnant lind ; 
420 of Her Majesty’s 6 1st Regiinent, under Lieutcnant-Colond Rainey ; the 1st Burojjcan 
Fusiliers, 380 men, under Major .Jacol) ; 1st Punjaub Rifles. 400 men, jundcr Lieutenant 
Lumsden ; 2nd Punjaub lufanti-y, 400 men, under Captain Green. 

The diificulties of the march were very great ; the line of route being off tlie Trunk 
Road. Before reaching Mangloee, nine miles from camp, two difficult sw-amps had to be 
crossed. Here intelligence was received of the enemy's movenu-nts, and tlu; troops imme- 
diately pushed on towards Nujufghur, at which place they arrived about 4 r.M., and found 
the enemy posted, occujiying a position about a mile and three-quarters in length, extending 
from the bridge over the Nujutghur canal, to the lown of Niijufghur. I'he baggage wa.s 
left behind (before crossing a ford in front of the insurgents’ hue) protected by the detach- 
ment of the 2nd Punjaub Cavalry and 120 Mooltanee llorse. 

The strongest point of the insurgents’ jmsition was an old serai on their left, in which 
were four guns, and they had nine more between tlie serai and the bridge. 

By 5 p.M. our troops w-ere jicross the ford, and advanced to the attack of the 
serai, with the intention, after its capture, of changing front to the left, and sweeping down 
the enemy’s line to the bridge. 

Pne hundred men of eacli corps wore 1 'ft in reserve ; and tlie Gist Foot, 1st Fusiliers, 
and 2n(l Punjaub Infantry, wore formed up. with fbur guns on the right and ten on the 
left flank, supported by the h(|nadi'ons of the ftth Lancers and Guide Cavalry. Altera few 
rounds from the guns, the lul'antry charged, carried tlic position, changed front and swept 
down the line, the insurgents flying over the bridge, with our guns playing on them. They 
left thirteen field-piecCvS in our hands. 

Meanwhile, the 1st Punjaub Infantry had cleared the town of Nujufghur,* 

It being found that a village in rear was still lield by a party of the enemy who were 
■ cut off, the 1st Punjaub Rifles were sent to take it, but met with a very obstinate resist- 
ance, their gallant young commander licing killed, and the Gist Foot had to be sent back 
in support before the place was taken. Indeed, more projicrly speaking, it was not taken, 
but was evacuated by the enemy during the night. 

The troops bivouacked on the field w'ithout food, having been marching or fighting all 
, day, and during the niglit the Sappers mined and blew np the Nujufghur bridge. 

' The column returned to camp on the evening of the 2Gth, the enemy having quite 
relinquislicd their intention of going to our rear, and being in full march for Delhi. 

Our casualties were 2 officers and 23 men killed ; 2 officers and 68 men wounded ; 
16 horses killed and 4 wounded. Officers, Lieutenant Gabbelt, Gist Foot, and Lieutenant 
Lumsden, Ist Punj-aub Infantry, killed ; lieutenant Elkington, 61st Foot (since dead), and 
Assistant-Surgeon Ireland, llorse Artillery, both dang(*rously wounded. 

The following ordnance was captured on this occasion : — One 24-pounder howitzer, 
two 12-;(>ounder ditto, two 9-poundcr guns, four G-pouiider ditto, two 4-iH)undcr brass 
native ditto, two 3-ponnder ditto, with a large quantity of ammunition. 

On the morning of the 2Glh the insurgents id the city turned out in great force, 
apparently believing that we had few men left in camp during General Nicholson’s absence. 

Tho pioquets were immediately reinforced, and the enemy commenced an attack on 
the right of the ridge, and opened fire with field guns from Ludlow Castle on the mosque.

Towards tlie end of the month our sick incrca.scd a gopd deal, and on the 31st August^ 
2,368 men were in hospital. 

filarly in September, the siege-train being close at liand, preparations were madc^ for 
the eominencement of active operations for the capture of Delhi, and one of the fi^et things 
done was to form a trench to the left of the “ Sammy House,” at the end of which a 
battery was constructed for four 9-pounders and two 2'4'pounder howitzers, ’^fhe object 
of tl)i.s battery was to prevent sorties from the T-ahorc or Cabnl Gates passing round the 
city wall to annoy our breaching batteries, and also to assist in keeping down the fire of the 
Moree Bastion. 

' As this battery w’as within reach of grape from the Moree Bastion, several casualties 
occurred during its construction, and Lieutenant Warrand, of Engineers, lost an arm 
while on duty there. 

By the Gth Sopteud)cr all reinforcements that could possibly be expected, together 
with the siege-train, had arrived. The former consisted of detachments of Artillery, 8th 
Foot, and GOth Rifles, the 4th Pimjaub Rifles, and a wing Belooch battalion, and when 
the actual .siege ojjeralions eommeuecd, the miinher of effective rank and file of all arms, 
ArtilleiT, Sappers. Cavalry; and Infantry, and iiicliKling laseurs, drivers, newly raised 
Sikli Saj)pcvs and .AttillerL and recruits' of Jhaijaiib corps, was 8,748. and lhi>re were 
2,977 in hospital. The strength of Britr * troops was; — Artillery, 580; Cavuhy, 443 ; 
Infantry, 2.294. 

The European corps w'erc mere skeletons ; the strongest only havirig 409 r-ftective 
rank and file, while the .52ud Light Infantry, which three v\ceks before had arrived with 
fully GOO umk and file, out of hospital had now only 242. 

‘ 'Fhe Caslmien; C’ontingeut of 2.200 men, and four guns, had also reached Delhi, and 
several hundred men of the Ji. i ud Rajah’s (k)ntiugcnt (which had previously been most 
usefully employed in keeping up our comimiuication with Kurhaul), were, at the Rajah’s 
particular request, brought In to share iu the eicdit of the capture; the Rajah himself 
accompanying. 

For a detail of the actual ojieralions of the siege, I annex copy of an admirable letter 
that apjieared in the “ LahoreClironiele'’ of 30th September, under the signature of “ Felix,’’ 
who is, apparently, an officer of Enginet'is. In the margin 1 will take the liberty to correct 
one or two trifling errors, and to add jonu* infoimation : — 

Letter from “ Feliir’' to th,‘ Editor of" Lahore Chronicle” 

"Your readers will bavc undor,-too(l from llie iutelHgeuce which has been from time 
to time published, that from the peiioci o( the arrival of our army before Delhi in .lune 
last up till vT'i'v lat(‘ly, the position occupied hy-ouv troops has been in effect a purely 
defen.sive one. " It ''xfeuded from the pirtnut at Melealfe's house, close to the river on the 
left, along the ridge facing the north side of Delhi, as fur a.s the Subzec Mundec suburb on 
our right, where the ridge terminates ; disl.m' e from the city wall aveniging from 1,200 to 
1,500 yards. 

‘‘"W'e had, from the first, no choice a*- to the front of attack, our position on the 
north being the only oiu* that could secure oer communications with the Punjaub, whence 
OUT' supplies and reinforcements were drawn. 

“ Whether the «-ity might or might not have been carried by a coup de main 'as 
was contt nipinted fii.st in ,luiie, and afterwards in July, it is needless npw to inquire. 

But, judging from ibc resistance we aftei wards experienced in the actual assault^ 
when '»e had been greatly leinforced in men and guns, it appears to me fortunate that the 
atteiujit was not made. The strength of the place was never supposed to consist in the 
strength of its actual defences, though these were much undervalued ; but every city, even 
without fortifications, is, from its very nature, strongly defensible (unless it can be effectually 
surrounded or bombarded), and within Delhi the enemy possessed a magazine containing 
u])wards of 200 gmus, und an almost iiu xbaustible supply of ammunition, while their 
immlurswerc ccrtainlv ne\ er less than double those of the besie^rs. Few will doubt, 
then, tliat the General in command exercised a sound discretion in refusing to allow a 
handful of troops, unaided by siege-guns, to attack such a place, knowing, as he did, what 
disastrous results must follow u failure. 

“ By the beginning of this month, however, wc received the siege-train from Feroze- 
porc, and further leiiiforcements of European and Native troops from the Punjaub, and it 
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Ume, it was resolved tliat t\ve siege should W at opcc commeueed, and wosccuted with 
tUe utraost vigour. ^

“The means of the Engineers wei-c verv re,stric(e(l, not in oflicei’s, hut in trained men, 
of whom there were only about 120 regular Sap))ers Some eoinpanies of Muzbee Sikhs 
had, ’however, been rapidly rai.sed, and jiartially trained, and a bodv of eoolies bad also 
been collected, who worked lemarkably well. The park bad been at Work (or some time 
in collecting material, and 10,000 faseines, 10,000 gabions, and 100,000 sand-bags, were 
rcatly for future operations; field magazines, scaling-ladders, and spare jilatforins, bad also 
been duly prepared, and great credit is due to Lieutenant lirowiilow, of Liigineors, in 
charge of the park, whose activitj and intelligence contributed not a little to the eventual 
success of our operations. 

“'rhe north face being tiie side to be attacked, it was jvsoh'ed (o bold the right in ’ 
cheek, as far as po^-vsible, and to push the main attack on the left, (irrt. as tlierncr would 
completely protect our llank as vve advanced; secondly, as there wai. hettev cover on that 
side ; thirdly, as, after the assault, the troops would not find fhcmselw,'. immediately in 
naiTow streets, but m comp.iratively open ground. 

“'Phe (i-ont to be attacked consisted of the Moree, (Cashmere, and Wafer I’astions, with 
the curtain walls connecting them. 'I'hese bastions luul been greatly altered and improved 
by our own engineers man\ ycai's ago, and ])rcscnted regular fiiee.s and flanks of masonry, 
with properly cut embrasures; but the height of the wall was 24 feet above the ground 
level, of which, liowover, y’fect was a mere parapet .‘1 feet thick, the reniaindcr being 
about four times that tbiokne.>.s ; outside, the wall was a very wide beriiu and then a ditch, 
16 feet deep, and 20 feet wide at bottom, c.sear}i and eoim! isearp steep, ufnl the latter 
nnrevetled, and the kiruier revetted wilii sl ine, and s he! in beiirlu ; a good slojiing glacis 
covered the luwei'. ten feet ol the wall ironi all attempts ut‘ distant batteries. 

“ On the evening of the 7tli September, No. 1 advauee.l but! cry, in two jiortions, was 
traced about 700 vards from the Morce Bastion ; the right porrion, for five 18*pounders 
and one 8-inch howitzer, was to silen^ the Moree, and prevent its interfering with the 
attack on the left. Tlie left portion, for fom 24-]jomHler.s, wa^ Intended to hold the 
Cashmere bastion paitiaily in ebeek. The woiking parties were vi'ry little disturbed 
during the night; the covering parties in front kejit the iniisketry at a distance, and except 
three wcll-aiincd showers of grape tin own iVoiu tlu“ Morce, wdiieli knocked -over 
some workmen, wc received no annoyance.* By the inoniiiia: the two portions of the 
battery were finished and armed, though not ready to fire until nearly sunrise ; a trench 
was also made connecting the two portions, and e.vlending a little to the right and left 
so as to give communication with a wide and deeji ravine which, extending very nearly up to 
our left attack, formed a sort of first parallel, and gave good cover to the guard of the 
trenches, the doolies, &c. For some time wc \vcre vvi'll pounded from the Moroc with 
round

“ On the evening of the 8th and 9lh, No. 2 Battery was traced and commenced. To 
our surprise we had been allowed to seize this advanced jiosill.in at i/udlow (kislle, within . .vl 
600 yards of the city, without even a light lor it, on the prcwioiis day. In fact, there is'’&?i, 
Jittle doubt the eneni} -still thought the attack was to be on tbe right, where all ttie fighting ^ V 
had. hitherto been, and where all our old batteries were located. Ludlow Casdc and the ; 
Koodseebiagh were now occupied by strong detachments, and I'ormed our cliief supports to ' '

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the left attack. During the 9th a sharp ’fire of musketry, shot, and shell, was opened on 
.these positions by the enemy from the jungle in front, and from the Cashmere and Water 
Bastions, and the Selimghur, but no great damage was done. During the Ufights of the 9th 
and 10th, No. 2 Battery was completed and partially armed, but not unmasked. It Was 
in two portions ; (^e immediately in front of Ludlow Castle for nine 24-pounders to open 
a breach in the curtain between tlie Cashmere and Water Bastibns, immediately to the left 
of tlie former, and to knock oft' the parapet to the right and left for some distance so as to 
give no cover to musketry ; the othcr'portion, some 200 yards to the right, consisting of 
seven 8-jnch howitzers and two 18- pounders, was to aid the first portion, and work with it 
for the same end : No. 3 Battery was also commenced on .the left, and No. 4 Battery, for' 
ten heavy mortars, completed in the Koodseebagh, but not yet unmasked. Major Tombs 
was in fcharge of this battery. The light mortars, under Captain Blunt, were afterwards 
worked from the rear of the Custom-house. 

“ During the nights of the 10th and 1 1th, No. 2 Battery w'jis strengthened, armed, and 
unmaslvcd, and No. 3 Battery completed This last was made in the boldest manner, 
within ISO yards of the Water Btustion,^ behind a small ruined house in the Custom-liouse 
compound, and under* such a fire of musketiy as few batteries have ever been exposed to ; 
and it was for six 1 8-pounders, which were to o])en a second breach in the W^ater Bastion, 
and was worked by Major Scott. The enemy also went to work to-night, and made an 
advanced trench parallel to our left attack,' and about 3.00 yards from it, from which at 
daybreak they opened a very hot fire of musketry, which •was maintained throughout 
the rest of the siege. They itad previously f'ot some light guns and one heavy gun out 
into the open on our right, which caused iderable annoyance by their enfilade fire. 

" On the lull our batteries opened lire, a salvo from the nine 24-pouuders opening 
the ball, and showing, by the way it hrouglit down the wall in huge fragments, what dfeet 
it might be e.xpected to produce after a lew hours. The Ca.shmere Bastion attempted to 
reply, but W'as ipiickly silenced ; and botli ])ortions of i\o. 2 w'ent to work in fine style, 
knocking the bastion and adi'icent curtains to pieces. Majors Campbell and Kaye, 
Captains .Johnson and Gniy, li.ul cliarge of No. 2.* No. 3, liowcvcr, did not coinnumco 
lire till the following day, wlien the full power of our Artillery was shown, and the conti- 
nuous roar of fifty guns and mortars pouring sluH and shell on the devoted city; warned 
the enemy that his and our time liad at lengtii come. Night and day, until the morning 
of the 14tli, was tliis ovcrwiithning fin' continued; but the enemy did not let us have it 
all our own way. Though unable to work a gun from any of the three bastions that were so 
fiercely assailed, they yet stuck to their guns in the open which partially enfiladed 
our position ; tligy got a gun to bear fna'' a hole broken open in the long curtain-w'all ; 
they scut rockets from one o( their mai'lello towers; and they maintained a perlect storm 
of musketry from their advanced tre.ich and from tlie city walls, 

“ On the night of the 13tli ihc Engineers St# down and examined the two breaches 
near the Cashmere and Water Bastions and both being reported practicable, orders for 
the assault ■were at once issued to take place at daybreak the following morning. 

“ The arningcmcnt s for the storming were as follows : —

“ At 4 A.M. the,diflerent columns fell in, and were inarched to their respective places, 
the heads of Nos, 1, 2, and 3 Columns being kept concealed until the moment for the, 
actual assault should arrive.” The signal was to be, the advance of the Rifles to the front, 
to cover the heads of the columns by skirmishing. 

“ Eveiything being ready, General Nicholson, whose excellent arra,ugemcnls elicited 
the admiration of all, gave the signal, and the Rifles dashed to the front with a cheer, 
extending along and skirmisliing through the low jungle, which at lbi.s point extends to 
within fifty yards of the ditch ; at the .same moment the heads of Nos. 1 and 2 Columns 
emerged' from the Koodscchagh, and advanced steadily towards the breach. Our butteries 
had mainlaimid a tremendous fire up to the moment of the advance of tlie troops, and not 
a gun could the enemy bring to bear on the storming .columns ; hut no sooner did these 
femorge into the ojicn, than a perfect hailstorm of bullets met them from the front and 
both flanks, and odicers and men fell fast on the crest o< the glacis. For ten minutes .it 
was im}K)Ssiblc to got tlie ladder, s dowm into the ditch to ascend the escarp ; but the deter- 
mination of the British soldier carried all before it. and “ Pandy ” declined to meet the charge 
of the British bayonet. With a shout and a rush, the hrc'aehes were both won, and the 
enemy fled ii'i confusion. 

“ Meanwhile the explosion party advanced in front of the 3rd (lolumn, straight upon . 
tlie (!ashmere Gate, 'j’his little baud of herijes (for they were no less) had to advance, in 
broad daylight, to the gateway, in the very teeth of a hot lire of musketry from above, and 
throne h the .gateway, and on both flunks: the powder-hags were coolly laid and adjusted; . 
hut Lieutenant Salkeld was by this time horn dc combat, with t,wo bullets in him. 
Serjeant (Jaimiehael then attempted to fire the hose, but was shot dead. Serjeant Burgess 
then tried, and succeeded, but jiaid for the daring act with his life. Ser|eant Smith, 
thinking that Burgess, too, had laded, ran forwaid, but seeing the train a-light, had just 
time lo tlirow himsell iido the dileh, and es(a]>c the eflccts of ttie explosion. With a loud 
crash the gateway was blown m, and through it tlio.'iid (iolumn rushed to the as.sault, and, 
Old ered the low 11 just as 1 ho otlier columns had won the breaches. General Wilson has. 
since bestowed the Victoria Cross on LicuUmants Home and Salkeld,'!. on Sci'jcant Smith,, 
and (111 a brave man of Her Majesty's .')2nd Regiment, who stood by Lieutenant Salkeld to 
the last, and bound up his wounds. ■ 

“ General Nicholson then formed the troops in the main-guard inside, and, with his 
Column, proceeded to clear the ramparts, a.s far as the Moree Bastion. It was in advancing 
bevoiid this towards the Lahore Gate, that ho met the wound whicli has since caused his, 
lamented death — ii dealh which, it i.s not too much to say, has dimmed the lustre ol'even this 
victory, as it lias deprived the eouutry of one ol the alilest men and most gallant soldiers 
that liiisland anywhere numbers among her ranks. 

""i'he 4th Column, I regret lo .say, failed; but a.s it was too far for nui to know 
anvlldiig of its real projrress, [ jirefer leaving its story to be told by another, instead of 
sending you a vague and imporli'ct account. Had this eulumn succeeded, its possession of 
the laihiire (:Iute would have saved us much subsequent Iroulilc. 

‘‘ Mr. Editor, 1 regret that my account must stop here, as, being myself wounded at 
lliis stage of the proceedings, 1 was unable to witness the siibseijuent capture of the 
Maga/iii<-, the Burn Baslioii, the J’alace, and linally of the whole city: siiinc one else 
wiih douhlles's, conclude my story in a more worthy manner than I have told it. 

" fiius terminated the" siege of Dellu. Our loss during the actual siege was about 
:)b0 meu.^

“On the day of the assault it was Cl officers and 1, 1 7B killed and wounded, being 
nearly one third of the whole number enga^^ed. The Ist Fusiliers nlbuie lost , 0 officers, 
and other legiuients, 1 believe, in projxulion. Tlie Enginc'ers suffer^ heavily. . The three 
ollicers conducting Ko". 1, 2, and 4 Columns, Lieutenants Medley, Grcathed, and Maunsell, 
were all struck down early in the fight; and of 17 officers on duty that day, 10 were put’ 
hers dr combnl. The los& of the enemy is never likely to be correctly ascertained ; but at 
tlie end of the operation it is probable that at least LfiOO must have been killed, between 
the 7th and 20th, and a very large number wounded, who were- carried away. 

“ For tlie comph to success that attended the prosecution of the siege, the chief credit 
is undoubtedly dm' to Colonel Uaird Smith, the Chief Engineer, and to Captain A. Taylor, 
til.; director oi' tlie attack. On this latter officer, in fact (in consequence of the Chief 
Engineer being wounded), devolved the entire superintendence of tlie siege- work, and his 
energy and activity will, doubtless, meet with their due reward. 

Tlirougbmit Hu* operatieus he seemed to he omnipresent, and to bear a charmed 
life, for be eseaped without a wound. The jil.in of the attack was bold and skilful; the 
nut lire of the euoiny we wen ; eon tending with was e.va'tly a]>preciiited, and our plans 
sliaped accordingly. - Tandy ’ eau tigift well behind cover, ins*- liere he wusout-maiicruvred ; 
bis citlciitioii being divert, d from the real |)umt ol attack till the last, and then the «ovcr, 
wliieli might have proved such a serious obstacle to u.s, wa.s tici/.ed at the right moment, 
witbmit lo-is, aiul all it.s advantages turned ugaiusl him. With plenty of skilled workmeh 
the siege-works inighl have been luoro .speedily eonstriK'ted, but with the wretched means 
at our (li.sj)03al, the wonder is that so much wa.s done with so little loss. 

“If the siege of Delhi was not a ogular siege, in the .same seii.se with that of 
Jllmrtpoie or Stimgapatam, it may yet. bear a fail or eoinpavison with a greater than either, 
that, of Sebastopol. In both, the strength of the forllfiiatioiis was as iintbing; it was the 
proportion of hcvsieged to besiegers, the magnitude of the arsenal inside, and the impossi- 
bility ol* a thorough investment, that constituted the real streiigtli of the jilaco : in fact, 
neitiier were, properly speaking, sieges, but rather attacks on an army in a strongly 
cntieiichcd position.

1 must now add a few particulars to the above, and eobiplcte the account to tlie period 
wlun we were finally in pos«''ssi(m of the whole (ity. 

'1*0 enable the whole of the siege huttiTies to be armed, most of the heav'y guns wore 
vvitlu.rawii from the ridge, such only being left as were neeessaiy to render tlmt position 
seeuie against attack from the Ki.ssengmige diieetioii. The I'oot Artilierymeii, without 
relief, being quite unable to inaii thr' I cuvy guns and mortars, nearly all the officers and 
men of the Horsc Artillery were ^'•^t into the batteries, and worked in them until the 
luoniing of the assault, when tliey rejoined llieir troops. In addition to these, the 
('arabinlers and 9tli l.ancei.i furnished a (piuta of volunteers, wliose intelligence and good- 
will leiidered their .seiv'iees most valuable. Several volunteer officiTS from the line had 
been under in.struetiun in the ridge batteiies for some days liefbre the breaching butteries 
openeil, and vveiv i licrwards most uselully employed in the latter. 

Tlie iiewly-juised Sikh Arlillerymeii, of course, took tlieir share of the work, and the 
maimi'i' m wlm ii a detail oi -tliese iiieii, uikIoi* Lieutenant Sir Wm. Ilumilton, wovUod two 
ot the gnus ii> Major Sis.tl's baitery, undei a clo.-ic and eonstiuit fire of musketry, elicited 
the admiiation ol those wlio saw them. 

The men of the two field-bat terie.s of the force were not taken for the siegc-guiis, so 
that one b.ittery funiislied the three divi.sions of guns for the picquet.s, and the otlier was 
III useive in cam]). 

I'lmn (be night of the 7fli, uiitil the baltvTie.s were completed, the exertions of all the 
Eiigm er Oltieciv, Sajipers. and Pioneers, were unceasing; and large working and covering 
parlies bad to be constantly furnished by the lufimti'j'. . 

On the 8tli, after No. 1 or llri lid’s Battery had opened, a sortie was made from 
the eily, ])niieij)ally of Cavalry ; but 1 lie only result was, that several, of the insurgents 
were killed by the fire of our Artillery. From the broken ground below the ridge, however, 
and from a ircneti in front of No. 1 Battery, a eomstant fire of musketry was kept up, aud 
grape bad to be ii.'-' c. at the light guu battery, near the Sammy House, commanded by 
C'ajitain Bemmingtoii, to keep the skirmishers at a distance. 

'I’he other effials at aiinoyancc until the period of the assault were those described in 
theleir>'r of “ Felix,” and numerous casualties w»erc occasioned, for not only were 3,27 
fi|[hting tiieii put hors ds combat, but many followers, such as bbeesties, magaEiuo lascars, 
ottclnaiiLe drivers, Sic , were killed and wmunded.

Tn ® P constant fire was kept up from trenclies in front. A portion 

e is luujauo Biflos, under Lieutenant Nioholson. was from the 8lh to the \-Uh 
engaged m protecting No. 2 Battery, heing posted behind alow wall in advance, wiih a 
reserve of the same corps, together with some European InI'unti’y at Ludlow Castlo. and 
all the batteries were, of course, guarded by strong parties of Infantry. 

The guns placed by thceuciny in the Talocwun'a Suburb (‘oinplotoly enfiladed Nos. 1 
and 2 Battenes, and were a source of much annoyance. They were so sheltered tliat. our 
ordnance on the ridge and at the Sanirny-House Battery were never able altogether to 
silence them. 

Ffotn the Solimglmr, too. a very constant fire of shells was kept up, which dropped 
about the Custom-house, Mortar, mid No. 2 Batteries. 

'Phe Kissengungt' Batteries sii)| continued to play at intervals on the ridge. 

During the actual jteviod of the siege hut one attempt was made 1o annoy our rear. 
A body of Cavalry crossing the canal dnrve in our picfiuet of Irregular Horse at Azadporc, 
but parties of Punjauh and Guide C!avalry speedily turning out, pursued and killed twenty- 
fivo of the mulincfrs, inolnding a native officer. Lieutenant Watson, 1st Punjauh 
Cavalry, was wounded on this occasion. One man and two horses were killed; eleven 
men and thirteen horses wounded. 

During the assault the protection of the camp was confided to the convalescents of 
corps, a portion of the (!iivalry, and some Ilois.o Arlillerv under Ciilonel Dennis, Her 
Majcst)’^s .'♦2nd Light Infantry- The Infantry pieijuets all joined their regiments, save a 
small detaehinent at the Mosqile. After the assault, and nnli! the total capture' of the 
city, no Infanlr\' could be sent back to camp ; Init on the loth nio.st of the Cavalry and 
the Horse Artillery hud retinned ; and ilie Sirmoor Battalion and the Guide Corjis being 
at Hindoo lino’s house, the camp, with all the sick and wounded, stores, tic., bcenme 
tolerably heeuro ; and the an.\ie.ty which was Icit in case "it should be attacked in rear by 
a body of troops (whieli the enemy might ha\e spared) while we were involved in the city, 
was all.ned. 

Brigadier Grant, with tlie hulk of the Cavalry (about fiOO sabres), and a troo)> and 
a-hulf of Horse Artillerv. was direett'd to mo e down when the assault' took place, to the 
neighbourhood of No. 1* Battery, to check any attempt to take, our storming column? in 
flank by sortie from the ].iiliore and /\jincrc Gates, and No. 1 Battery was to keep up 
its lire on the Moree until our colnmiis were found to be progressing in that direction. 

Taking up the aceouut where Felix” leaves ofi', T will briefly describe what ocenm'd 
to the several columns. 

Nos. I and 2 having efleelcd an entrance, jwooeeded round the walls to their right, 
overcoming oj)positioii, and taking a small b.ittery and a lowci- hetwoiT. the Cashmere and 
Moree Basdions, the Morec itself, and the Cabid Gate. All atlempl.s, however, to take 
the Burn Bastion and Jjahori' Gate, tailed. 

The tioops hud to advance up a narrow lane, swept down by grape and mui-ketry ; 
and in one of these attempts General Nicholson was mortally wounded. As far as the 
Cahul Gate, our hold was secui'cd, and prepaiations were immediately made for opening 
fire from the bastions inwards ou the town, sandbag parajrels being constructed across the 
gorges. 

The third column, under Colonel Cuinphcll, of Her Majesty’s .02n(l Light Infantry, 
after storming the Cashmere (Jate, prorceded through the town towards the Jumma 
Musjid, conducted in tlie most gallant manner by Sir T. Metcalfe, of the Civil Sei-vice, 
who* had \oluuteered for the duty, for which he W 7 »s well (pialificd from local knowledge. 
By taking the eolumn liy a circuitous route hut little opposition was met with until the 
Chandnee C'howk was reaclu'd, and possession obtained of tlic kotwallce. After this, 
however, men fell fast, and it was found inipo.ssible to carry out the object as.signed, viz:., 
the capture of the Jumma Musjid. Eventually this eohnnii fell hack to the neighbourhood 
of the church, and joined the reaex've, a proceeding vliich met the full appro\ al of the 

Major-General commanding. ' 

The reserve followed No. 3 Column into the Cashmere Gate, the wiiig of tuo Btlooch 
Battalion having been previously detached to the right of No. 2 Battery, and eientually 
sent to Hindoo Rao’s as a support, when tlic serious nature of the struggle in lvi.sscngunge 

The College gardens were cleared of the insuTgent,s by the reserve, and held by the 
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4th Punjaub Rifles, apd some of Her Majesty’s 61st Regiment. The Water Bastion, 
Caslinierc Gate, Skinner’s house, and tlie house of Ahmed Ali Khan, a large comnianding 
building, were also held by this column. Upon the retirement of ^o. 3 Column, the 
Kumaon Battalion were placed in Skinner’s house, Her Majesty’s 52nd at the church, 
and tlie 1st Punjaub Infantry in the houses at the end of the two streets that lead into' 
the oi)en space around the church firom the interior of the city. Guns, too, were posted 
at the head of those streets, which stopped an attempt that was made to follow up No. 3 
Column. 

No. 4 Column, under Major Reid, advanced from the Subzee Mundec towards Kissen- 
gunge, theCaslimcve Contingent co-operating on its right. The latter, however, was so 
.shai‘j)ly jUtacked by the insurgents, who were in great* force, that, after losing a great 
number of men * and four gutis, they were completely defeated, and fell back to camp. 
Major Reid’s column met with thc most strenuous opposition, greatly increased, doubtless, 
by the failure of the Cashmere C^onlingent, and tlic enemy were so numerous and so 
strongly posted that, after the loss of many men and officers, the Commander, Major 
Reid, having l)een carried away scveicly wounded, Captain Muter, 60th Rifles, the next 
senior officer, judiciously withdrew the troops to their former j)osts at Hindoo Rao’s ,and 
in the Sulizee Mundee. ’I'hcir retirement was much aided hy a fire of shrapnel shells, 
opened by Lieutenant H, .T. Evans, from llie light, guns at the battery, called the “ Crows’ 
Nest.” One party Of Guide Infantry, however, were surrounded in an inclosure, and 
could not get away, ’i'heir i’c.seuc wa.s eventually effected in a spirited manner by the 
wing of the Bclooch Battalion, which, as before slated, bad been detached to this 
quarter. 

Meanwhile, Brigadier Grant, with his cavalry and guns, had most effectually prevented 
any annoyance to the flanks of the assaulting columns ; but his troops had suffered .severely 
from the fire of the Talccwarra guns and Burn Bastion, three of Ihe former of which 
were, however, spiked hy our artillery. . 

The heavy fire brought or Oie Cavalry caused Major-General Wilson to send up Captain 
Bourchier’s batteiy, in aid of the Horse Artillery guns under Major Tombs, which hud, as 
usual, been most efficiently commanded, but bad sustained heavy loss. 

'fhc! duty assigned to tlio Cavalry having lieeii completed, they were withdmwn to 
the neighbourhood of Ludlow Castle, with jiicquefs towimls the ridge. 

The Helooch' Battalion, also, being no longer reciuired outside, moved into the city 
and joined the reserve. 

During the Ifitli several inoriars were got into position, to shell the town and palace. 
A battery, commanding Selimghur ami part of the palace, was opened from the College 
gardens, and some houses were taken in advance of onr first positions ; a breaeli was 
made also from the College in the magazine defences. The enemy all this time ke])t 
up a catmonadu on our position of tiic city from Sclimghur; from the magazine a 
constant musketry fire was inaintaiiK.d on the College Compound, and, more or less, 
skiniu.'-hing went on at all our advanced posts. This occasioned, however, little loss, as, 
<lircctly we occupied a linusc*, sand-bag defences were put up wherever retjuisite. 

At (lawn on the Kith the magazine w'as stormed and taken, with slight loss to us, 
by Her Majesty’s f) 1st Regiment, part of the 4th lhaijanb Rifles, and the wing Bclooch 
battalion. 

Kisseiigiinge this morning was evacuat' d by the enemy, and five heavy guns left,' of 
which possession was taken by a party sent tbiward fi'oin Hindoo Ilao’s. We were now 
for tli(‘ first time enabled to see the immense strength of the insurgent position here, and 
in T'lli'owarra, and •which they had spared no labour to improve. 

During the I7lh and 1 8th, our right and left positions at the Cabul Gate and 
mag zine.wero brought into direct eommimieation by a line of posts, in rear of -which 
everyt.iing was our own. Pushing still forward, the Bank, Major Abbott’s house, and the 
dwelling of Kliim Mahomed Khan were taken, so Unit our posts were now close to the 
palace and Cliandnee Chowk, These advances were not made without opposition, both 
from field-art ilk'j'V and musketry, but being conducted with great judgment, our loss was ' 
trilling. 

All our mortars (most of them from tlie magazine) now played constantly upon the 
};alaee and the quarters of the town occupied by the enemy, and must have materially 
contributed to the subsequent evacuation of the palace. Indeed, it became evident that 
the insurgents were gradually escaping from thc’ place at the opposite side ; few went pver 
the bridge, .is our guns commanded it. 

On the evening of the 1 Hiii, the Burn Bastion was surprised and captuted by a party

‘ V “* it numlK'r of wounded or sick sepoys. Quantities 

ot clothing, ampumt.on, and plunder in this camp, everything sliowing ihat 

the msurg|its had fled with precipitation. Sonic Cavalry, entering by the Oelhi Gate, took 
possessioii of tho Juuiioa MusjkI, and were speeddy iijuppoited by Iniautrv and 


gateway hlown iu. Only two or tiircc fanatics were found inside, and a number of wounded 
sepoys, who soon fell ■victims to tho bayonets of our meu. 

The whole city was now entirely in our hands, and the ti'oops were posted at the 
various gateways, bastions, &e. ; head-ijuarteivs biiing established in the palace, wliich was 
held by Her Majesty’s (JOtb Hifles, and l!ie Kumnon IJattalion. 

Tho town was nearly empty of inhabitants, many of whom indeed (jiriiicipulty women 
and children, or bunccalis) bad been jms^ed out by our guards, subsofiuenl to tlie assault. 
Now and then, sepoys or fanatical Maboincdaus, woimdctl or hiding, wore discovei-eil by 
parties of our troops, dragged our, and shot. 

On the 21 st, JJeulenant Hodson, witli llic valuable aid of tin' !ie,ul of our Intcliigeuce 
Department (Moulvie Rujub Ali), captured the King a few milc.s fiom Delhi, lie was 
brought in and placed under an Europ(*:in guard, and now awaits a trial vvhi' li lias been 
ordered. 

On the following day, two of llie King’s sons and a grandson, all deeply imjilieati'd iu 
the atrocities committed iu May, uere also captured through Lleut'uaut ]lod.sou’s 
exertions. They wore shot, and tlu ir bodies cxjio.sed for tw'cnty-four liours in trout of 
the kotwallcc. 

On the morning of the 24th, a strong moveable column, under command of Jieu- 
tcnant-Colonel Grcatlicd, Jlcr Majesty’s 8tli Regiment, moved into the Doab tu clear it, 
and to endeavour to open communications with General Havelock at Cawnpure, and the 
connection of tlu! writer w'ith the Didhi Force ceased. 

It is impossible, however, lb conclude, without alluding to the trials and coust incy of 
the troops employed iu this arduous siege. Called on at the hotti'st season of the year to 
take the field, imporfcctly e(|uippcd, ami with the extent of difhculties to he taci'd very 
imperfectly known, all felt that a crisis had ai rived, to meet which every man’s cheerful, 
willing, and heartfelt energies must be jail Ibrtli to the utmost ; and how well tins w'as 
done, those who were with the army know and never can forgot. For the first five weeks 
every effort was required, not indeed to take Delhi but. to liold our own positum, and day 
after day, for hours togethiT, every soldier was under arms under a hurning sun, aud 
constantly exposed to fire. Noivvitlistandiag the daily casualties in action, the numerous 
deaths by cholera, the discouraging reports relative to the fidt'lity of some of tlx* native 
portions of our own force, llu' distiessing accounts from all parts of the country, tjie 
constant arrival ot largvj rciuforecmculs of nmtiucors, and the ajipatvnl impo.ssihdity of aid 
ever reaching in sufficient strengtli to enable us to take the ])laee, the courage and confi- 
dence of the army never flagged, aud, hesi<l('s enduring a constant and often deadly 
caimouade, for more than three montlis, in thirty difiercnl, comhat.s, our troops invariably 
were suc^KJSsful, always against long odds, and often ojiposed to ten times tlieir numbers, 
who had all the advantages of ground and superior artillery. 

At last the actual siege commenced ; hatt erios were at once thrown nj) in open ground 
within grape range of tlic walls, and though the loss iu doing this was comjiaratively small, 
owing to some apjiarcnt misconception on the part of the enemy, the <lcsi**n was ojk' of 
the boldest ever conceived. The estulilisluuent of Major Scot t’s battery within I SO yi>.rd.s 
of the W'alls, to arm which heavy guns had to be dragged from the rear under a constant 
fire of musketry, was an operation tluit c*n rarely have been equalled in war. 

Finally, these soldiers, worn with disease, tired with iucessaul duty, and sadly leduccd 
in numbers,' in open day stormed a place defended by a vastly su[)orior force, many 
crossing a ditch twenty-four feet deep, and clambering; up a breach in face of u deadly fire ; 
and having done this, had at once to commence a series of fresh operations for the 
reduction of tlio town, which, after six days’ constant toil or skirmishing, were attended 
with complete success 
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high qualificfttions as skirmishers, their clicerfaincss, their steadiness, were beyond commen- 
dation. Their losses in action show the nature of the service. 

'I'he Rifles commenced with 440 of all ranks ; a few Says before the storm they 
received a rcinforciement of nearly 200 men ; their total casualties werig 389. 

The Sirmoor Battalion commenced 450 strong, and once was joined by a draft of 90 
men. Its total casualties amounted to 319- ^ 

The Guides commenced with about 550 (Cavalry and In&ntry), and th “casualties 
were 303. 

The incessant labours of the Artillery, as well as of the Engineer department, deserve 
especial mention ; 365 casualties in the former, arid 293 in the latter branch, are proofs 
of the exjmsuve to wliich they wore subjected. There can be no brighter passage in thq 
history of the Bengal Artillery tlian that wliich will tell of their exertions before Delhi, 
whether in the lieavy bulteries, or in the various engagements in which field artillery 
alone took part. Tlie duties of the Kiiginccr officers were most laborious, and involved 
constant exposure, more than two-thirds being killed or wounded ; and the remnant of the 
old coipK of Sappers and Miners (the only trained Sapjiers presont) behaved with the most 
perfect fidelity, and on numerous occasions with oxcmplary gallantry, notwithstanding that 
thg bulk of their eoyirades v\ ere o]>poscd to them. The returns annexed will show how 
heavily all corps suflered, even those who joined toward^ the close, and there was no 
regiment that could, not boast of brilliant feats. Europeans 'and Natives alike, were 
animatexl by one spirit, and happy w'as the (xovernmeut wdiicli at such a time numbered 
these troops amongst the ranks of its ai'tny. 

There is but on(‘ point left to wlm u to allude, the strength of Delhi. Absurd 
accounts of the weakness oi the plfiee were circulated iu India and in Kiiglaud. “ Felix’' 
shows whore its jiriucipul strength lay. Suffice it that a wall 12 feet thick, with a ditch 
in front of considerable width, and about 24 feet decji, with an admirable glacis covering 
the wall for a full third of its height, bastions in cajiital order (each holding ten, twelve, or 
fomieen jiieccs of heavy artilk'vv), so as to form good flanking defences around a city seven 
miles in extent, xvith the rivf i on one fiiec', constituted a formidable position. When, 
added to this, it is borne in niiiicl that at the very lowest estimate there w'cre never fewer 
tlittn double ax many defenders as assailants, and more generally four times as many ; that 
there could Jjc no investment even in name ; tlnit upwards- of 300 guns, of which a largo 
proportion were of heavy (lalibre. Were actually captured iu trout of, or in, the place ; and 
that the defenders’ sujiply of ammunition was jilentiful to the last, — it will be allowed that 
the General whose task it w'as to take Delhi had no ordinaij enterjtrise on hand. 

Honour to him for his resolution which jicrsevcred to the end, and which led to the 
success that, jaobahiy, move fliun anviJi'iig else will he found to have contributed to the 
restoration of British authority wherever it has been shaken in India. 

How Sir .lolm Lawrciiec supjioitcd and reinforced the army at the risk of denuding 
the country under his govenimeiit of ti'ooji.s that might ho most urgently required, how 
vigorously he aided the operations iu every way, has already been acknowledged by the 
Govornment of India. To him the army of Delhi, as well as the British nation, owe , a 
deep debt of gmtiU»ue, and which, by the i'ormcr, eertaiidy will not he forgotten, 

Aunexod is a return of casualties in action ; 1 should have wished to have added a 
return of caxnuliics by sickness, and a correet ]>lan of Delhi, with our positions and those 
of the insurgents. '■ 

Tliese 1 have been unable to obtain a, present, owing to my having quitt^ Ddbi 
with the pursuing column ; but, doubtless, both hereafter will be forthcoming in an 
official form.

Fr>'iu the reports wluch arrived here this day, it 
would seem that the rebels Irom ('hittag)ng had advanced so fai’ in the direction of 
Sylhet, cither with tlie intention of reaching that town, or of going more to the east, that 
they were at least three or four days’ march in advance of us ; under these circumstances, 
1, in conjunction w lull Mr. Camjibcll, deemed it nnadvisablc and useless to harass the 
troops by a march Ihnmgh an unknown country, without the probability of overtaking the 
enera;. of whom wc were in search. 

AVe shall, however, proceed in the steamer and flat towards Sylhet, and it is believed 
that there is water sufficient to take its to Chattuk, in accordance with the instructions 
received from the Coraraissioner at Dacca.

IN reply to your letter of this day’s date, I havt the honor to submit, for the infor- 
mation of Major-General Windham, commanding the ('awnporc <livipion, the following 
report of niy defence of the bridge and Bithoor road on the 28th ultimo. 

At daylight on the 28th of November I proceeded, according to instructions, with Her 
Majesty's 34tn Kegimcnt, two coin|)anies ol Her Majesty’s 82nd Rogiincnt, and four guns 
of Madras Native Artillery, to take up a posit'on at the Rsickct ('ourt ; two companies of 
Her Majesty’s 64th Regiment having been jdaced in the Baptist Cha])el to keep up 
communication with me. When within a few hundred yards of the Racket Court I 
received instructions through the late Captain McCrca that General Windham ptelcri*ed 
the position of the previous evening being taken upon the bridge, and the Bithoor road 
defended. I consequently retired, leaving a coinjiany of Her Majesty’s 34tli Regiment 
to occupy the front line of broken-down Native Infantry huts, and another company in their 
support, in a brick building about 100 yards to their rear. 1 then detached a eonipanv of 
Her Majesty’s 34th to the opposite side of the road across the jilqin, in a line with the 
above support, to occupy a vacant house, to man the garden walk, and the ujistair 
verandah. These companies formed a «>trong po'-ilion, and quite cominaudcd the whole 
road towards the bridge. J halted at the biidge witli tlie remainder of the 34th and four 
guns, and banicaded the road, and placed two guns on the bridge. 1 then sent two 
companies of the 34th, under Lieut euaiil -Colonel Simpson, to oec-upy the position he held 
the previous evening, to prevent the egress of the enemy from the town towards the 
eutrenehments ; also to deftnd the road from Allahabad. This pie(|uel. I subsequently 
strengthened with two of niy guns, which could not be worked on the bridge. 

A brisk tire was kept up b\ the enemy trom their position amongst the Native lines, 
on the advanced skirmishers and piequet. and upon the bridge by their guns (Ki-pounders), 
throughout the whole day. About midday Captain MeCiea conveyed instruct ions to me 
to pioceed to the front to attack the enemy’s Infantry and guns , that he was to convey 
the same instructions to IJer Majesty's G4tli lUgiment, and both parties to advance at the 
same time. 

Captain MeCrca look with him, to strengthen the (Mth, forty nien of u company of 
Her Majesty’s 82u{l, which I had placed as a piequet at the old Commissariat compound 
for the protection o( the load leatliiig fioin thaidiii'etioii to the entrenehiiient. 1 advanced 
with my two gnus and .i eouipfiny ol the 31fh from the bridge, taking, as I advanced, the 
company stationed to ni> light in the upstair hou.'-c, and the company in the biokui huts 
with its support, on my left. 

On advancing and clearing the front line of liees,! was desirous, and endeavoured, to 
push tlie whole of my party acioss the plain in tionl, to charge the enemv’s guns, hut os 
their Infantry still occupied the broken giouiid ofother huts, and mj toree without support, 
it could not he done. The enemy’s guns were driven far to the rear by the fire ot my two 
guns, alter which niy skirmishers, snjiport, and light jiiequet, look up their original 
positions, and I returned with the gnus to the bridge. Sliortlj after this the enemy’s 
Infantry were sicii to he skating along the edge of tin- town, with (he evident intention of 
turning’ our flank, and of pouring a tiio ujioii us from the houses on our left. Both 
piequet and skiimishers apjilicd for reinforeements, which 1 could not afl'ord, but desired 
them to hold their positions as long as posable, and then tall back to tlie head of the 
bridge, which they did about .‘i o’clock. 

The enemy were now increasing in large iinmbei's on our left, oeeupiing liouseS, 
garden-walls, and the chureli. A company w. 4 s sent through tlie gaideiis to dislodge the 
enemy, and drive them tinm the ehureh, but the enemy wcie strong enough in laisilion to 
maintain, or rather to return to, th<*ii position. 1 then concentrali'd all my tor(*e on both 
flanks of the bridge, and with the guns kept np a heavy flic, 'rho enemy now' brought Up 
a gun into the ehuieh jard, wliieh eiiriliidcd theliridge at a distance not exceeding LiUyaida* 
iny own guns not hi'ing able to hear on their ixisition. 

The eiiomy weie still increasing and working round to my rear hy my feft flank ; I , 
retired the guns about 100 yards, so as to command the brigade and Iho road leadiug from ‘ ^ 

the town. ' * 

Oflicers and men were at this time falling fast around me. I aj^jpL'ed for a minfeste*, ^ 
ment, hut by the time they arrived night had set in, ami I now emsider 'd it prudent to ! / 
retire with the remainder of niy force into the entrenchment, which wi.»f done with perttmti. ' 
regularity, the reinforcement of rifles protecting the tear. ^ '

THE Commander-in-chief has had under consideration Brigadier Carthew’s dispatch 
dated Cawnpore, 3rd December, 1857, addressed to the Deputy Assistant Adjutant- 
! Cksneral, Cawnpore division. • 

Although his Excellency fully admits the arduous nature of the .service on which 
‘ ..^rigadi^.eWthew had been engaged during the 28th November, he cannot record his

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Astonishment of MajoNGcnorol Windham an4 his Kxo^lancyi i^tired elmQSt immodiately 
after. < • i ■ . ' * 

With respect to these occurrences, his ExoeUoficy feels it necessary fn malice t#o < " 
remarks : , 

In the first place, no subordinate officer, when possessing eas;^ means of oonintuaicao 
tion with his immediate superior, is permitted, according to tlie principles and usages of w, 
to give up a post which has been entrusted to lus clmrge without a previous re(]ucst fOr 
orders, after a representation might have been made that the post had become no longer 
tenable. 

Secondly. It might have occurred to Brigadier Carthew, that when Major>General 
Windham proceeded to reinforce the post, according to his just rctpiest, instead of ordering 
the garrison to retire, it whs the opinion of the M{^or-Gcucral that to hold it was an 
absolute necessity. 

llis Excellency refrains fhim remarking on the very serious consequeuoes which ensued 
on the abandonment of the post in question. . * 

The night, which had arrived, was more Civorablo to the Brigadier for the purpose of 
strengthening his position, than it was to an encn>y advancing on him in the dark ; at all 
events, there wore many hours during which a decision could have been taken by the 
highcbt authority in the entrenchment, whether the post should be abandoned or ijot, 
without much other inconvenience than tlie mere fatigue of the gamson. 

The Commander-in-chief must make one more remark. 

Brigadier Carthew, in the last paragraph of his letter, talks about his men firing into 
one another in the dark, ilis Excellency does not see how this euuld occur if the men 
were properly posted, and the officers in command of them duly instructed as to their 
respective positions.
